SUPPLEMENT TO THE CALCUTTA 0AZBTTB, JULY 1872 


Meteorological Telegraphio Report for the period 14th to 20th J aty 1872. 
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Results of the neteorologioal Observations taken at the Survey or^Generars 

Office. Calcutta, from 15th to 2lst July 1872. 
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Tbt) luean barometer as likewise tbe dry and wet bulb thermometer means are derived from 
the twenty-four hourly observations made during the day. 

The dew-^nt is computeil with tbe Greenwich constants. The figures in column 10 represent 
th^ humidi^ of the air, the complete saturation of which being taken at unity. The receiver of the 
lower rain gauge is H foot, and that of the anemometer 70 feet 10 inches above the level of the 
ground. The velocity of windj^as indicated by Robinson's anemometer, is registered from noon to noon.

Resolotion by the OoverDm«iit of Bengal, dated the 38rd July 1873. 

llEAlS— 

A letter No. 367, dated 6ih July 1872, from the Commissioner of the Bnrdwan Division, 
submitting a review of the fever relief operations in the district of Burdvvuu, from the 
outbreak of the fever in July 1871 to May 1872. 

1. The Lieutenant-Gtovernor is glad to believe tltat as re^yards the season 
which has passed, and the assistance which has been riMidorod to those suffering 
from the effects of the fever, all that was ])ossil>lo has been done. It is 
very consoling to know that there is now a lull in new cases, but the Govern- 
n]ont must necessarily look with much anxiety as the season advances to see 
whether the fever breaks out virulently again, and must make all preparations 
to cope with the disease. No aid has therefore been even temporarily with- 
drawn), but on the contrary imf)rovcd supervision has been provided, and the 
largo body of medical olficors now in tho district are doing what they can to 
raise the general standard of health. 

2. Ske elephants have been lent by the Governmont of India for tho use 
of the supervising medical agency. A sufficient supply of quinine has been 
indented for, and bark from tho cinchona plantation.s at lluagboe lias been 
sent to bo tried as a decoction. The Jlledical Department will bo again instructed 
to strain every resoui’ce to supply good men iii case of further outbreaks, and 
in the mean time the services of the young supernumerary sub-assistant surgeons 
are being utilized. 

3. His Honor obsorvos that as regards tho causes of the disease and its 
ultimate prevention there is still a mystery; but while several reports on the 
drainage of various parts of the district arc under consideration, a comprehensivo 
survey of the country, with a view to map out tlio whole system of drainage, • 
has been undertaken by the olficors of tlie Irrigation Dc'partmcnt, who are now 
levelling it Avith a view to pl.acing beyond doulit tho exact physical facts. 

4. In event of a fresh outbi'oak, tho question of funds must dc'mand very 
serious attention, as the expenses are already very heavy, and the Government 
of India has not yet given any grant-in-aid for this purpose. Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, hftAvevor, docs not doubt that tho public will lie liberal, and that 
from some source money Avill be forthcoming to meet such great and indubitable 
suffering. 

6. The acknowledgments of Government arc again specially and most 
fully dno to Mr. C. T. Metcalfe, tho Magistrate of Uiiidwan, for his great and 
soH*<denying services during the epidcuiio. The Licuteuaut-Governor cannot 
too often express his appreciation of Mr. Metcalfe’s energy and devotion while 
himself suffering severely from tho attacks of fever. 

(». To Dr. .Jackson, the Sanitary Commissioner, Dr. Elliot, tlic late Civil 
Surgeon of IJui’dAvan, and to Suh-Assistant Surgeon Dcuobuudho Dutt, the 
aoknoAvlcdgmcnts of Government arc also, duo for their exertions to provide 
for the relief of the sutferer.s ; as Avell as to all the other offioers who have 
done their duty under such trying circumslances.

— The Government of 
India has sanctioned, subject to the approval of 
Ilis Grace the Secretary of State for^Ind?<«,.theT 
Lieutenant-Governor's proposal to appoint to 
the vacant Judgeship of Beerbhoom a Judge 
on a diminished salary, equal to that of a first 
grade Magistrate and Collector, and to appro- 
priate the saving of its. 7, <000 per annum tiius 
ejected to raise the pay of the Magistrates and 
Collectors of two of the chief districts in Bengal 
by an extra allowance of Rs. 3,600 a year each. 

2. Mr. E. C. Craster, officiating Jud^e 
of Beerbhoom, being a permanent JudgCi will 
revert to bis substantive appointment at Gya, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to make 
the following arrangements under the provisional 
sanction accorded by the Government of India : — 

Mr. S. 11. Tayler, at present officiating 
Judge of Gya, is appointed to be Judge of Beer- 
bhoom in the second gradci and to he also Addi- 
rional Judge of Burdweii. He will draw pay 
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£qiud to Idbat ^of a Magistrate and Collectof of 
the first grade,*or Bs« 23,000 per annum. 

Mr. Tayler is not, however, to leave Gya till 
relied' by Mr. Craster, and Mr. A. B. Falcon 
is appoint^ to officiate as Judge of Beerbhoom, 
second grade, and Additional Judge of Burdwan, 
till the arrival of Mr. Taylor at Heerhhoom. 

Messrs. W. LeP. Robinson and A V. Palmer, 
the two senior Magistrates and Colloetors em- 
ployed in the eitccutivo branch of the service, who 
are also Magistrates and Collectors of , large and 
important districts, will receive the extra allow- 
ance of Rs. 8,600 per annum each, saved from 
the pay of tho Judgeship of Beerbboom. This 
allowance will cease if these officers are employed 
in the Judicial line, and is for the present alto- 
gether provisional and liable to be withdrawn, 
if the Government may deem such a measure for 
any reason advisable in the interests of the pub- 
lic service.

such orders ou them as he may deem fit. 

23. The procedure of the Deputy rommissioncr 
and Ins assistant shall be in the spirit of the Code 
of OLminal Procedure, as far as it is applicable 
to the circumstances of the district and consistent 
with these rules. The chief exceptions are — 

(o.) —Only verbal order or notice of summons, 
&c , shall be requisite, except when the regular 
police are employed, or the person conccriKMl is not 
resident or in the district at the time, nr if in the 
district but resident beyond it. wlicro his place of 
abode is not known. Ihit orders of summons shall 
be for a fixed day, not exceeding sixteen days from 
that upon which tlje onler is issued' and the order 
shall be made known to the person affected, or to 
some adult member of \\\s family, or proclaimed 
at the place he was last known to be at in 
su6ricicnt tiraeto allow him if he sec fit to appear. 

(A.) — A note of the. substance of all the pro- 
ceedings in cases tried before them must be kept 
by the Deputy rommissioncr atid Vssistant Com- 
'missioners in the form prescrilicd by section 228, 
Act X of 1872. In eases requiring a sentence of 
three years or upwards a full note of the evidence 
aud ^ proceedings must be kept Examinations 
and proceedings shall generally l)c recorded in 
English only. 

(c.)— The proceedings of sirdars and dollois 
or other recognized village authorities need not be 
in writing. Hut if at the trial before tlic village 
authorities any person who c!an write ran be found, 
a brief note of the proceedings is to be made. 

(rf.) — All fines levied by the sirdars, dollois, or 
other duly recognised village authorities sliall he 
paid to the Deputy Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioner, or other officer empowered to 
receive them, within eiglit days from the date of 
realization. The Deputy Commissioner is antlio 
rized to pay to tho.se village authorities who give 
him satisfaction such small stipends as he may 
think desirable, provided that the total amount so 
disbursed shall not exceed the sum of the fines 
realiz d by all village authorities during the year. 

(e.) — It shall be discretionary to examine 
witnesses ou oath in any form, or to warn them 
that they arc liable to the punishment of perjury 
if they state that which they know to be false. 

24. The Deputy Commissioner and Assistant 
Commissioner shall keep the registers hereafter 
specified, and make returns of copies of the 
entries therein monthly to the Commissioner.

26. The administration of civil justice in the 
Khasi and Jynteah Hills is entrusted to the 
Commissioner, the Deputy ('ommissioner, l)i.s 
assistants, sirdars, and dollois, and other chief 
village authorities. 

26. Sirdars and dollois and other chief village 
authorities may be‘ recognised by the Dc})iit.y 
Commissioner by sunuud under his signature 
as competeut to try eases without limit as to 
amount, but with the following reservations 


(a.) —They may not try suits in which their 
fathers, mothers, sous, daughters, undes, aunts, 
sisters, brothers, the children of the foregoing, 
their wives or persons in the above relation to a 
wife, or any near relative are parties, nor suits 
in which a native of the plains or native of 
another sirtlarship or dolloiship not resident in 
their jurisdiction- are parties. 

(A.)— All suits must be decided in open durbar 
in the presence of the parties and at least three 
respectable witnesses. 

27. Sfirdars and dollois and other duly recog* 
niscid village authorities have power to compel 
attendance of parties to any suit and their 
witnesses, all sucli persons being resident within 
their own jurisdiction, and to fine within the limit 
of Hs. 50 persons wilfully failing to attend. They 
have power to award all costs, also compensation 
to defendants for unfounded or vexatious suits 
brought against them. 

2S. All proceedings shall be vivd voee, and the 
sirdars and dollois or other duly recognised village 
authorities shall not be called upon to make 
cither record or registry of their decision. 
After hearing both parties and their witnesses, if 
any, they shall with or without the opinion of 
assessors, as they think fit, pronounce a decision 
forthwith. But if at the trial before the village 
anthorilics any person who can write can be 
found, a brief note of the proceedings is to be made. 

29. Sirdars or dollois, or other duly recognised 
vilhige authorities may carry out their decisions 
at once, and order attaclimcnt of property to be 
made; but in no case is property so attached 
to be sold if the party cast claim to appeal within 
ci^ht days. On such appeal being made, they 
shall send the parties and their witnesses to the 
Deputy Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner 
forthwith, or as soon as may he, ami cither ac- 
company them or send one rgspectablc person 
who has been present at the trial with the^* 

30. All notices given by sird ars" 

or other duly recognised village authorities to 
parlies or witnesses shall be verbal, and for a fixed 
day not exceeding eiglit days from the day 
it is given. If a case be postponed it shall be 
fixed for a day not exceeding eight days from 
the^ order, and the case may he subsequently 
adjourned for periods not exceeding eight days on 
good cause shown. ' 

31. Ihc l^eputy Ooromissioner and Assistant 
Commissioner shall not ordinarily hear suits triable 
by sirdars and dollois, or other duly recognised 
village authorities ; but they have adisortUon toW 
so when they think right ; and suits which under 
these rules the village authorities cannot try, must 
be tried by the Deputy Commissioner or Asristant 
Commissioner. A register of all suits tried by 
the Deputy Commissioner and Assistant Commis. 
sioner shall be kept in such form as the Com- 
missioner shall direct. 

33. The Deputy Commisrieuur and Assistant 
Commissioner shall, in all cases' in wldch the 
parties are indigenous inhabitant? or me hills 
endeavour to induce them to submit their case to 
apunchnyet. If they agree to this, each party 
shall name an equal number of arbitrators, and 
shall choose, or leave the arbitrators to cLiose 
an umpire. The iiamc and residence of arbitra- 
tors and umpire, aud the matter iu dispute, moat 
he recorded before the proceedings commence, and 
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the court will direct the sirdar or dolloi or other 
recognised authority to assemble the punchayet 
and witnesses within eight days. When the case 
has been decided, the umpire shall appear with 
the parties before the court, wliicli shall proceed 
to record the decision and enforce it as its own. 
From such decision there shall be no appeal. 

88. An appeal shall lie from the decision of 
the sirdar or dolloi or other duly recognised village 
authority to the Deputy Commissioner or Assistant 
(>ommsgioner. A record will be made gf the matter 
in dispute and the decision of the village autho- 
rity. If necessary, the court shall examine the 
parties ,* and if the decision appears to be just, will 
affirm and enforce it as one of its own. If the 
court sees reason to doubt the justice of the 
decision, it will try the case de novo or refer it to 
a punchayet as abc^c. 

84. Houses, needful clothing, cooking ntcu- 
sils, or implements whereby the owner subsists, 
shall not be attached, sold, or transferred in 
execution of decree, unless themselves the subject 
of the suit. 

85. There shall be no imprisonment for debt, 
excepting in cases where the Deputy Commis- 
sioner is satisfied that fraudulent disposal or con- 
cealment of property has taken ])hiec; in sneli 
cases the debtor may be detained for a period not 
exceeding aix months. 

86. No appeal shall lie us of right from deci- 
sions of an As 9 i»taut Commissioner to the Deputy 
Commissioner, except as hereinafter provided; 
but the Deputy Commissioner if he see fit may 
call for the proceedings of any case decided by 
his assistant, and the Commissioner may, upon 
application made or oth(‘rwise, call for the pro- 
ceedings of cither of ilie lower courts and revisci 
them ; provided that persons resident beyond the 
Khasi and Jynteah Hills may aj)peal to the 
Commissioner within thirty-two days from the date 
of decision. The appeal shall be accompanied by 
a ouyj of^the judgment appealed against and a 
clear^statement of the grounds of aijpeal. The 
appeal may be ])iV8entcd to tlu-* Deputy Commis- 
sioner, who shall, if it be in order and presented 
in due time, endorse upon it the date of receipt, 
and transmit it with the proceedings in the suit 
to the Corami**8ioner, who, after perusal of the 
petition of appeal and judgment, and after hear- 
ing the agent of the appellant, if any, may dis- 
iftiss the appeal, or may remit the case to the 
lower court for the record of further evidence, or 
for re-trial on fresh issues, or receive the ease for 
hearing before his own court to be held in the 
^4.061 Hills, and shall confirm, modify, or reverse 
the decision of the lower court, passing such orders 
as to costs as may, appear just. The decree of 
the appellate court shall be transferred to the 
court of the Deputy Commissioner for execution 
as a decree of its own.

Tenth Annual Report on the Govern nienf Cinchona riantahnna in Brilinh Sikkim, By 
Gkoiiok Kino, Esq,, m.h., Superintendent ^ Botanical Garden, and in charge of Cinchoua 
Cultimtiun^'L^jSengaL 

I RECfcUVEi) charge of the cinchona cultivation in Sikkim from my predecessor, Mr. C. B. 
Clai’k, on the loth July 1^71.^ Since doing so, I have had an bpjmrtuiiity of visiting tho 
Govemm^t oinohoua plantations both on tho Nilgiiis and in Ueylon, and, by the courtesy 
of the proprietors, many of the private plantations os well. f 

2. Natural features of the linnyhec Valley, — Aa none of tlie reports of my predecessors 
contain a description of tlio natural featuroa of the Rungbee Valley, where tno cinchona 
cultivation is conducted, it may bo of advantage to tl^j betj^/r' understanding of what is 
to follow if I begin this report by giving a sliort sketch of thct/ 1 

3. The Eunghoe valJoy* runs almost due west and east-’^^vAt its western end it is shut 
in by a ridge of mountain moro ihmi 0,()0U feet high, in whi(ffi cti Eungjo stream has its origin. 

.. By its eastern extremity, which opens into tho vaUey of tho Tocfjia, the Itungjo stream escapes 
to join its waters with those of that river. Compared to its fength, which is only about 
sixteen miles, it is a wide valley, measurinff from crest to cresi probably little loss than four 
miles, but contracting towards its mouth. The southern side fjf the valley is formed in its 
upper (western) half by a hi^h range continuous witli Siiioliul and not much inferior to it 
in height, t the slopes of which above the zone of cultivation are covered with a dense virgin 


♦ The valley oof^ht properly to have l»e<in lutined aftor tho Runjgu, which iaf itu chief »troaui ; the Uuni^boo is hut a 
eutall tributary of the Kungjo.

forest of most Ittxaria&i growth. About half way doim the Talley^ o*t a pointoalled Mimgoot’ 
this high ranj^ curv^ away to the south-east, throwing out a low ridge called the Mungpoo 
spur, which roumng in an easterly direction forms the southern side of the Kungbee valley 
along its lower (eastern) half. In the valley intervening between this Mungpoo spur and 
the main ridge, runs the Byang stream. The ridge along the north of the liungbee valley 
is, on the other hand, low and pretty nearly cleared of forest. Its western port is indeed 
occupied by the plantation of the Fomong Cinchona Association, which is separated from that 
of Government by the Eungjo stream. The Government plantation forms an irregular belt 
at the bottom of tlie valley and ^ong its southern side, and has therefore a northern exposure. 
This belt extends from the margin of the Bungjo stream upwards along the slopes to a height 
above the sea of about 3,500 feet. Cinchona cultivation was first begun by Cfovemment at 
the western end of the valley on the jiiece of ground known as liungbee Proper, and has 
gradually been extended eastward or down the valley. The eastern portion covers the 
ground locally known as Kishap, and, as will be subsoquontly explained, the extensions now 
being made are still eastward of llisliap. 

4j. The climate of the Rungbeo valley is peculiar. Being so completely shut in upon 
all sides, it is protected in a striking degree from wind, and uj> to the higher limits of the 
oiiiclioua belt the air is rarely stirred by oven the gentlest breeze - a state of things in strik- 
ing contrast to that obtaining in the Nilgiris, wliere in exi)OBed places gi%at and permanent 
iiyury is done to the cinchona plants by tlie liigh winds. At the lower levels frost is oom- 
plotely unknown, and the climate is indeed sub-tropical ; while on the higher southern and 
western slopes frost, and even snow, are the order of the day during the cold season. 
Occasionally heavy hail-storms pass over the valley, tearing to ])ieco8 the tliin broad leaves of 
the red -bark trees.

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7* Cinehonu Ojgftmia^Ug , — The speoiea yielding the crown bark of oommerbe has not 
answered well in any pert of Sikkim j and so sickly were the plants at Bungbee during their 
visit in February 1871, that the commission appointed to report on the jdantation recom* 
mended the abandonment of crown bark cultivation. A largo proportion of the plants ^ of 
this species have died out, and over almost the whole area of permanent Officimlk plantation 
Sueoiruhrn has been substituted. I am not withtfut hope, however, that on drier spots than 
have hitherto been tried the sj^ecies may yet be got to grow. Only 1*00,000 plants of 
are now returned as in permanent plantation. 

8. Cinchona Calmya , — ^The plant yielding the yellow bark of commerce, and a sort 
second to none in value, promises to do well in Sikkim. From the difficuUy of propagating 
this speoies artificially, the progress made has hitherto been slow, A few trees have, however, 
pow TOgun to yield seed. This is scriii)ulonsly saved for sowing, and every effort is being 
made to extend the cultivation of this most valuable speoies, whi(‘h with Sitrrinthm must be 
our stand-by in Sikkim. There are now about fifty acres of Calimya ])lantod out, but I hope 
before next year greatly to enlarge the area. It is interesting to note that wliereas Offieiaalk 
has done well in the Nilgiris ; Calimya has hitherto thriveiv badly there, and is indeed now 
little cultivated. 

9. Grey bark, although rich in the other alkaloids, is found to bo poor in quinine. 
The cultivation *of the speeios yielding it {C, micrantha^ nifula^ tmdjieruviana^) has therefore 
been practically abandoned for some years. The 29,000 old trees in permanent plantation 
look well, and are growing rapidly. 

10. Disease. — In his evidence given before the Cin(?hona Commission in February last 

year, Mr. Mclvor, Superintendent of the Nilgiri .

11. Opinions of this sort, so strongly expressed by such an eiilineiit cinchona cultivator, 

naturally led me to examine the whole plantation carefully and xVjtli some anxiety. Since 
doing so I liave had the nd vantage of going over all the Oovemrao!'^^ and most of the private 
cinohoua gardens on the Nilgiris in company with Mr. Mclvor, and*' I must candidly say I 
cannot agree with him in his gloomy views regarding either the present condition or probable 
future of the cinolioua enterpriso in Sikkim. Tho four to six old plants particularly 
referred to by Mr. Mclvor have betui most carefully walched. ^ form some of the best 
pieces of tho plantation, and 1 am glad to say that at the end of Jmiroh J872, that is tliirtoen 
months after Mr. Mclvor’s prophecy was made, they were not ^nly in life, but growing 
vigorously, and that the dreadful mortality predicted by Mr. Mclvor docs not seem oven now 
to be impending. In his rfq)ort Mr. Mclvor enters on some calbulati<ms illustrative of his 
anticipations as to tho sm^l outturn of bark which will bo yielded at Hiingboo owing to 
this disease and to other causes, and concerning one of tho li/hcst plots of trees ou tho 
plantation he writes as follows : — ^ 

“ On the thirty acres of red-bark near tho llishap bungalow ^already mentioned as being 
tho finest and most uniform on the Sikkim plantations, each altUniato r()W of plants was out 
down when three and half years old. The produce obtaiiRM) from Ihcse^'^lautB was 49 
maunds (equal to of dry stem and branch bark. Thowaniity of*viark on the trees 

left standing on tho gi'ound would thus bo 40 maunds also. ’yoviouy^'S the alternate line 
“ of trees being removed, about 20 maunds (equal to l,CIUUlb) of parl^ ’'<om thiimiugs had been 
*■ obtained from the same piece of ground. I thus estimate tliVt ii these JhJ acres liad been 
“ entirely out down, they would have yielded a total produc^e of 100 maunds, or 8,000tb of 
dried stem and branch bark, or 2781 b per a<;re.’' Now these flirty acres w /o a few months 
ago carefully pruned and slightly thiniK^d, and the boi'k ob^' ned from the j^runings and 
tliinnings wae daily weighed. It amounted to no les8*th<o. i 4<vi591b when wet, wdiioh is 
equal to more than 8,00 U lb when dry. In other words, iLu iark actually obtained iu tho 
course of on ordinary cultural operation, undertaken without r |dereucG to bark, and by which 
the trees ore Bupi>osed to havo beneiiiod, is e^o ’ to more th in twice tho amount, which, 
according to Mr. Mel vor’s estimate, would by jutiing them all down for the 

Bake of their bark. Nor has the pruning sovero y, for tho ground on which tho 

trees stand is still in deep shade from tiiof. , . iing heads. Tk r. Mcli^or prefaces his ropf)i"t to 
the Madras Government by saying — “ I w'ouTd respectfully caftl attention to the fact that I 
** visited tho Himalayan plantations at a soaflon of tho year w !ien the, plants are iu tho worst 
** condition. My observations were made during a short stay ^nd at on unfavorable time, and 
** my impressions as to the condition of cinchona cultivation the north of India might have 
been somewhat modified had my visit been made at a mori/avorablo season.** He advances 
hie opinion that ‘^permanent ]dantalionB of theso B;ceies; {C. surcirubra and C. calisayn) 
cannot be formed in British Sikkim,*’ ‘^with tho doepei^t regret,” and I have no doubt 
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T^hatever will l>e veiy glad to hMtn that the two prediotioni ooMemixig these plantatioxks in 
which he enters on spaoial details have not been fulfilled.^ ^ ^ ^ 

12 Mr. Molvor, in the body of his report and in his evideno^ refers to only one 
disease, and that he odls canker After very careful examination it appears plain to me 
that two distinct forms of diseaso occur in the Sikkim plantations, — ^the one, a constitutional 
malady aflecting the whole plant and usually fatal ; the other, local and by no means fatal. 
The former ^sease is confined entirely to Iroes whieh have been originally planted in damp 
situationR, or in situations which liave become damp subsequently by the oozing of drainage 
water in the way already explained. DLsoaso first attacks the roots of suon trees. Its 
oxiatonce becomes apparent by tno disoolorizaticm of thoir loaves, which ultimately all fall olf. 
(jhradual shrivelling of the cortical and woody tissues tlien tnkos ])lace from the root Upwards, 
and before this process has gone far the dcMith of the ]>laut has begun. This disease is in fact 
apparently nearly identical willi that known to gardeners in England as “canker;’’ it is not 
in any way infecjfious or <'OTitaginuR, as some a]»}»oar to think. It doi»end8 entirely on a local 
cause, namely excess of moist in the soil ;^an(l where that does n(»t exist, it cannot occur. 
In the cinchona jdaiitcd (ui the wcfatem end of the Itunghce Valley ^tho peculiarities of 
whieh will bo borne in mind) patches of tr(»c8 killed by this disease are not Ui^oommou. 
Such patclies nn» invariably co^oxtenshe with dani]), wateiy soil, and sliould never have been 
planted At the time-tlioy wore jdaiitod thero was ahsolutoly no experimico whatever on 
the subject of cinchona cultivation to ap]»eal to; the ])('culiar physical conditions of the 
llunghee Valley, as above explained, wert» iinki\,own ; and the idea pre^ ailed tliat cinchona in 
its natural hihtat^ delights above all tljings in shade, moisture of soil, and a misty atmos- 
]>here. The mode <d' j dan ting adopted was to fonn a (‘ontiniious belt, and where these 
daiuj»eT places ftdl in the line of extension, they wcie not passed over. I am assured that 
for fiomo years many of tlie jaitcdies that lia\o now died out from this form of disease were 
for the first two or tlirce jears (‘xirrmoly heoltliy, and T do not think that Ihose who 
them can be eharged A\ifh any ant of judgment. J^ut with the expuTWv*^y;fs:/^f aebumu- 
laled, showing as it docs tlint <inehoiin suflc^is more from an q^rtfiade and inoistui*e 

than from the O])j)osite eondiiioiis, it would he folly ioj^v\uht7n similar places I liave accord- 
ingly decided to do so only on siub as possess good and equal soil with free 

drainage, and aV the phvrtter^’ ently ])ut out aie in such bitmiHons. The reourronoe of this 
first anti folal form of disyasc need not tlicavfore 1 hope be untifipated. 

Ei. The second form of disease' dose nf>t nlfcct the cntii‘o constitution of the plant, but 
tnanifestfl itself in iMitches on the stem and branches The a]>j)earanco of one of these patches 
is as if some escharotic had been dropjx'd on tlie bark, which is of a dark, unnatural colour, 
fihrivelled, dry, and hrittl,e ; occasiounlly these aiqieoranoes extend to the wood, but as a rule 
they do not. In size the patches vary ; nnuiy are about the size of a bhilling, others are 
xnuoh larger. They arc nM niinierous on one tree, and ore often confined to a single branch. 
*\\'lion wnall, no apimrentlaffeetion of the general health of the plant occura, and growth goes 
on unchecked, where, liuwcncr, a Inrgo patch oeenrs on a small tree, involving the bark 
pretty nearly all round th^f^tem, death results Death from this disoase is however, as for 
as my uhservations go, nofrt imiuoii : and it is a woll-estahlibhod fact that a tree which has 
been exteiiMvoly allected wlien eut down, tlirow up from its stiuiip perfectly healthy 
shoots; wliile in huiidieds of trees nt Hunghee I have so(»ii illustrations of recovorj'^, the little 
patches of diseased bark Ix'ing tliiNUMi of and re] da ced by porfeeny hetdthy tissue, and the 
plant aiiparcntly as lobiist ns jf it in'ver lirnl been at tacked. 1 liad not sufficient leisure last

J4. iSiUHtnartf uf fh( work, — During the ])ast year 160,285 plants of Cinchona 

Hnrcivnhra nMA ll,rnb) af ruf'vhona Inn e hoou added to the i)ermaneiit plantation. 

Propagation has been ecui^ 1 <u ^ig^»l'o^l«l\^ and the si'ecl and nursery beds at present contain 
600,000 young iiLiiits of the ^>rmer niur 11 7, 500 of tlio latter fipecies. The whole of the 
plantation has bi'cn can fully fonc o\er, and every sickly ]dant has boon rigorously out down, 
while the healthy lja\i' Iwlon jirunod and thinned This lias taken a great deal of time 
and labor, but I am oonvincc'd tle\y li.nenot been ill bestow('d A considerable extent of 
new laud has been cleared niu^prnpan'd for planting, aud■^^i]l be covered with cinchona as 
soon as the weather is fa\orahll.

16. Vwhf ofharh — Ncara a hiiiulreil and sixteen thousan<l pounds of green bark (equal 
to about thirty-nine thousand »t)uiids of djy baik) have been collected from the prunings 
and thinnings above mpntioiiei\ not n ^i^lglo tive having been cut moroly for the sake of its 
bark. In aocordauco witli th* r«u*('inmondation of tlie ('‘iuehona Commission, a quantity of 
the best of this bark has heen jacked lor transmisMon to Ejiglaird. The smaller bark, which 
it is considered more profltablu t> utilize m the manufacture of alkaloid, has, conformably to 
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the inetniotioxi of GoTernment, been stored up, pending the appointment of a quinologist. 
The baxk.iiirill not deteriorate by being kept, and its storage oosts nothing. 

16. EjrpmditHre and revenue. — The budget allotment for the past year for all purposes 
was Bs. 63,621, and the expenditure Es. 60,463-13-5, showing a saving of Es. 13, 1 67^2*7. 
The present is the first year in which revenue has been received for the sale of bark. During 
the year 7,01 6tb were sold by auction in Iho Ijondon market. The bark was very varied in 
quaUty, a large proportion of it consisting of small quills of little value. The average price 
realized per pound was about one shilling and five peueo, and the total amomit received was 


reaiizea per pound was about one shilling and five peueo, and the total amomit received was 
equivalent to Its. 5,068-1-2. When the mixed quality of the bark is considered, I think the 
result of this the first sale may be looked ujion as favorable The sum of Its. 788-14 was 
received as rent for small patches of land wiihin the (»inchona reserve which ore imsuited to 
our cultivation and which have 'been let to natives. This anioimt was paid into the civil 
treasury at Doijeeling. 

17. General consideraiions. — The production in India of eindiona bark as a crop cannot, 
I tbink, fairly be considered as yet beyond tlie condition of nii experiment. It has indeed 
been demonstrated that cinchona trees can bo grown siujc^ossfully u]n o f he age of aliout ten years, 
and that their bark is quite as rich in alkaloids as tlial (Jlitained from the Soutli American 
forests; but whether tlioy will reaeli maturity remains to bo seen. It has still to be settled 
how the balk \irop ean most advaiitageouBly bo takim, and tli»»* rcbjiectivo merits of the 
systems of mossing as invented and pra«‘tised by Jfr. IWcIvor, of systemati*' ecmpiciiig, and 
of working forest-fashion by selection and tliiniiing, cannot be determined without much 
additional exporienco. Connected igjjritli tlie ccimnn'rcinl aspect of tlie matter, there ore as 
unsettled problems the probable ext(‘nt to wbieh the price of the drug will be affected by the 
introduction into tlie European market of the large quantities of bark wliieli must soon begin 
to be turned out by the various Indian and (lolouial plantations that have boon established, 

'^‘oniount by which the demand for preparations of eincliona will bt^ increased by the fall 
in their almost certain to take jdaee, and finally, the advantages or disadvaiitago*^ 
of the nianuftt<ilfu;r^iori.i»-t-^'»r^li(»us preparation at the i)lautation as o])po8ed to the oomplpte

18. It is, however, a matter of satisfaction that siibstant^^d progress has been made 

towards tire realization of the great obj(w*t which Governm<nit bad in view in iinSortaking 
this experiment, — namel3% “to secure for the fever-strioken millions of India the inestimable 
blessing of an abundant and cheap supply of the only S]M»(otic for the most deadly of all 
Indian diseases.” That obje<t will- not ho tliorouglily hecurod/ until a febrifuge in some 
efficient form is prooni’ahle in every village in India. The amoul^^ of fever prevalent in the 
rural districts is,.! heliove, much greater than is usually supposed, aud for its alleviation the 
Bulfercrs have at present as a rule nothing more ollb<4ual tliay some soloetions from the 
wonderful farrago of suhstaneos known as “native medicines,’^ few of wliich liavo much 
therapeutic iiillucnco in malarious fever. Any ]>re]>aration of epchoua is to many a villager 
a thing unknown, unseou, anhear(l of. The amount of labor / if annually to the Stateby 
reason of the pr(»val(»ne<' of lever •'is simply incalculable, wK-/tho loss of life is enormous ; 
and T have no hesitation iu saving this stale of matters is groat extent preveiitible by 

the dissemination of a cheap febrifuge. s? 

19. As to the probidile <piaiitity of quininr'' chut could bo used in the Bengal Presidency, 

I calculate as follo>^s : — TJiere are in tho proviu of Bengal, ()fi^sa, Assam, Burmali, Behor, 
Oude, the Norih-Western Provinces, (kmtrnl Provinces, and jlhinjab, probably a hundred 
millions of inhabitants, all more or loss subject to fever, and ft is I think no extravagant 
estimate to allow five grains of quiuiiio jnr antnini to each, ^diicli is equal to a total of 
65,000lb or about 29 tons. In these eireuiustanoos it is prohahW premature to tear that too 
many cinchona t?f»es are being planted. I 

20. In conclusion my acknowh'dgments are duo to Mr. tj ammie, the resident manager 

of tho plantation, and to Messrs. Biermann and Jaflrey, for tjlie efficient and hearty way in 
which they liavo performed their duties. j

Beafl—The Report on Cinchona Cultivation in Bengal, by Dr, O. King, Superintendent 
of the Botanical Garden, for the year 187 1 -72. 

Rbsoltjtiok. — ^Dr. King prefixes to his report on tUo year’s operation an 
interesting sketch of the topography, climate, and eharacteristies of the valley, 
in which arc situate the Government cinchona plantations of British Sikkim. 
The difforences of temperature, rainfall, and soil, at dilTorcnt parts of the valley 
make it possible to give the fullest trial to the different species of cinchona. 

It might be added to Dr. King’s sketch that all the Government plantations 
are on the right bank of tho liuugjo stream, and that on the loft or leas 
wooded side of the valley is a flourishing plantation of cinchona belonging to a 
At 600 tiwi to tiip ami. this area private Company, on whose lands 1,083* acres are 
would tiouuiii about 500,000 tnxw. nlrcody planted with cinchona (chiefly succirubra), 
and from which 26,8301b of bark wore yiehhsl in tho year 1871. 

2. Last year’s (1870-71) report noticed tho proceedings of the cinchona 
commission, *which, after visiting all the plantations vcry.carcfully, pronounced 
against the attempt to grow C. ofS.ciaalis (crown birk) in Sikkim, and 
recommended tho Government to make the 0. succirubra (red bark) 
the staple of its plantations. One member of the committee, a gentleman 
versed in cinehona cultivation, expressed a fear that the*8ikkitn plantations 
would suffer greatly from the “ canker” to which its trees wore liable. The 

**-j~-esont report shows that the recommendations of tho commission have been 
carried out, aiiu that flic C. succirubra has aim )st cutircly taken tho place 
of the 0. officinafis:''*The plantations of both 0. succirubra and C. calis^ya 
(yellow bark) are reported to bo extremely well; tho success of 

the yellow bark species is particularly s{itisfacto,y, as. of this variety • 

is richer in alkaloids and more valuable than the refr y^arK. Dr King soems 
confident that, so far as the observations of oui' year warrant a conclnsion, the 
plantation has not to fear dcsstruction from “ canker and ho appears to liope 
that the rod bark and yellow bark trees, w\’ch havoljonc so well during the 
past five years, may continue to do well ; hd bservosl^iowovor, that cinchona 
cultivation in^India is still an experiment, and “ it ron .ins to bo seen whether 
they (the trees) will roach maturity.” ' 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor had tho satisfaction'bf visiting the liungbec 

plantations in company with Dr. King last autu/^n, ^ ^vd ho found the cinchona 
cultivation to be, — to all outward appearanci*,-^-.?' much more successful 

and business-like affixir than he had, after reading tlu^ reports, supposed to bo. 
lie saw hundreds of pores of plantation, with trees averaging from 12 to 25 foot 
high, and hundreds of acres more, with trees averaging iltoin 3 foot to 10 foot high. 
Exclusive of the marshy gaps described in Dr. King’syi2th paragraph, tho trees 
looked as healthy and well grown as ordinary trees in the best plantations to 
bo seen on English or Scotch estates. Tho C. cali*^ lya has a smaller, duller- 
colored leaf than the 0. succirubra, and tho yellow b^rk plantations are as yet 
on a very small scale and do not from a distxnco look so flourishing as tho rod 
bark; but individual trees of the csflisaya species art, when closely oxamiuod, 
to all appearauoe quite as healthy On tho 8iiocinibr.'i frees. Tlio table appended 
to Dr. King’s report, giving the growth of individual trees of both species, which 
hav6 been carefully marked and observed during the jixst two years, shows that — 

Ten C. succirubra trees 71 years old have attained an average height 
of 20^ foot, and grew on an average !(, feet during - +'’0 last six 
months. * ^ 

Ten 0. succirubra trees 4^ years old, bull i>lantcd at a lower altitude 
than the other 20, have attained an av umge height of 18 J feet, and 
grew on an average 1 J feet during, the last six months. 

Ten 0. calisaya trees 4^ years old, ahd grown at the same altitude 
as the last- mentioned red bark trees, ( xamely) 2,000 feet above tho . 
sea, have attained an average bei^lit of^ 18 foet, and grew on an 
average one foot daring the last six mon Ihs.

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Those trees wore not selected as sproially luxuriant trees, but were 
taken as average specimens of the plantations to which they belonged. The 
highest trees of which measurements are given by Dr. King was a 7i year old 
succirubra 26^ feet high. 

4. It is as yet too soon to speculate upon the weight of bark which the 
cinchona plantations may hereafter yield annually ; but the yield of the thin- 
nings and pruning^ of thirty acres of plantation, as shown in Dr. King’s 11th 
paragraph, warrants an expectation that the average yield of the red bark 
trees may be fairly good. The price (la. lid. per lb) obtained in London for the 
first consignment of Bungbee bark waa satisfaptory ; but until the first few 
consignments Jiiave been workt'd up, and the percentage of alkaloids obtainable 
from the Sikkim bark is known in London, we cannot estimate the value of the 
bark, nor can we reckon on getting la. 5d. per lb lor all wc may send hodie. 
The total yield from the prunings and thinnings of the year was 80,000Ib 
of dry bark, some of the best of which Las again been sent home for sale in 
London. If the dry bark will yield 3 per cent of useful alkaloids, ^he produce 
of the year under review would give 1,1701b of alkaloid, which might be worth 
to Government Ks. 20 a Ih, or Bs. 20,200 in all. 

6. The extensions and plantation operations of the year (paragraph 14) 
appear to have been systematically maintained, more than 200,000 trees having 
been added to the permanent plantations. The extensions are almost entirely 
at lower altitudes than the earlier plantations, as the cinchona is founds to 
thrive best in the lower parts of the valley. ^ 

6. Tiio Lieutenant-Governor considci’s that D»* “''•^’•^'•and Mr. Oammio 
have conducted the einchona jdantatum affuJ.ns satisfactorily and economically 
during the yeaa* under review.. 2Vic iraporiaut problem now to be solved is the 
best and most occmon>fVal process of preparing alkaloids on the spot at Bungbee.

ON*the receipt of your No.’ 2039 of 13th May, I rc([uestcd the Magis- 
trates of Hooghly and Burdwan to send me with the least practicable delay a 
complete and concise review of the fever relief operations in each district. I 
requested that the report might embrace a notice of every topic connected 
with the fever during the past season, and 1 desired the Magistrates also to 
put forward anjr suggestions that they might wish to offer regarding the con- 
duct of operations for the relief of the sick and needy during the coming 
season. 

2. I have now the honor to submit in original a report. No. 206, 

dated 28th ultimo, from Mr. Metcalfe, the Magistrate of Burdwan, in whicli 
thatuofidcei has. given such a very complete description of the proceedings in 
connecfioifVitrfrviJl'^cvcr last year, that he seems to have omitted only one 
thing which I am nuw:15bun&^» s upp ly. Mr. Metcalfe lias omitted to state ’ 
that he himself and servants sufPered mia&l>4Gvercly from repeated attacks 
of the fever, and notv..^hstand g all the danger an(l“7Hscomforfc which thus 
attended him*, he perse.S:*^!, vtrhcnever and so long as his health permitled, 
in his exertions to provide for the relief sJiid comfort of the) sick and suffer- 
ing people. ( j 

3. Mr. Metcalfe has borne testimony to the eminent sH vices of the medi- 
cal officers Dr, Jackson, the Sanitary Commissioner, and Qt l)r. Elliot, the late 
Civil Surgeon of Burdwan. I liave already reported to Qwvernment the high 
opinion which I entertained of Dr. Jackson’s services iiv, njxpressing ray wish 
to see the report, which I presume Dr. Jackson hassubti IM to Government, 
as to the results of his observations and experience ; and fl can hardly add 
anything to what I have qlready stated, ollioially and dc mil- officially, as to the 
value of the services of Dr. Elliot, whose life was almost samrifi^jd to the fever 
in the discharge of his arduous duties. I have also had oipoasi..)n to represent 
the meritorious services of Sub-Assistant Surgeon Denobuiidhoo Dutt, who has 
been worn to a shadow by his exertions and sufferings from repeated attacks 
of fever.

4. Into the history or causes of the fever it is Aot ray intention to 
enter. The lengthy quotation which tho Magistrate hlis made (paragraph 
63) fromjthe report by Dr. Elliot will be found to contain’ a much more 
valuable opinion tlian 1 could hope to offer. 1 undcrstajtid that Dr. Jackson’s 
opinion agrees very much with that of Dr. Elliot, andi as usually happens, 
the ihore experience and opportunity of observatibn each officer enjoys, the 
mord careful he is not to commit himself to any theories as to the causes. 
There is an old report in the *\siatic Society’s llesearches of. about 1805 by 

^ a learned Dr. Balfour, who studied and propounded what he called the 
' ” “ solar-lunar” theory of the causes of fever in Bcn^fd ’’ ixccp^that it shows 
that fever prevailed very extensively in Bengu. ja century ago, there is 

little to be learnt from the theory of the learned doctor, although he seems 
to have enjoyed the patronage and assistance of Lor(^ Teignmouth and the 
other leading officials and non-officials of the day. j As Mr. Metcalfe has 
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concisely remarked (para^aph 64), “theo^ has-failet^to suppress the fever.”. 
Ever since I joined this division in 1869, it has been my ende&vour not to 
seek for theories, hut to contend with the enemy in the field. 

5. I have waited as long as possible in the hope of receiving a complete 
report from the Magistrate of Hooghly. Mr. Fellew sent in a brief report on 
the 8th ultimo in reply to my call, but it was so wanting in particulars that 1 
was obliged to call on him for a furtlier report. As 1 am now going away 
on leave, ray successor will have to forward the report of the Magistrate 'of 
Hooghly. 

6. I have only to add that I have no new measures to recommend in 

addition to the system hitherto in force, and wliich must be continued, 
that a dispensary shall be established wherever the prevalence of the fever in 
any village, or cluster of villages, renders it necessary and desirable. It is to 
be regretted that wo cannot obtain more supervising power from experienced 
English medical officers, but it is almost impossible to obtain the services of 
officers having the experience and knowledge of the native character and 
language that .would be so useful. If any one has observed how difficult it 
is to get his private servants, or the people who come within his immediate 
infiuence at a sudder station to take English medicines, properly and 
regularly, and to submit themselves to reasonable treat^TfV easily 

conceive how much of the effect is lost wb'''^’*Yjdictne is given to a set of 
ignorant and doubling people in< *be villages, wlio probably do their best to 
destroy^^l^^.valuiifelfl' p^>T>ci’lies of the English drugs by combining with them 
(as' they fancy) tr)*o or '•criptions of the kobirajes or the wise and aged women 
of the village. J> fon, **5 duty to persevere in fa])itc of every difficulty and 
discouragement, i the only reward that is to be expected is in finding that 
expressions of gr^ tude and satisfaction on the part of the people to whom 
relief is afforded f becoming more numerous.

In reply to yonr letter No. 20 j, dated 21st ultimo, 1 have the honor to forward a report 
on the fever relief oiiorations in this distriut, embracing the period fiom the outbreak of the 
fever in July 1871 to the end of May. 

1. I have had in Hue w in tliis lepori, without ontuiiug inio uniiecossory parlioulars, to 
give a general review of the oiierations of the fast six. months. 

2. An apology is also due for the apparent delay in the submission ^f the report, but 
1 had called for from tbo police, and had hoped to have boon able to Hubmit, a statistical table 
showing the proportion of d(»aths to the poiiulaiiuii, as token at the recent census. Another 
cause wiich has lielped to delay tliis report has been ill-health since the first vreok in this 
mouth. 

3. I had also lioped to have obtained fiom the police stations infoimation regarding th® 
advance of the fever and the plftces where it gradually broke out, but the result of theso 
inquiries has not been satisiaetory, and the information is jtt im^ Jacic inaccurate and vakielesB. 

4. I cannot i>orhnps i>roface tins riqjort better than to quote tlie opening paragraph of 
the Government resolution of the f)1h of Jauuaiy 1872. 

6. ‘‘The fever, whieii lias for more than ton years past been raging in the districts on 
both sides of the llooghly, has during the past tmeo seasons chiefly shown itself in Burdwan 
and Hooglily. 

6. ^‘In 1869 it broke f)ul with great violent ' in the town of Burdwan, and afterwards 
** at different places in both districts ; the number of persons altaokod was very large and the 
mortality lamentably heavy. 
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7. ^^The fever not again show itself ^ith anytliing like the same virulenoe until 
Jtdy 1871, when it once more broke out within the municipal limits of the town of 

« Burdwon. 

8. "Native doctors with medicines were pron^tly placed at the disposal of the 
« municipality, but the disease went on spreading within the town, and additional medical 
" assistanoe hod soon to be afforded, and food depots established for the relief of the sick, as 
" the majority of those attacked were so debilitated by the fovor of previous years that they 

broke down at once imder the attack, and wore too poor to procure assistance and food for 
themselves. 

9. " In Burdwan no less than nine special dispensaries have been established, four in the 
" town, and five in tho district ; while a European medical officer and twenty-two sub-assistant 
" surgeons and native doctors have boon despatched to the aid of the civil surgeon, and are 
“ now domg what they can to relievo the iieoph* and check the disease.'’ 

10. This resolution was ponnod iu January, and it is necessary to rovoi't to what the 
-state of the fever was in the earlier portion of llie year. On Ihe Sitli of July a communica- 
tion was received from'the civil surgeon, intimating the re-nppearanoc of tho fever in the 
town, and urging on the Municipal (yommissionerstlio expediency of aJotpiug measures for tho 
relief of the sufferers. This (communication was troaied by tluj Magistrate as Chairman of the 
municipality, and at a special meeting it was detennim^ to o])eu two dispensaries at Sankaree- 
pokur and Kamirliaut. Towards the close of August the br(jko out very violently* in the 

Godah. I Kiijirbeiv. wcstem suburbs of tli(^ town, especially in the parts 

liftkoordi. I marginally noted. '^I’his led to tho opening of a 

Kotuliiniit. dispensary at Kanehunuuggiir. (.)n the l»lth of 

September two food depots were opened in connection with these dispensaries, and a visiting 
native do^x .;i;.Vv ^[.Vl^iy^amed to attend Iho more sickly in their homes. Towards tho close of 
September the Kauchuuuugo’^fond dcp(U being badly attended was removed to Xazkhaut. 
Subsequently, the relief operations,' and fijoJ, Were t'xtended on the SGth of 
NovemW to the Kattrapottah luehal, where groat siekuoss was prevailing. 

11. At tho latter end of Soptcnibor 1 took charge of tlio district, 4i.nd it isTio ^aaoggera- 
tion to say tliat at that time almost ewery Inimau being resident in the town was more or 
foss affected by fever. In tho public offices (Jerks and amlah, as w(dl as higher officials, were 
suffering from rejieated attacks, and manj^' ivoro quite prosiralod and for work. 

12. On one occasion I received letters from every olficJal subordi ^ito to m)’Relf placing 

themselves on the sick list. P 

13. The district policiCMvero iittorlj' prostrated. Hi'aroerows of constables wore to bo 

seen stalking about unequal to any duty*b Men were lit for work ymj da}^ and laid up for 
five or six. / 

14. The unfortunate jail darogah and the whole of his family wJro for weeks siiflbrers. 
The jail hospital was filled to overflowing, and tho prisoners, if any, tfiat actually escaped the 
fever became weak and bloodless, with every appoaranoo of scurvj\ l"lie most miserable 
objects were to be seen attending the disi>eusarios lor food and inedicijie. 

16. In the earlier part of October iho civil surgeon, who ha(Ll suffored most severely 
£i*om the effects of tho epidemic, took leave, and loft the district on tlib Jdlh of 0(?tobor. One 
European, a Mrs. (Jisbonie, had already succumbed to the disc^ase, and her husband was nearly 
at death's door. The sickness was prevalent tlu’oiigliout the East lAdla liailway (Company's 
premises, and several had to leave tho place as tho only chancre foiytlioir lives. Households 
wore TOthout servants; tlie municipality without sweepers or BCav(»ngers. Many ludicrous 
scenes arose fromlhe helplossnoss of persons sulfering from the epidemic. A criminal tending 
the oonstable in whose custody ho travelled; A jail darogah carried about to his ouiTeut 
duties in the arms of his warders ; whilst from tho interior of the , district came lamentable 
accounts of fevor-strioken villages. F/c/r Appendix A. \ 

16. Nearer to Burdwan it was found necessary to open a dispensary at Serai Tikm* 

and Mahatta. Aocordingly, opportunity was taken of tho timely arrival of two hospital 
assistants on the evening of the 4th of November to post thtmi at the above villages, and the 
itinerant sub-assistant surgeon, who had been employed within the municipality, was ordered 
off to Mabaohanda to open out a dispensary there. ! 

17. The Deputy Magistrate of Cutwa, Baboo J.ogossur Mookerjea, also reported that 
great siokness prevailed at Mungulcote. He was directed to rc(move his head-quarter dis- 
pensary temporarily from Cutwa to Mungulcote, and direct the sub-assistant surgeon to give 
such relief to the neighbouring villages as he could till further aid should arrive.

On the 13tli of November Dr. Elliot returned from leavo. 

19. -Whilst o^ery exoi’tion was being made to nioei tlio demands^ of the fever-stricken 
villages in the Unrdwan and Munguloote and 13ood-Bood oiroles, a report was received 
i^m the sub-assistant sm*geon in (Jiarge of the Akloky dispensary, suggesting that it 
should be either closed or Irausfun’od, as there was little or no siokiiess. This statement 
was the more reniarkiiblo in the face of the police reports that fever was increasing every 
day in violence ; *^and in ord(3r to test the truth of this assertion, Sub- Assistant Surgeon 
Denobundlioo was at once ordered oif to inquire and report. 

20. So far from the sub-assistant surgeon’s report being found true, the condition of the 
southern tract may bo summed up in the following words : viz., that -the whole of South 
Burdwan presented one nuiforin and lamentable scen^fi*^W4oit ’some few exceptions, whole 
villages were utterly prostrated and sutreriug iloiu the debilitating effects of fever. 

21. It was further sliown that large rice fields intervened in this part of the district 
between each village- Hoads there are none, not oven village tracks. The epuntry is inter- 
sected by nullahs. All fheso local feattiros added to the difliculties of the sick and weak 
attending merely central dispensaries. 

22. The resuli of the sub-assistant surgeon’s inquiries were reported in this office 
No. 188, dated the 9tli iof Uocomber, in the following words ; “ The fever has for some time 
“ past boon inoreasin|if iili Bev(jrity. 1 had hoi>ed, and indeed been led to expect, that with'tho 
** apjiroaoh of the dnei^ weather mu<5h of the severity of the disease would nave abated ; this 
‘Oiope has not been railizod, and it bccjomos necessary again 1o ask for the services of more 

native doctors.” ^ 

23. The {jloveriiment promptly I'espondod to this call, and in their No. 4131, dated the 
14th of December, sanctioned (vr/r hlauvhv the purchaso of oh)ihing and other necessaries for 
the sick. It was becoming daily more apparent that, in order to supply aid efficiently, the 
operations must bo largely extended, and to oHoct anything like real good to the community, 
it would be necessary \o establish dispensaries in every second or third village. 

24. With a view to obtaining greater local knowledge of what we had to deal with,

Dr. Elliot writes : — Since my report of tho 8th of December there has been no abate- 
ment either in town or district ; new cases prevail in villages lying to the north-west of the 
“ district. In Bood-Bood sub-division reT>ort3 of the prevalonoe of the fever are so general 
‘‘ that it would bo difficult to say where the disease is not. Tho same type of fewer prevails 
“ &roughout with urgent congestive complications at first, and enlargement of spleen and 
liver afterwards.” 

Dr. Elliot further reported.-^** On the 13th of December I visited the villages Sreeram- 
“ pore, Sreekristopore, Rajalirampore. After minute inspection, having visited fEom house to 
“ house, I saw upiyards of 300 people, all sick in diflbrent stages of tho disease. Man^ were 
“ prostrated with fever, others in great debility and poverty eking out a miserable existenoe, 
** without proper nourishment, covering from cold, or care of any kind. Tho mortality has 
“ been, and is still, very great.” 

25. As fast as the native doctors arrived or locally could be entertained they were 
deputed into the interior. On tho 20th of December tbe Deputy Inspector-General of 
Hospitals paid Ids second visit of inspection to Burdwan. Ho found that there had been a 
considerable increase of sickness in the district generally during November and December ; 
that the food and clothing were essential in association with medical relief for the treatment 
of the sick. 
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i26. At tha latter end of December the more fever-etrioken portions of the district 
had been 41'vided for the purposes of supervision into three cirdes, and the eleven dispen* 
saries opened up to the 23id of November hod e:qmded into the following 21 : —

27. In connection witli the fever, on the 20th of Deoomher, the Officiating Banitory 
Cpmniissioner of Bengal also visited and inspected Burdwaii ami its neighbourhood, writiM 
on the causes of the fever. Ur. Payno in th(5 14th paragfapli o£ his letter tliussuxns up — “u 
needs hut little penetration to see that tlie people are suffering from tlie disease which is 
well known in fenny regions, and from its eoually well-knownr accompaniments and conse- 
quenoes. Nor can the dr^ appearance of the immediate suijface soil be long a source of 
deoeptiou, for every way-sido tmddlo shows that there is stagiidnt water within a foot of the 
surface even at this season of the year, and the general state of the sub-soil is a matter of 
iieoessa^ inference. So far the oonueotion between the state of, the ground and that of the 
people is, obvious enough, and the rcmaiuing point for inquiry, Uijs. tue manner in which the 
state of things has been brought about, is scarcely less clear from the reports of the inquirers 
who have surveyed the fever districts. Thai there has beei^ n gradual silting up of tho 
natuitd drainage outlets is an established foot. It is on r^ord that some of the water- 
oouises which now are unequal to. the drainage of the fields their banks were formerly , 
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navigablfi by large vessela^ and that the progress of this evil should have been accelerated 
by the Domoodah embankment, is but a natural result of interoQpting the moss of water 
which animaliy scoured the channels and maintained their depth. An opinion prevails 
on the spot that the embankment through other means has caused the fever. It is thought 
that a healthy influence in the annual supply of fresh water by inundation filling the tanks 
and cleansing ;the lands has been lost, and that the fertilizing effect of tlie river silt is removed 
to the impoverishment of the lands and of the people ; but these two heneficiol agencies are 
indirect in their relation to malarious disease, and it is not necessary to include any such in 
estimating tho effects of emhauking the river, for by mere mechanical process of scouring the 
channels the inundation must have without douht provided that for want of which the districts 
are to all appeai^ances suffering gradual depopulation. Those words wore penned in 
Deoeml>er, based on local impressions of the featiires of the district as they then ekliihited 
themselves to Dr. Payno. 

2ft. I liave now brought the iiaiTative of aid operations to tho end of December, 
at which period tho diseasp wn^ still very violent ; tlio mortality had been ox(^esfiive, and those 
left were all more or less diseaHed and enervah^d, as far as this district is ooncemod, and so 
this clioerless old yeai' jiassed away. 

29, It was now detonnined to hold more minute inquiry into the actual condition of 
the mofiissil villages. Witli this object, in oonqiany with Dr. Jackson, I visited day by day a 
very largo number of villages both on the soutliern and eastern portions of the district. Wo 
found a very large j^oportioii of sick in houses bedridden, who had no chance of ever seeing 
a doctor. Many were women, ])urdah niisliins, otliers unable tlu’ough sickuess to visit the 
neighbouring disjiensoi-ies. 

.‘10. In conjunction with Dr. Jackson, whose exertions in ascertaining t^’rt,.;xtent of and 
prcHicribing for the si(jk were most mcritoriouB, information^y;yM daily sent to Dr. Elliot at 
4iead-quariors of the villages most requiring medicn^ ^ 

81. Dr. Elliot responded to thvne cafls as fast as the lu’ofessional men were despatclied 
from Calcutta or elscwhoro. A (jonlre store department liad been organized at liurdwan, and 
as each native doctor or sub-assistant surgeon airived he receivod his supplies and was at 
once posted to a village. 

82. As soon as if became generally knowm that the Qovernmenl were dispensing open- 
handed aid, applicati(ms and ])etitions for tlie opening of disiiensaries earao j)ouriug in from 
all quarters, some U) my oiTiim, others to the civil surgeon. Eaoli ease was separately dealt 
witli, and the actual requiremonfs of each village inquired into by local inspection eith(?r by 
tho suh-divisional olfiews or one of tho supervising medicjal surgeons. This led to a far 
wnder range of medical aid, and at the latter end of January forty-five dispensaries were 
wwking at an esHniated monthly expenditure of Its. 4,09()-8-0.

It was found iie(*eHsary in some Ifiealities to plaoo dispcMisarios witbiii a milo of oacli 
other, afl both the Sanitary Coniinissioner and 1 found persons sutfering from violent fever and 
others recovering, residing within half a mile of a dis]>ensary, who had never souglit or 
received medical aiej oi lii^y khid. Tliis was notoriously tlie ease both at Tchla Bacar nxxi. 
Katu^hunnngyttr in tlJr? town of lhird\vi.,*ijv«ud,.at Oopalbereh and the noig^bmiring villages iii^ 
the Oocbalun oircU-. -In other places again, sue!; as at At^lok\', a iK^igbhouriiig dispensary 
was found necossary in order to draw olf the ])ress of ])atic'ntH fi-oin AJtloky, where the 
numbers were so large that it was impossible for the sub-asHisfant siirg(*oii il, them 
properly. This elust(ndng of dispensaries naturally gave rise to much (consultation, but the 
arrang(5iuentB first made wore adhered to as atfording the most ('Hicicuit aid to tlm sick. 

d4. The visiting from disp(?nBark*s to neighbouring villages was a^so insisted upon, but 
bos, I fear, uo\or been perlbrined in tho way it^y’.^uld have been, am^ this notwithstanding 
the supGr\d8ion to which the sub-assistant surgW^ v^id native doctors) had been subjected. 

The Medical Department are ]K)rfectly wo^KVh.(*(piaint('d with the sliortcomings of 
the class of sub-assisiani surgeons and native doctors; serious noiic(_‘ of (he conduct of the 
chief culprit has been tak(m, and I therefore do no(. jiroposo furilioiyto onlarg(‘ on their many 
iniquities. A very large portion of tho work which lias falhm on the (ivil surgeon in 
connection yith the relief measures has arisen from the perversity Vud had turndmi of tho 
class 1 have referred to. There are a few lionorahle exceptionsj. Towards tJio cud of 
January tho fever had abated. / 

30. In my reply to Commissioner, No. 34, da(od tho 30tli if Janv:..ry, I reported as 
follows : — ) 

Tlie fovor is not so severe as it was iii Noveunber and part (>f Decjomber, but a V(^ry 
largo proportion of the population are still subjec^t to repeated attacks. Spleen disease is very 
general. I also ottered the following observations, viz. : — 

There is a marked difforcnco between tho physical appeavam5(^ uf the people attlictod with 
fever, who reside near the Damooda where there are no hinttUy and tliosc who residti on the 
northern side where there are Innids^ and that wliatovor tlie c:yu8(^ of the proseui fever, 
whether malari(nis, endemic, or epidemic, it is ettected in greatm or lesser degree by local 
causes, and that in those localities whore watcjr-supply is the pnresf, the fever seems to cause 
amongst4he greater portion of tho population lesser deterioration pf physical strength. 

37. I arrive at tlie (jonelusion that in no place wldcli I have visited in tho 
district has the^ fever so deteriorating an effect as iii and about the sudder 
station of Burdwan. I am satisfied that tlio ohirf causb of tlie ex(!essive sickness 
and debility of the persons resident here is duo to the imjaire atid unwholesome water wliich 
they drink, although that impure ’water may not be the primary cause of the fever itself. 

374 . In this month Baboo Bhugoban Chundor Bose, P(UR()na] Assistant to the Oommis- 
siotier, was 'transferred to Burdwan to supervise tho food and (^lojthing relief. On the 13th of 
September two food d^pdts had been opened within tho muni<.ii])«.lity, and had been carried on 
under the supervision of the Municipal Commissioners and iin(l(ir the dirc'ct management of 
the Secretary to the Municipality. / 

It had been strongly urged by the Medical Departmoijt that to give medicines to 
persons who hod iusufficiont food to nourish their bodies was ukoloss, and that medical aid 
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must l)e supplemoniod hy good and wholesome diet. The earlier operation oif aooount of 
tlio food depots may he the letter detailed in the following tabular form : —

Tlio total cost of the food relief from the eommoncomont of the operations to the end of 
November amounted to hs. l,()7o, and the expenditure had been hitherto borne by the 
municipality ; but at fliis point their x’osources failed, and the expenditure was henoeforth home 
by funds advanced by Go\'ommeut from subscriptions, The following statement shows 
the subsequent operations of the municipal food depots : — 
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38. Baboo Bhugobon Chunder was relieved of all judicial and revenue work and 
employed chiefly in visiting and opening food dei>otR, 1 in the Munguloote circle, and 2ndy 
in tho Bood-Bood and Btirdwan circles, with occasional visits to Sreekistopore. lie was also 
employed in travelling through the centre of tho district to ascertain if there were any places 
requiring aid to which none had been hitherto sent. 

39. At Ids reoommondation several dispensaries were opened and food relief started 
in conjunction with medical treatment. The dispensaries by the middle of February had 
increased to fifty, and many had been transferred from localities whore the fever hod abated 
and tlie attendance farther off. 


40, In connection with those dispensaries tliere were working tlio following relief 
centres : — ‘ • 


Roynah OiHci.E, — Srikistoporo, Aosparah, Polashone, Gopalberoh, Bamoniah, and Akloky. 
Munoi'Lcote CiiK'Lis. — Munguloote, Olianuk, Mahachanda, Kuiunon, and Palassy. 
BniimvAN CiHCi.K. — Katro^jottal], Kazirhaui, Baldangah and Seraietikur. 

Boon-Boon Cikcle. — Blialkeo, Bood-Bood, and Gulshoe- 

Thoso had conuj into cxistoneo as llie demand was created. 


41. Tliei'c liad been souk? a]>prohoiiBion that they would bo largely resorted to by all 
classes, even by those wlio wore well-to-do ; these fi'ars were not realized. Kxperienoe shows 
us that oven the pooiyr (‘lasses have the grcalosf aversion to partaking of cooked food when 
issued from a relief depot, and that it is only when liuiigi}r ]>inelies that they resort 
.C)r^«ll.to..lopo,.o„.. Chil.lren* wh.) liavo been brought in tb« early 

mrirtnngs Jiave liad milk ollered to tbee^ dio mothers 
have invariably declined, saying I have a cow at lioiuo, why should • ^uu.ivo milk hero? 


•' 42. Blankets wore k(q>t in stores at each ^md distributed as occasion oalled for. 

Tlio moilical officers in charge wov* ^^itaonlied both to distribute and indent for more 
clothing as required. 

^ 43? On th(3 28tli of February j^our memorandum of tlie 27tli idem was robeivod, con- 
veying to the Maharajah of Burdwan notice of the Hx>e(nal satisfaction of the Govemmont of 
India at the coutributirni made by 1 lis Highness in furtlierancjo of the relief operations, wliich 
notice was duly coinmu ated to the Maharajah. 

44. Betwooii the , h of Marcli and 20tli of A])ril 10S,<)()1 persons sought reli(?f at 
the dispeusarioK within district. As compared with I I J,012 in the moiilh of April, the 
figui’CB for which a.re gi ven separately, many of 1 hose ligures necessarily represent the same 
persons over and uvi'r ugat;i. 8till the number above stated actually attended and received 
medicine and advice.

During this period many relapses ooeurrod congestion of the liver complicatiiig many of the 
eases. In several of the villages ^vhero it had <;oraj)1otcly subsided tho fever again broke out, 
though ill a moderate degree, during the third and fourth weeks of March. Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon Deuobundhoo Dutt, wlio luwl cxj»cricueo of a prtivioiis year, was of ojiinion that the 
fever was worse during tho proseut hot season than it was during the past season of 1871-72..,, 
Some new cases of fever were also observed in Digiilgrom, Gopalberoh, and Bamoniah, although 
on the neighbouring villages none were reported, 

46. The Karolia dis 2 >ensuy was moved to Ausgram at Dr. Robinson’s suggestion, and 
tho sickness at Shor, a largo village with 2,500 iuliabitants, and at Dignuggur, with a jiopula- 
iion of 4,000, wore the special subjects of inquiry. The fever also during this period was 
occurring violently at Talii and in the neighboiiriug eighteen villages. At Potunda, I’nlta, 
Bhytia, ^at molimess prevailed. At ikmrah dispensary there was an attendanoe ot^ over 
220 per diem. Patienfe coming from fourteen neighbouring villages. 
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The following villages also received spooial attention, and wore reported on by 
Pr. Robinson and other superintending officers : —

average attondanoe being 252 ])or diem, at a cost, of Jls ‘1S7-0-7, at tins rate of Ra. 15 per 
diem, of which Rb. 12 was for food, and Bs. 2 for estuhlishincnt. Tln^daily average cost wns 
ll j pie per head, and ihe monthly exponditiiro Bs. 1-15 pc^’ liead, of wliioh Bs. 1-8-1 1 
was for feecling, and <3 annas *1 pio for oslahlishment. 

During tho month of April ihdS7 indigonts wore relieved at a (*ost of Rs. 552-10-3, 
or Bs. 18-0-84 per diem. • 

47. In this month a con’espoiidenee was carried on with tli(! Municipal (vonimissioiiers'

48. For the mofussil depots the system of food ndief adopted was ns follows 

The headmen* of the village drew up a list of those kiioum to ho in a(»tiial want of food; 
iu other words who lived by labor, and being unabh? to labor, wtTe doi)ri\'(id of tho means 
of oxistonce. iSiicli pfu’sons received d<'pot tiekots when siek Irum tJio medical oflioor and 
received rations. 1 found th(^ syhtem to work well and far more satisfactorily than where the 
matter was JUft to the native doctoi' and tlie p(M)u without any res]»ojisihle agents. Stores of 
the best ^(nality of ri(H' and dhal were obtalnc<l from Calcutta and h'ft in tlie custody of the 
village headmen. I have no reason for thinking that Ihe trust was jibused. 

40. The state of the jaiblic health had boon gradually improving throughout the latter 
part of the month of March and April. In the former nnjutli T reported on this 
improvement, attributing it chiefly to tlie drier weatlicr. Tho most wretched creatures 
I wrote are, however, still to be seen : women with shrivt*lled-up bodies and attenuated limbs; 
others with swollen feet and faces ; others again w^hose mouths ar<* in a state of ulceration. 

50. Amongst those seeking relief T find tho follinving circumstances to bo very general : 
a woman with one*or two children, the remnants of a family of ilic working class ; tho rest 
having died. Both women and children have sulibred from fever and are debilitated ; tho 
sole chances of persons similarly situated rested in our food depots. 


51. In this and tho following month accounts bcigan to be received of fever in the still 

* FoverVd Wn ^porU A in so.no in l>occn.i,or wos^^ni* villages of the district, and the special 

Deputy Collector was sent out to inquire and report 
on Kastpore, Dlup'amtola, Shimshimi, Ramnogore, Vikrampore, Sharool, Durbarpore, where 
there had been seventy-five <leatlis. Balam, where iOO liad died and 01 found sick. 
Adra, where 141 sick were found and five deaths had occurred in one night, Slienda 
and Bussickpore, Shikariiore, Ooligi’am, and Blieddiah (on tlie rail) Slior, Dignuggur, and 
Balkee. To these relief was administered such as lay in t)ui’ power. •At Adra, Bneddiah, 
Shor^ Dignuggur, dispensaries were establishotl. 

52. In tho northern portion of the district, i,e., in the Munguhiote or Outwa sub-division, 
a general improvement in the health of the people was manifest. Dr. Jackson visited the 
greater part .of the division, and, although findmg a good deal of sickness prevalent, was of 
opinion tliat the typo of the fever was not so severe as in tho Boynah Circle. 

6U. He commented on tho junglj'' state of pergunnah Poorbusthuleo, a tract where the 
fever five years ago committ^ed great havoc, and indeed, I may say, nooi’ly depopulated the 
villages.

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From all sides reports are received of the improvement in the public health : the case 
at present treated are chiefly chronic cases. 

During the month of May 8,948 indigent sick were fed; the average being 288 
per diem. 

In the month of April the average was 3«53 ; the cost incurred for the nv)nt}i of May 
aggregates 1^. 417-11-10, at the rate of lls. 16-0-G per day, of which Bs. 13-7-9 is for food, 
and Bs. 2-8-9 for establishment. 

67. The amount of subscriptions realized have been separately notified. 

68. • Although there is at present a lull in the discaso, I am apprehensive of a further 
outbreak towards the latter end of July. 

59. To meet a poRsible increase of sW ness, 1 am of opinion that blankets should be 
largely distributed in July ^ the jjooror olas is, and every dispensary should be well stocked 
with medicines in anticij)ation of tlie groat demand which, I feiw, will arise. 

As during the rains tln^ro is groat difficulty in locomotion, I should request that six 
elephants from the* Commissariat Department may be ordered to Burdwan for the use of 
the supervising medical agency. 

60. Bofoj^ closing this portion of my report I have to bring to your favorable notice 

the assistance which T have received from Baboo Juggessur Mookcijce, I)ej)uty Magistrate of 
Cuiwa, whose reports kej)t riic fully acquainted with the outbreak in Ris sub-division, and 
who I found j^ery active in visiting and reporting on the condition of the people. Also from 
Bab^'^o ProtapV«’^'*'jbi Hing, Deputy Magistrate of Bood-Bood, who has lately given great atten- 
tion ■) the Bubje'^t Baboo Bliugoban (Jhunder Bose and Baboo Bogolauund 

Mook \jee wIk sucol»cd<^d hinV'I thready aid, and I have to ro(‘ord my Batisfuotiou in 
the dli^'horgo of their duties. • 

61. The services of the medical officers will doub^lGss^^o noticed in that department ; 
but I cannot close this poition of ray report w fhout recording my sense of the k the distriot 
has sustained * in the iiaiisfer of Dr. Elliot, late oivil surgeon, wliose organization 'bf the 
medical agency was admirable. 

62. The suhjeot of the possibh' causes and romedies of this destructive disease have been 
BO fully and carefully treated and described both in Mr. Adloy’s, c k., reports of the 25th of 
June and Kith of September 1869, and Dr. Smith’s No 253, dated 1 2th of May, published 
in the Government^ Gazette at page 412 of the 2911) of Juno 1870, that any suggestions which 
1 might offer would neoossnrily be a mere recapitulation of tliose recorded by more able and 
flcientilio writers. I am not aware that any action has hitherto been taken by (iovornmont 
on the common sense sugg(*btious theicjin olfered, viz. in deepening the beds of rivers and 
removing silt^ from the naiiual water-courses of the country; in regulating sluices in bundit\ 
in legifllatuife for setting aside >illago tanks for water-supply, for the ])revontiou of burials 
of dead bodies on the sides of taiiks or in tlie Ix'ds of rivers, for the proper disposal of the 
dead, for the draining of railway eutUngs, and to these suggestions it is difficult to add ; but if 
practioal acquamtauee with flic pie vailing disease through a soricb of years and in diflereut 
localities is at all like to enable a protessienal man to arrive at any eoiielusion, the opinion of 
Dr. Elliot, late civil surgeon of Burdwan, who has seen the disea'^e in all its various stages 
in Jessoro, Ilooghly; and Burdwan, is fairly entitled to careful consideration. 

63. At paragi'oph 27 I have quoiod at bngth an exiiart from Dr. Bayne’s report, 
based on bis own observaiions on the outward state of Iho district in the month of Dooembor. 
I would now quote Dr. Elliot’s very preeise review of tlio (Jouditious imder which the present 
fever prevails : — 

“ It would appear to be no now disease that is now laying waste ])ortion8 of the district 
of Burdwan; it is an exaggeratodund e(mg<*stivo form of malarious fever, most Irequoiitly of 
the iiiteftnitteut, but also of lUe remittent typo, generally assuming the most intense and a 
Bplenio character in localities where tlie recognized prodis2)osing causes of disease preponderate 
most. • 

<< As outbreaks of the disease have from time to time/ occurred, it has been attributed at 
difllerent periods of its pr(»gre88 to a variety of ciieunistancos hajipeuing accidentally or bimul- 
taneously with the outbreak. 

“ Exoessive falls of rain during certain seasons, want of sufficient rainfall during othem, 
the oyolone in 1864, the famine in 1806, have oaoh in succession been absigued as the 
predisposing cause in localities whore their influence had been felt, lioad, railway, and river 
embankments, changes in the eouise of large livers, the silting and drying uji of the channels 
of their tributaries, are thought to have obstru(*ted drainage, and exorcised a prejudieal 
influence on certain tracts by the lelcntion in them of subsoil moisture and damp. 

Fever of the same tyjie as tlint now prevalent had occurred during a variety of seasons 
before the oyolone or famine years. It had been ju-evalent in distiicts adjacent to Ilooghly 
and Burdwan before the couslruetion of river or railway embankments, and since thei,r 
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existence it lias not heen more prevalent in localities^ the ph7$ieal condition of ^ which may 
have been affected and ohanj^ thereby than in others many miles distant, where the same 
influence cannot have reached. 


The silting up of xiver and drainage channels is not new ; the process must have been 
a gradual one, and it does not appear that subsoil water is nearer the surface now than it 
had ever been. It has not b^n observed to have occurred in rivers of other districts over 
an orea'and proportionate to that invaded by fever, neither in the present insttfuoe has the 
outbreak confined itself to the area over whioh the exciting cause is supposed to havo 
operated ; for fever appears to he passing, or may have already passed, into villages of bonti* 
guouB districts which arc not inundaioil, and when the formation of the soil differs from that 
of Burdwan and other low-lying districts. 

** The emhanhment on the Damoodah on the loft side has shut out the rivor from the 
tract of country to the eastward. From want of annual inundation the water collected in 
tanks and ponds has not been changed, or the channels of streams and water outlets sufficiently 
scoured and cleansed. 


“ Fever prevails extensively at the present time in a tract of a country eo circumstanced, 
situated on the left bank of the river Damoodah, the physicjal conditions and drainage of which 
may have undergone a material ehango since the constniotion of the river embankment ; but 
the disease is equally prevalent in other localities on the opposite Lank of the river where the 
Tliift is not quito tli*s fact: the soutlimi baiilw Country HOW remains in the condition in whicli it had 
have siiteci, and there w iiortiie flow of water of ever been, and Cannot have been, so influenced. I refer 
former yearn. tracts included in the thanualis of Selimahad on 

the loft, and Koynah, Indoss, luid Khundghose on the right hank of the Damoaaan. 

*‘Tho physical condition of the oountiy around Burdwan city and suburbs has probably 
hfieix much altered by railway and river erabanknjLri^^i*;^. Disouse has dociinatod the jdaoe for 
tnree years, hut the outbreak does hot appefer'i/Vi have been in any way iiiffuenood by the 
altered condition of the tract, IbrTicknoss is hardly more prevalent in villages on the left, than 
in those on the right bunk of the river, where the same obstruction to drainage and inundation, 
from the" oauses mentioned, does not exist. Other causes predisposing to disease, such as 
impure water, damp, defective consorvancy, ^o., are very general in Bengal wliero the disease is 
and where it is not. It attacks with equal severity villuges on the banks of running streams 

where wnter-sujiply is good and those in which it 
is most impure and unwholesome. 

With regard to food there is no reason for su])posing that the jiopulation of Burdwan 

were in worse circumstances in this resjieoi before the 
outbreak than they had ever been, for, with the ex- 
ce])iiou of 18()G, the crops had been good and rice 
everywhere abundant. . 

“The rich and ]K)or have sutforod alike; but the 
former, from being placed in more favorable conditions, 
have fared bciti^r. In attempting to account for the 
unusual outbreak of fever in this district, too much 
impoi-tanco must not be attached to mere local insani- 
tary conditions. The type of disense is intensitiod by them when it occurs^ in localities where 
th(.y predominate. It may bo said that, ns a rule, disease manifests itself with most virulence, 
and is generally attended with the largest amount of mortality when witnessed in localities in 
whicli insnnitation, damp and dirt are most apparent. This is not always the case, and in the 
history of the oiidemit^ now under report, it will be found that villages in which there has 

been the greatest amount of insanitation have not 
invariably suffered most ; whereas other places in 
which the same insanitary conditions were less, or 
baldly at all ai)ptuent, have had severe visitations 
of fever.

“ It is necessary to trace llie disease through a series of years during different seasons 
under a variety of local (jonditious Ixdbre a cori'et't idea can be formed of the real causes 
which have ttuidod to i)roduc© it. It is only by taking an equally comprehonsivo view of the 
subject that a scheme sufliciontly extensive to be effective can be entered into for its preven- 
tion or alteration. 

‘‘ When other unfavorable conditions exist, such as packing and crowding of inmates 
in small huts, want of the ordinary precautions for the preservation of health, with reference 
to the use of pure water, nutritious food, clothing suitable to season, &o., it can only be said 
that people who are so circumstanced invite disease, and ore in a condition peculiarly favorable 
for its development and dissemination. 

“ Apart from all those conditions, however, I am disposed to believe that some other 
influence is at work, the oi>eration of which is not fully understood, for which changes are 
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constantly doouiring with referenoe to the state of soil» season, and woiter-supply ; there must 
also he a tendonoy to change in the condition of the people.” 

64. In opposition to, or in addition to, this view, I offer no opinion. Theory has 
failed to suppress the fever. 

Whatever the destructive influence which may have been at work on thS past, we have 
now to deal with the future. 

The sanitary action which has beto taken as regards Burdwan under the sanction of the 
municipality may he described as follows The collection and cremation of vast number 
of bones found lying on the banks of the Damoodah. 

— The introduction of a thorough aystom of latrine conservancy. 

2ncL — ^And of a purer drinking water-supply into the river Banka and into tlie town. 

3?y/. — ^T ho cleansing of this stream and its future conservancy are under considerati6n 
only on account of the want of funds. 

4/A. — ^The cleaning and renovation of tanks. 

For the tmfuml mUatjeti . — Under the authority of Qovemmont cKspensaries have been 
established, and the distribution of food and clothing to the sick freely sanctioned ; and in 
this position we await the sickly season now approaching.

Whbbeas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to

Stateiivkt op Objeotb and Reasons. 

TjiR priinary object of this^ilHs to ehbek the 

S raetice of counterfeiting the ‘ooppw coin of 
lative -States. Tli^' counterfeits 4i‘e%eely cir- 
«*ulated in parts of British India, and the result is 
stated to be injurious to our currency. The Penal 
Code prohibits the counterfeiting of coin. Bnt 
' coin’ is defined as 'metal stamped and issued by 
the authority of some Government/ and ' Govern- 
ment/ by section 17, denotes ‘'the person or per- 
sons authorized by law to administer executive 
Government in any part of Britieh IndiaJ^ It 
has thus happened, accidentally no doubt, that 
the coin of Native Stab s is not coin within the 
meaning of the Act. This de/ect it is desired to 
amend. 

The opportunity has beep taken to make another 
amendment. Section 2S0 of the Code defines 
coin as metal ' nsed^ as money. It has been sug- 
gested that the definition may possibly be held to 
include old coin, such as a Gifeco-Hactrian stater, 
formerly used as money, but now regarded only 
as a curiosity. The bill, therefore, proposes to 
introduce before ' used^ the words ' for the time 
being.'

In continuation of this oflit’e IctW No. 367, dated the 6Ui instant, I have the honor to 
submit copies of reports No. 284, dated the 8th ultimo, and No. Mly dated the 11th cunent, 
from the Magistrate of Hooghly, reporting on the fever relief operations in his district. The 
epidemic fever first br^ke out in this district in the sub-division of Jehanahad, in which it 
prevailed with more or less violence since 1869. In tlie early part of 1871, when the^ TOlief 
operations in the distriots of Burdwan and Hooghly were closed, the fever in the sub-diyision 
of Jehanahad had much abated, though at Jehanahad itself it still prevailed and necessitated 
tlio oontinuanoe of the itinerant dispensary and the emydoyinent of an extra native doctor 
%t the station , — ride report from this office. No. 89, dated the 1 1'tli Ajiril 1871. 

2. Towards the end of J uly the Magistrate reported that the fever in the sub- division 
had increased, and on tho 14th August the entertaiumejil of a compounder at Ks. lOper 
mensem was sanctioned from this office for deputation to tho village of Boigoo The Maps- 
trate was also requested by Mr. Buckland to desire the (jWI Surgeon to send the report which 
he had pi'omiBed to submit after visiting tho worst parts of the sub-division. In September the 
disease nod apparently much decreased, and no sjiecial medical establishment was entertained 
during that month ; but in November last tho fever ajqicars to have broken out with great 
violence in this sub-division os well as in other parts of the district. Tho disease appears to 
have prevailed witlutho greatest virulence during tlio months of December and Januar}^. 

The operations in connection wdth tho distrilmtiou of food, stiniulauts, and clothing to 
the sick poor, were commenced in December after the receipt of tho cheque for Its. 500 
apjplied for in tliis office No. 363, dated the I4tli December last. The stati^os of mortality 
sui^itted to Government shew that tho total number of dealhs from fever in this district up 
to the 3 let March last was estimated at 1 1,020, and that the mortality in the district was 
heaviest in December. Tlie total amount Jixpeiided on the special dispensaries is ^ 
Rs. 2,948-12-4 up to May last, but as statements showing the expenditure iu both the 
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distriots of Burdwan and Hooghly liave already been separately submitted tb Government

" ’ ” account of food and medical relief in this distriot. 

3. ^e Magistrate, in his account of the diBi)enBari6s, has omitted to notice the 

dispenssCHeS at Biiighoor and Kishtonuggur, two diRpensaries which were opened from the 
epidemic relief fund in the sub division of Serampore. The native doctors attached to these 
diflpensaries were deputed with modioines in December last, when the first outbreak of 
sickness was rworted in the sub-division. The dispensary at Singhoor was closed some time 
ago, that at mshtonuggur is still kept on. ^ ^ 

4. The disyiensary at Cliandoor was opened in oonsequence of the people in its neighbour- 
hood having* had to resort to the dispensary at Eklokee, which is in the district of Burdwan. 
The conduct of the native doctors and others in charge of the special dispeuRaries seems 
generally to have been Batisfaciory, but the man in charge of this dispensary, llaj Goomar Bose, 
was relieved by native doctor Bliuggobutty Chum Doss, in consoquonoo nf its having been 
discovered that the former kept no rcgiRtor of the attendanw^ of j)atiGnt8 at the Chandoor 
dispensaiy, and that the returns submitted by him were filled uj) by gueati. I have requested 
the Magistrate to it3j)ort if any improvement has taken place in the management of the 
dispensary since the arrival of the new native doctor. 

6 It will be seen that tlie reports submitted by the Magistrate contain the suggestions 
whioh he has to offer for the conduct of operations for tlie relief of the sick and needy during 
the ooming season.* Before offering any remarks on tho proposals of the Magistrate, I have 
thought fit to consult the Magistrate of Burdwan, as it is in tho prosoiit jurisdiction of that 
offloor that the majority of the jiroposod now dispensaries are situated. On receipt of the 
reply from Burdwan I shall again address the Qovernment on the subject.

In reply to your letter No. 208, dated the 2lBt instant, forwarding eopy of Government 
order No. 2039, dated tho 13<h June, 1 have tho honor to submit a (joncise report on fever 
in tho district of Ilooghly from tho time of its outbreak at tlie close of the rainy season of 
1871 up to date. 

2. In the iKiginning of November 1871 fever was reported as having broken out in 
thanuahs Ilooghly, Bansbariali, Bullagur, Dlianeakhally, Hurripal, lushionuggur, Bydebatty, 
Jehanabad, and Goghat. It also appeared but less violently in iliannahs Pandoeah, Ghattal, 
and Ohundoreou||h ; particularly in tho neighbourhood of Khirpoy. At that time the fol-

4. The sums placed opposite ib each are the amounts originally submitted for sanction 
by the Civil Biu'geon of Ilooghly for the dispensaries in the Jehanabad and Sudder sub- 
diWsions, and by the medical ollicer at Serampore for those in the Serampore sub- 
division respectively. Subsequently, by reducing the travelling allowance of the native 
doctors in the former sub-divisioiiB from Es. 20 to Es. 1 0 per im^nsom, the cost of those 
dispensaries has been reduced to Es. 55 per mensem, and by adding a sum of Es. 10 for 
Aiontingeneies and Es. 10 for travelling allowance in the Serampore sub-division 
(inadvertently omitted from his estimate by the medical officer at Serampore) a monthly 
expenditure of Its. 48 for those dispensaries has been submitted for sanotion. 

6. As a temporary measure also, in consideration of the urgency of the case, the Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon of the Jehanabad dis^>ensary made over ohai*ge of that institution to the 
lock-up native doctor, and with a compounder on Es. 10 {ler mensem established an 
itinerant dispensary lor the relief of people in tho villages round Jehanabad station. 


0 
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6. In^the month of Deoember 1871 fever was still raging in thaunali Kishtonug^, part 
of thannahs Bydebatty and Hurripal in Serampore sub-division, and in thannahs J^an^^ad 
and Goghat of the Jehanabad sub-division, also in thannah Dhauoakhally of the Sudder 
Bub-division. It had, however, been somewhat reduced in violence, and in the remaining 
thannahs of the district had almost ceased. 

7. Since the mouth of Deoember, the fever, whilst ceasing everywfterfe else, has 
tenaciously held its ground in two principal localities : one, the centre of the tract which lies 
between the Hooghly and Damoodar rivers, extending from Dhaneakhally and Hosnan to 
Kishtonuggur and Juggutbullubpore, and the other the tract of country on both sides of 
the Darkessur river, wSicli boixiers on Burdwon. 

8. The dispensaries at Chun<femagor and Biillagur were consequently abolished under 
Government orders No 978 of the 9th March, ciopy of wliich was forwarded with your 
No. 133 of the 16th idem, and at tlie same time the Sub- Assistant Surgeon of Jehanabad 
resumed charge of the dispensary there, closing the itinerant dispensary ; but on the other 
hand it was found necessary to open a dispensary at llasnan, in Dhaneakhally, under orders 
conveyed in your No. 234, dated 3()th April 1872, and at Khanacool, in Jehanabad, under 
orders containocLin your No. 978, dated 9th March, and this dispensary was allorwards 
transferred to Myapore, as reported in my No. 159, dated 2nd April 1*872, 

9. Subsequently, in consequence of the closing of the itenerant dispensary, it was found 
that the people to the north of the Jehanabad and Goghat thannahs had not sufficient 
medical assistance, and under orders oonveye<l in your No. 264, dated 17th instant, a dispeu- 
Bary was opened at Chundoor. Subsequently also by the liberal it of Baboo Niloomul 
Mitter of Allahabad a dispensary has been opened at Bundiporo, in thaunali Hurripal, as per 
Government orders No. 1632, dated 18th April 1872. 

10. Lately fever has broken out at lladinan, in pergunnali Cliowmoha, in thannah

13. I now proceed to state what measures I think necessary for the conduct of opera- 
tions for the relief of the sick and needy during the coming season, • 

14. In the first place, I wish to open four now disponsarios, one at Bakurpore, 8 miles 
north-east of Myapore in the north-east of Jehanabad; one at Koorgungo in the north of 
Goghat ; one at Goghat ittelf ; and oiio at llamjibimpore in the north of Ohunderoonah on the 
borders of Goghat. The sick from the neighbourhood of tln^se places are compelled at present 
to resort to Bully, Jehanabad or Eklokoo for treatment, and these places are somewhat dis- 
tant. The Polioo, the Civil Sui'goou, and the Deputy Magistrate all agree as to the advisabi*^ 
lity of establisliing those dispeuuries. 

15. Next, 1 wish that a Huh- Assistant ^Surgeon may be pltfoed in charge of all the 
dispenfiarios beyond the Damoodar to supervise the native doctors and superintend relief 
operations for submission of accounts of which ho should bo responsible. 
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16. I do not now tliat another SuV Assistant Surgeon should b4 appointed 

for the country on this side of the Uamoodax, as at present the number of speoial dispensaries 
is not so great ; but I think it may become necessary to propose this hereafter if fever increases. 

17. The Civil Surgeon and Sub-divisional Oifioer Doth recommend the appointment of 
a Sub- Assistant Surgeon in the Jehanabad sub-division, as above proposed* 

18. 1 also beg to propose that all the dispensaries in the district be plaoed under the 
charge of the Civil Surgeon of the district, Dr Thompson. At present two of them are in 
charge of the medical officer at Serampore, who from want of local experience and local 
influence has found difficulties in procuring native doctors of good character. Dr. Thompson, 
from his long experience in this district, his acquaintance with the character of the resident 
native practitionei’S, his thorough knowledge of the geogra})liy and physical characterisfios of 
the dismct, and the confidence reposed in him by the native zemindars and others, has peculiar 
advantages of which he makes the most. Ho is willing to undertake the extra responsibility, 
and 1 trust this proposal may be sanctioned. 

19. I wish hero to reconl*my sense of the services rendered by the Civil Surgeons at 
Hooghly and Serampore, e8j)ecially the former in superintending dispensaries and j3ersonally 
visiting sick localities l)r. Thompson has already received the thanks of Government on 
several occasions ; hut i can hardly stale hero adequately the advantage I receive from having 
an officer by mo on whose judgmoui I (jau implicitly rely.

In reply to your letter No. 298 of the 14th ultimo, calling for fuHhor particulars in 
regard to tno sj^ecial dis[)ensaries established in the fovor-sirieken villages in this district, I 
have the honor to submit herewith an abstract of the operations of each dispensary and 
other partiouliU'B required by you. 

2. Butlagnr Dispensort/, — T]i\h dispensary was opened on the 8th November 1871, and 
was plao(‘d in charge of Native Doctor Abdool Abad, who worked as a native doctor attached 
to the (vhinsurah IiO(k-llospital. This disponsaiy worked in a satisfactory manner. The 
native doctor’s conduct was good. On the decrease of sickness the dispensary was closed on 
the 2S)th February 1872. 

3. British Chnndvrnagor J)if<prnHftrf/, — This dispensary was opened on the 8th Novem- 
ber 1871, and was phu'cd in charge of Native Doctor Protah Ch under Dass. JIo is a looallv- 
entertaiiied man, broiiglii up by private tuition, can road ami write English fairly, and h^ 
served as native doctor at the Chiusurah Anno Chatira Dispensary in 1800, and at Dhanea- 
khally si^ecial dispensary in l8(i9-7o. The Civil Surgeon had frequent opportunities of 
visiting t his institution,' and he had every reason to l)o satisfied with his conduct and qualifica- 
tions. The dispensary was closed, as the lover abated, on the 19th February i872. 

4. The Sub-Assistnnt 8ui*gcoii and Native Doctor attended to the Hooghly Imambarrah 
' Hospital ; vroi'e also actively em[4oyod in visiting villages in and around me sudder station, 

giving medicines and medical comforts to the sick at thoir homes. 

f). Dr, Thompson personally visited not *»nly villages, hut went into the homesteads of 
the people of all classes, and oiicouragcd them to show their sick, enquired into their wants, 
and gave them clothing and nourishment with his omi hand. The D^uty Inspector- 
General of H()spitals, and the Sanitary Commissioner, Dr. Payne, who visited this station, 
accompanied him on his rounds, in(][uiriug info the cause of the fever ; the people expressed 
themselves quite satisfied, and felt grateful for the benefit thdy enjoyed.

6. Lhanmhhally Dispensary. diflpensary wm opened on the 7th November 1871, 
in ohar^ bf Kristo Kissore Gaii^ooly, a looaUy-entertainod native doctor, who has certificates 
of previous good service in an ei)idemio hospital under Dr. Maonamara, and had charge of 
the Khanaoool dispensary in this district during 1809-70. The native doctor is an intelli- 
gent young man und understands his work well. 

7. Bally Dispensary . — This dispensary was opened in December 1871, and placed in 
charge of Native Doctor Bhola Nath Chuttorjee, who has served with rredit*fo» many years 
as head compounder attached to the Ilooghly Imambarndi Hospital. Tlie native doctor is 
a painstaking young man, and has served wdth great zeal and energy so as to merit the 
approbation of the Civil Surgeon and myself. The dispensary is still in existence. 

8. This dispenscery was opened on the 8th January 187si. Native Doctor Juggut Chun- 

dor Goopio had charge of it. II o was brought up in the 
Bengalee class of tlui Calcutta Medical College, and was a 
private j^raciitioner at Barra(jk})oro. The sickness around 
this locality liaving greatly <lecreased the dispensary was 

transferred to Khanacool and subsequently to Myapore. • 7'lie luitive doctor Ml danger- 
ously ill and was obliged to come aw^ay, leaving the dis]>ensary in (‘hargo of the compounder 
in the middle o|; May last ; the compounder conduciod ilio duties during a short period satis- 
factorily. Native Doctor Essau Chunder Banerjee was sent out to tjhke charge of the dispen- 
sary in June last. 

9. The Jehanahad itinerant dispensary was in charge of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon of 
Johanahad, PreuiiiW Nath Mittor, who moved IVom village to village with medicines and 
distributed to the sick who (!Ould not move from their houses at villages around Jehanahad sub- 
division. The Sub-Assistant Surgeon conducted his duties to the satisfaction of the Civil 
Surgeon. This itinerant dispensary was closed on the Idtli Mai*cli 1872 on the sickness 
abating. 

10. This dispensary was opened on the 8th Ai)ril 1872 and placed in oliarge of Native 

Doctor Jtaj Coomar Bose. Tlie working of this dis^/if - 
C lan oor ispeniiary, j regret to say, has not at all been satisfactory, and tliv.^ 

returns submitted by the native doctor ara far from trustworthy. Local ly-eniertainod Native 
Doctor Bhuggobutty Churn T)()ss was sent out to relievo Native Doctor Itoj Oouinar Bose. 

11. This dispensary was oi)cned on the 15tli April 1872 in charge of locally-entertained 

. Native Doctor Aughore Nath Bose, lie was formerly 

annuli wpenRHry. attached to the Ilooghly Iinaiubarrah Hospital, and served 

as a native doc^tor on special duty. lie is a haixlvvorking man and well-up to his work. 
The sickness in the locality has not as yet decreased ; it is therefore i)rop()sed to continue it. 

12. This disjiensary was opened on the 1st June 1872 in (hargo of Isativo Doctor Protab 

Badinnn Dispeutiary. Cliundor Doss, lately atiiiched to the British Cliundoniagoi 

Dispensary. The native doctor reporied tliat largo num- 
ber of people had enlargement of the spleen, othei’s had dro])si(!al oxtremiti(»s. 

13. A native doctor was also attached to my camp on tour of iuajiecdion through the 
district on two occasions. lie w'as well su]>])lied witli medicines, and many gationts took 
their medicines from the native? doctors in the immediato vicinity of my tent, as reported 
in my^ letter No. 342, dated the 16th December 1871.

Paea. 17. Iloophh /. — 111 lloojflily tlio state* of the public licalth was verv 
unsatisfactor)’'. Whiai the e])i(l('iTiic fever first visited this district, it attacked 
niaiiy largo villages ili the (*ast of the district witli excessive violence, which 
gradually abated, and after several yeai*s tho.se villages were lc*ftwitli their popu- 
lation much reduced, and many of the siu-vivors a pn'y to chi’onic attack • but 
the mortality had almost cciisihI. 'fhe epidemic gradusilly spread westward^ but 
still jiresorved the sauie characteristics. 

18. In 1869 and 1870 Myapore, Jehanabad, Hat Jlussuntpore, and a few 
other largo villages in tin* nortli-west, were attacked by the fever. The 
mortality in these j)]aces wa.s very great. It was hoped, liowever, thair the fever 
having crpssed tlnj district troni east to Avest, Av<ndd leave this pai-t r)f the 
country and die out. 

19. Last year the fever appeared in a slightly milder finni, but still of 
a wasting and mortal character. At tlu* end of St‘])t('mb(*r it spread all over 
the district, and though it speedily diminished aft<a' the setting in of the cold 
weather in many j)arts, it lias b'nacionsly held its ground in tAVo principal 
Ibcalitios, — one, the centre of the tra(d. AA'liich lies b(*tw<>eu the IJooghly and 
Damoodar rivers, exti'iuling from 1 )haneakhally to Kishtonuggur and Juggut- 
bullubpore, and the ether, the tract of country on both sides of the Dwarkessur 
river, whitih borders on Hurdwan. 

20 . The.se tAvo tracts differ much from each other in their physical 
cluiractoristics ; the forim*r is a somewhat low (Hmiitr}', t«ivers(*d by slugrish 
and p»u*tially tilosed fivers atfording very bad Avater ; the latter is an ojmn 
sandy tract, traversed by a fine river ol’ good Avatca* running in a sandy bed. 
ThroAighout these tAVO tracts every village has a few cases (fi*om 5 to 20 ) of 
fever ; the deaths are fcAV in each Aollagc*, but very numerous over tho whole 
affected tract : and <iA\ ing to the scattered nature of tla^ visitation, ancl its mild 
<*hara(;tor, c.<>mpared with tlu» very deadly chanuder of tho fi*ver in finmer 
years, it is difficult to provide medical aid fo tho sufibrers without incurring ah 
almost impracticable expenditure. This dilficulty has jHirtly been met by 
making the native doctors in charge of disp<*nsaries ‘more or less peripatetic. At 
the same time great care i.s taken (hat tho dispensaries are located as much 
us possible in the centre of the atlbctt d tracts, 

21 . Tho Magistrate remarks that the labouring classes haAX* chiefly suffered 
of late years. In many villages tho surAvvors are almost destitute; old men 
and old women, whose families have all died, have been met with on several 
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occasions by him. As a rule, however, there is notliin^ like starvation, and the 
funds provided for relief purposes have been ample to meet all the cases which 
have come to notice. Private charity is largcdy prac.tised, and no man need 
die for want of food who has strength to go and ask for it, or who has relations 
whom he can send for the purpose. The sickness has told dn "the excise 
revenue, and is also shown in relinquishments of land by cidtivators. Zemindars 
in Jehanabud have assured the Magistrate that they have paid more 
money as Government revenue than they have collected from their rj'ots, and 
he has noticed nfany fields of rice lying ungathered because tluirc wore 
no reapers.

Division, submitting, with remarks, reports ou the fever relief operations in the 
Hooghly District.

Extract (paragraphs 17 to 21) of letter No. 350, dated 2nd July 1872, from the Commis- 
sioner of Burdwan, forwarding the Auuual General Report of tlie Burdwun Division 
for 1871. 

The ravages of the fever in Jlooghly have never been so wide spreatf^t;'^.^ 
in Burdwan, though the sickness has here also beim very serious. 

2. It is noticed that the epidemic, at its first visitation, attac]jrd many 
large villages in the east o.f the district Avith excessive violence, but subsided in 
those parts as it spread onwards to fresh villages to the west. The fact that it 
raged with equal violence in tracts of perfectly distinct physical characteristics, 
throws much perplexity over the problem of its real cause and origin. Of the 
two principal localities in which the disc'aso is said to have held its ground, 
one is a tract of low country traversed by sluggish and partially closed rivers, 
affording very bad water; the other is an oj)en sandy tract, traversed by a fine 
river of good water running in a sandy bed. These facts seem to suggest that 
the disease is not in the soil or in the winter, hut in some way unknown marches 
from placo'to place, not sparing localities least open to sanitary objections. 

3. It is gratifying to learn that private charity is largely practised in this 
district, and that none need die from want of food. The effect of the fever is, 
however, manifest in the statement that many rice- fields remain Aiugatlicred for 
want of reapers. 

4. As most of the badly affected villagc.s will, under recent changes, ho 
transferred to the Burdwan district, the Lifuti »aut-(jovcrnor will await the 
Cumtuissiouer’s further report before p issiiig orders on the proposals of 
Mr. Pellew, the Magistrate of llooghly, in regard to the future arrangements 

'for conducting the relief operations iu the district. 

5. At present the whole burden of supplying medical aid and medicines 
falls upon the provincial funds, no chargeis save those .for foo<l relief being 

• debited to the charitable funds raised by sul)sc;ription. The burden upon the 
local Government is very heavy, and one wbicl> cannot probably be raueb 
longer sustained ; but, as remarked in connection Avith the BurdAvan report, no

E leased to prescribe the following rules for the issue of licenses for, and the registration of, cargo 
oats by the Chief Officer of Customs at Chittagong : — • 

Itules. • 

1, Each application for the licensing and registration of a cargo boat must ^contain particulars 
of the owner’s name and residence, and the tonnage of tlie boat. 

2. The applications will be made over to the Marine Surveyor, in order of priority of recei[»t, 
that the boats may be surveyed and reported on by him. 

3. The licenses will be iissued on receipt of the Surveyor’s report, and will be current for one 
year only from date of registration. A fee, at tlie lollowing classiticd rates, will be charged on the 
issue of each license, and the same fee on its renewal every year : —

4, The imrabor of the license must be painted in consi>ieuous white figures on both bows of the 
boat ; the figures not to be less than six inches in length.

6. Cargo boats, the raaiijees of which shall not produce their licenses when called upon, will be 
treated as unlicensed boats, unless good cause be shown to the contrary, 

7. Boats carrying cargo without a license will bo liable to seizure and confiscation. In lien of 
confiscation the Chief Officer of Customs is empowered, when he thinks proper, to accept payment of 
any sum not exceeding fifty (50) rupees.

— In contimiation of the 
Notification dat^d the 14th October 1871^ pub- 
lished at page 1911 of the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 1st November 1 87 1 » authorizing the exten- 
sion of the provisions of Act XXII of 1869 to 
the Naga * Ilills^ the Lieutenant-Governor is 
pleased^ under Section 5 of the same Act^ to 
issue the following detailed rules for the adminis- 
tratioiji of civil and criminal justice and police 
in the said distrietj which will henceforth be 

called the ^'Naga Hills Agency*' ; — 

• % 

JRtilea for the Administration of Justice 
and Volioe in the Naga Hills Agency. 

I. — Genekat.. 

1 . Th e administration of the country known as 
the Naga Hills is vested in the Commissioner 
of Assam, the Political Agent, and his Assist- 
ant, the MouzadarSi Gaonburahs, Peumahs,^ and 
Houshast or head men of khels, or such other 
classes of officers as the Hon'ble the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal may sec fit from time to time 
to appoint in that behalf, subject to the exceptions, 
restrictions, and rules hereinafter recorded. 

2. These rules shall, however, be held to be 
in force only in those villages and communities 
which arc under the direct administrative control 

^of the Political Agent. 

II. — Police. 

3. The police of the Naga Hills shall consist 
of— 

(a) — Regular police subject to Act V of 1861^ 

(ft) — Rural police,' consisting of Mouzadars, 
Gaonburahs, Peumahs, Iloushas, and other village 
authorities recognized as such by the Political 
Agout, with their subordinate village authorities. 

4. The control of the police of the Naga 
Hills is vested •hi the Political Agent acting 
under the orders of the Commissioner of Assam, 
or such other officers as the llon'ble the 
Lieutenant- CV>veruor of Bengal^ may from time 
to time appoint. Misconduct on the part of 
regular police shall be punished in accordance 
with Act V of 1861 and the Penal Code, or any 
special law which may be extended to the Naga 
Hills hereafter. Misconduct on the pavt of the 
rural police is punishable, by fine, which may 
extend to Rs, *500, or by imprisonment to an 
extent which would be awardable under the 
Penal Code for a like offence. Imprisonment 
may be awarded in lieu of fine, but only by the 
FoKtical Agent or other officer duly authorized. 

Ty. An appeal lies from all orders of Mouza- 
dars, Gaonburahs,* Peumahs, and Houshas, and 
other chief village authorities in police matters 
to the Political Agent, whose orders arc final. 
But the Commissioner may call for the proceed- 
ings and modify or reverse any order should 
he think fit, 

6. The ordinary rujes of the Bengal Police 
shall, as far as they arc applicable, be observed 
by the regular police, and all returns in matters 
of accounts, and all registers required to be kept 
by the Bengal Police, as far as they are appli- 
cable, shall be made and kept up. 


• Kaga Chief. 
i Kookls Chief: 


The Commissioner shall exercise the powers 
of an Inspector-General of Police as defined by 
section 3, Act VII (B. C.) of 1869. 

7. The regular police shall only act when 
required to do so by general or by special 
order of the Commissioner, Political Agent, 
or other officer duly authorized,* w]io may assign 
to the force any portion of the duties of police 
under Act V of 1 86 1 in any locality. 

8. The ordinary duties of police shall be 
discharged by tlie Mouzadars, Gaonburalis, 
Peumahs, Houshas, or head men of khels or 
villages, and other village authorities. They 
shall arrest all criiirinals and re])rcs8 all disorders 
within tlniir respective jurisdictions, 

9. It is the duty of the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
buralis, Peumahs, Houshas, or other chief village 
authorities, to report to the Political Agent 
all crimes, violent deaths, or serious accidents 
occurring in their districts, and all occurrences, 
M'hcther within or beyond their jurisdictions, 
which may come to their knowledge likely to 
affect the public peaeff, at the earliest possible 
moment, and deliver up offenders as soon as may 
be to the officers authorized to try them. 

10. The Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
Hou'ihas, and village authorities, shall T^tch,, 
report, and, under the orders of the Political 
Agent, apprehend and deliver up all vagrants* 
or bad and suspicious characters found in their 
jurisdictions. 

11. On the occurrence of any heinous* crime 
in his district, any village officer who may bo 
by custom or appointment charged with the 
duty of arresting criminals shall at once appre- 
hend the offendi'r if able, and in any case at 
once report to the Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peuroah, 
or Ilousha, who, if the oflender has not been 
apprehended, will proceed without delay to the 
place where the crime occurred and inquire 
into the matter. If a crime beyond his cogni- 
zance has been committed, he will immediately 
report it to the Political Agent or other duly 
authorized officer, whether the oflender has been 
apprehended or not. 

12. Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
Houshas, and all other village authorities, may 
pursue with hue and cry an offender fleeing 
lYcyond their jurisdiction (but not into the posses- 
sions of independent Naga tribes) and arrest him, 
but ordinarily no Alonzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, 
Uousha, or village authority, shall attempt to 
arrest an offender beyond his own jurisdiction 
without the cognizance aud co-operation of the 
Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peuroah, Ilousha, or 
chief village authority of the jurisdiction to which 
the offcnjler has fled. AVhen an offender is traced 
from one jurisdiction to another, it will be suffi- 
cient to point him outtp the Mouzadar, Gaonburah, 
Peumah, Ilousha, or other competent authority 
of the village to which the offender has fled, and 

I request him to make the arrest.

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1 3. When tlie Mouzadar, Oaonbnrali, Peuraah, 
Houslia, or other chief village authorities feel 
unable to arrest an offender, they must apply to 
the Political Agent or any officer duly autliorized 
to grant them the aid of the regular police. 

14. The Mouzallars, (laonlmrahs, Pcumalis, 
and Houshas, or other chief village authorities 
arc empowered to arrest or cause to he arrested, 
and to fine all drunkards and other disorderly 
persona found brawling mt of their houses, and 
all persons found gaiAling, the fine not to 
exceed that awardablo under their powers in 
criminal matters as hereinafter defined. 

15. All the inhabitiinis of tlie NaL'a Hills who 
are under the administrative eoutrolof tlie Political 
Agent are bound to uid the regular ])oIice aud 
village authorities when required to do so for 
the maintenance of order or the ajiprehension 
of offenders. Any person failing to do so is liable 
to fine ; the fine to be adjudged by the Mouzadar, 
Gaonburah, Peumah, or Ilousha, or other chief 
village autliority to the extent lie is eiiijiowcrcd 
to award in criminal cases, or by the I’olitioal 
Agent if fine heyoud the amount those officers 
are authorized to impose is considered necessary. 
When the particular persons hlamcablc for 
failure toT' aid in any comniunity cannot be 
ascd^taincd, the Mouzadar, (laonburah, Peumah, 
Ilousha, or chief village authority, shall he 
considered responsible ; and if it appears that 
the community is to blame, aud that particular 
offenders cannot be discovered, a fine may be 
imposed upon the community, but by the Political 
Agent only. 

III. — Criminal Justice. 

16. Criminal justice shall he ordinarily ad- 
ministered by the PoIiti(?al Agent, his Assistant, 
and by the Mouzadars, Gaonburnhs, Peumahs, 
Houshas, or other chief village authorities of the 
different communities. 

17. The Political Agent shall be competent 
to pass sentence of death or imprison men t for 
a term unlimited, or of fine u]) to any amount. 
Provided that no sentence of death shall he 
carried into effect without the coueurrcncc of the 
Commissioner and the sanction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, to whom the proceedings shall be 
submitted by the Commissioner if lie concur 
in the sentence ; and no sentence of imprisonment 
for a term of seven years or upwards shall lie 
carried into effect without the apjiroval of the 
Commissioner; and provided further that fine 
shall in no case exceed the value of the offender's 
existing property. The Commissioner may 
enhance any sentence passed by his subordinates; 
but no offence shall be punished by a sentenge 
exceeding that awardablo under the provisions of 
the Indiw Penal Code. The assistant to the 
Political Agent shall exercise such powers as he 
may be invested with by the Commissioner not 
exceeding those of a Magistrate of the first class 
as defined in Act X of 

18. Any Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, or 
Honsha, or other chief village authority may 
be empowered by the Political Agent to dispose 

;; of eases of persons charged with any of the follow- 

ing offences : — 

Injury to property not exceeding Rs. 5 0. 

Injury to person not endangering life or limb. 
House trespass. 

Afomta of whatever kind. 


They may impose a fine for any offence they are 
competent to try to the extent of lls. 60. They 
may award restitution or compensation to the 
extent of the injury sustained, and enforce it by 
distraint of the property of the oftender. 
In cases in which the fine is not paid or realised 
cither in whole or in part, they shall repre^^ent 
the facts and send in the offender to the Politi- 
cal Agent, who may retry the case aud impose 
such other ])uni8hment as he is competent to 
inflict. All M'ouzadnrs, G aoiiburahs, Feuniabs, 
Houshas, or other chief village authorities, who 
may he empowered as above shall receive a 
sunnud of recognition under the signature of the 
Political Agent. 

ID. Mouzadars, Gaonburalis, Peumahs, and 
Houshas or other duly recognized village authori- 
ties, may carry out tlieir decision, or order 
attachment of properly, as soon as judgment is 
pronounced; but in no ease is property so attached 
to be sold, if the party convicted' claim to appeal 
within eight days, without the orders of the 
Political Agent. 

(a) —Mouzadars, Gaonburalis, Peumahs, or 
Houshas, or other duly recognized village autho- 
rities, may not decide in eases where their father, 
mother, son, daughter, wife, or the children, 
husbands, or wives, of any of these are eouccrued ; 
or 

(A) — When the defendant is not a native of 
the Naga Hills, or is not resident within their 
jurisdiction; or 

(e)— AVhen the offeneo is one against the state, 
or has caused death or danger of life, or amounts 
to robliery or concerns counterfeiting of coin or 
the making of fraudulent documents or the like. 

20. The Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
and Houshas, or otlicr duly recognized village 
authorities, shall not decide any cases save in 
open dnrhar, in ]irescncc of at least three witnesses 
ami the complainant and accused, whose attend- 
ance they arc empowered to compel. Either 
party may appeal from the decisioiT at the time 
decision is pronounced, or within eight days 
thereof to the Political Agent or his Assistant, in 
which case the Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, 
or Housha, or other duly recognized authority 
will take the parties or cause them tO‘ be sent 
before tlio Political Agent or liis Assistant, with 
one of the persons required to attend as a court 
wdtucss. The case shall then be tried de novo. 

21 . All appeal lies to the Political Agent from 
the decisions of his- Assistant if preferred within 
sixteen days. 

22. No appeal shall lie as a matter of right 
from the sentence of the Political Agent in- 
volving sentence of less than three years' im- 
prisonment; but it is competent to the Commis- 
sioner to call for the record of any case whatever, 
and to modify or reverse the decision passed. 
All sentences of over three years' imprisonment 
are appealable to the ("ommissioner. Appeals to 
the Commissioner must be preferred within thirty- 
two days. All sentences above seven years must 
be confirmed by Commissioner, whose decision is 
final*; but the Non’ble the Lieutenant-Governor 
reserves to himself the prerogative of reviewing 
the proceedings of the Commissioner and bis 
subordinates, and passing such orders on them as 
he may deem fit.

23. Theprocedurdof the Political Agent and 
liiH Assistant shall be in the spirit of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure as far ns it is applicable 
to the. circumstances of the district and consistent 
with these rules*; the chief exceptions are — 

(a) — Only verbal order or notice shall be 
requisite except when the regular police are 
employed, or the person concerned is not resident 
or in the district at the time ; or if in the district, 
but resident beyond it, wdiere hi5 place of abode 
is not known* But orders of summons \hall 
be for a fixed day not exceeding sixtcjcn days 
from that upon which the order is issnecl, and 
tike order shall he made known to the ])erson 
affected or to some adult member of his family, 
or proclaimed at the place he was last known to 
be at, in sufficient time to billow him, if he see fit, 
to appear. 

(ft)-rA note of the substance of all the proceed- 
ings in cases tried before them must be kept by 
the Political Agent and his Assistant in ibe form 
prescribed by section 228, Act X of 1S7‘2. In 
cases requiring a sckitencc exceeding tlirec years, 
a full note of the evidence and proceedings must 
be kept. Examinations and jn’ocecdings shall 
generally be recorded in English only. 

(e) — The proceedings of tlui Mouzadars, Gaon- 
Jiprahs, Pcumalis, and Houshas, or other duly 
rcco'^iJ^cr village authorities, need not be in 
writing; but if at the trial before the village 
aiitlioriiies any })c^rsbn who can write (’an b(' 
found, a brief note of the proceedings is to 
be made. 

{(/) — All fines levied by the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
burahs, Peumalis, and Honslias, or other duly 
recognized village authorities, sliall be j)aid to 
the Political Agent or his Assistant or other 
officer cm[)Owcrcd to receive them within eight 
days from the date of realization. 

(r) — It shall be discJretionary to examine w it- 
nesscs on oath in any form, or to warn llicni* 
that they are liable to tbe^ jmnislimcnt of perjury 
if they state that wliicb they know to*be false. 

21. The Political Ag(!nt and his Assistant 
shall keep the rc'gistcrs iKTcafter specified, and 
make returns of copies of the entries therein j 
monthly to the Commissioner ; — 

llcgister of crimes committed. 

Register of crin^inal cases •decided by 
I’oliticabAgent and his Assistant. 

Register of fines levied by Uic Pcditical Agent 
and his Assistant and Alouzadar^ (iaonburahs, 
Peumabs, and llousbas or other duly recognized 
village sfuthorities. 

Register of licences to carry fire-arms. 

IV, — CnML Bulks. 

25, The administration of ciril justice in the 
Naga Hills is entrusted to the Commissioiu^r, the 
Political Agent, his Assistant, and by the Moiiza- 
dars, Oaonburahs, Peumalis, and Houshas and 
other chief village authorities. 

26. Mouzadars, Oaonburahs, Peumalis, and 
Houshas and other chief village authorities, 
may be recognized by the Political Agcmt by 
Bunnud under his signature as* empowered to 
try cases without limit us to amount, but with 
the following reservations : — 

(/i)— They may not try suits in which their 
fathers, mothers, sons, daughters, uncles, aunts, 
sisters, brothers, the children of the foregoing, 
their wives or persons^ in the above relation to a 
wifci or any near relative^ are parties^ nor suits in 


which a native of the plains or native of another 
village not resident in their jurisdiction are 
parties. 

(6 ) — All suits must he decided iu npcui durbar, 
in the prcseuco of the parties and at, least three 
resp(;ctable witnesses. 

27. Mouzadars, Oaonburahs, Peumahs, or 
Houslkas, and otluu’ duly ivcognized village 
authorities, have power to compel atUjndancc of 
parties to any suit and tln^ir witn^es, — all such 
persons being resident within their own jurisdic- 
tion, and to fine, wdtliin the limit of Rs. .50, persons 
wilfully failing to attend. They have power to 
award all costs, alsp compensation to defendants 
for unfounded or vexatious suits brought against 
them. 

28. All proceedings shall be viva voce, and the 
Mouzadars, Gaouburahs, Peumalis, or Houshas, 
or other duly njcognized villaire authorities, shall 
not b(i ealicMl upon to make either record or 
registry of their deiMsion. ^After hearing both 
parties and llieir witnc^sscs, if any, they shall, 
ivitli or without the opiiiioii of assessors, as tlkcy 
think fit, pronounec a decision forthwith. If at 
the trial any person who can write can be found, 
a bri(d notci of the proeec’dings is to be made. 

21). IMonzailars, Gaonbiiralis, Peurnahs, and 
llousbas,* and other duly recognized village 
authorities, may cany out thciir decnsioij at once 
and order aitaehuicnt of property to bn made; but 
ill no ease is property so a(ta<‘hed to be sold if the 
party cast claim to appeal within eight days. On 
such appeal Ixniig macle, tlujy shall send the parlies 
and their witnesses to tlie Political Agent or 
his Assistant forthwith, or as soon as may be, 
and either uceoniiiany them or scud one resp(5ct- 
ahlc person who lias been present at the trial 
w'itb them. 

JIO. All noti(?es given by Mouzadars, Gaon- 
buralis, iVuimalis, or Houslia-’, and other duly 
recognized village anihorities to parties or wit- 
n(^sscs, shall be v(‘rbal, and for a fixed clay not 
exceeding eight dnys from the day it is giveu. 
If a ease be poslpoin'd, it shall be fixed for a day 
not exceeding enght days from the order, and the 
case may be subsecjuenlly adjourned for periods 
not cxcc( ding eight days on good cause shown. 

i 31. The Political Agent aud his Assistant 
fhe : shall not ordinarily hear suits triable by Mouza-* 
(lars, Gaouburahs, Pcurnalks, or Houshas, or other 
duly rcM’ognizcd village authorities, but they have 
a (liscretimi to do so wheu they tbiuk right, aud 
suits whi(ih under these rules the village authori- 
ties cannot try must be tried by the Political 
j Agent or bis Assistant. A register of all suits 
tried by the Political Agent and hia Assistant shall 
he kept in su(>b form as the Commissioner shall 
direct. 

32. The Political Agdnt and his Assistant 
Khali, in all cases in which the iiarties are indi- 
genous iuliabjtants of the hills, endeavour to 
induce them to submit tlieir (rase to punchayct. 
If they agree to this, each party shall name an 
equal number of arbitrators, and shall choose, 
or leave the arbitrators to clioose, an umpire. 
The name and residence of arbitrators and umpire, 
and the matter in dispute, must be recordecl 
before tlic proceedings commence, and the court 
will direct the Mouzadar, Gaonburab, Pemraah, or 
Houslia, or some other recognized authority, to 
assemble the punchayct and witnesses within eight 
days. When the case has been decided, the 
umpire shc^ appear with the parties before the 
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ccmtt, wliiob shall prooecd to record the decision 
and enforce it as its own. From such decision 
there shall be no appeal. 

33. An appeal shall lie from the decision of the 
Mousadar, (iaonbiirah, Peiimah, Housha^ or other 
duly reco{?nizcd village authority to the Political 
Agent or his Assistant. A n^eord shall be made 
of the matter in jlisputc and the decision of the 
village authority. If necessary the court shall 
examine the parties, and if the decision appears 
to be just, shall afTirm and enforce it as one of its 
own. If the court sees reason to doubt the justice 
of the decision, it try the case da novo, or 
refer it to a punchc^t as above. 

34'. ilouBCS, needful clothing, coohing uten- 
sils or implements whereby the owner subsists, 
may not be attached, sold, or transf(;rred, in exe- 
cution of decree, unless tliciiisclvcs the subject 
of the suit. 

35. There shall be no inijirisonmeiit for debt, 
excepting in cases where* the Political Agc*h-s 
is,.- satisfied that the fraud iilent disposal or 
concealment of property has taken place : in such 
case the debtor may be detained for a period not 
exceeding six months. 

36. No appeal shall lie as of riglit to the 
Political Agent from decisions of his Assistant 
or from the Political Agent except as hereinafter 

S rovided ; but the Political Agent, if he see 
t, may call for the proceedings of any fase 
^^Iccided by his Assistant, and the Commis- 
sioner may, upon application made, or otherwise, 
call for the prbccedings of either of the lower 
courts, and revise them, provided that persons 
resident beyond the Naga Ilills may appeal to the 
Commissioner within thirty- two days from the date 
of a decision. The appeal shall be accompanied by 
a copy of the judgment appealed against and a I 
clear statement of tin? grounds of appeiil. The 
appeal may be ])rescntc(l to the Political Agent, 
who shall, if it be in order, and presented 
in due time, endorse upon it the date? of rcoeipt 
and transmit it, witli tlic proceedings in the 
suit, to the ( omrnissioner, who, after perusal of 
the petition of appeal and judgment, and after 
hearing the agent of the appellant, if any,’ may 
dismiss the appeal, or may remit the case to the 
lower court for the record of furtlu^r evidence, or 
for retrial of fresh issues, or reserve the ease for 
hearing before bis own court, and shall confirm, 
modify, or re.vcrse, the decision of the lower court, 
passing such ord(;rs as to costs as may appear 
just. The decree of tlic appellate court shall be 
transferred to the court of tlic Political Agent 
for execution ns a decree of its own. 

37. The courts of the Commissioner, the 
Political Agent, and his Assistant, shall be guided 
by the spirit, but not bound by the letter, of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

38. No professional pleader or mooktea’’ shall 
be allowed to appear in any ca.se, except in rases 
before the Political Agent .,or his Assistant 
with the special permission of the Judge 
trying the case, or if the defendant reside 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court ; hut n'latit’cs 
.4 appear for persons incapacitated by age, sex, 
or sickness. 

39. It shall be discretionary to examine wit- 
nesses on oath in any form, or to warn them that 
they arc liable to the punishment of perjury if 
they state that which they know to be false.

The Wth July 1872, — In continuation of the 
Notification dated the 14th October 1871, pub- 
lished at page 1911 of the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 1st November 1S71, authorizin^r the exten- 
sion of the provisions of Act XXII of I8t)9 to 
the District of the Kliasi and Jynteah Ilills^ the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleapcd, under Section n, 
of the same Act, to issue the followirig detailed 
rules for the administration of civil and criminal 
justice and police iu the said district : — 

Rules for the Administration of Justice 
and Police hi IheJynteah Hills and such 
portions of the Khasi Hills as hace been 
constituted British Territory. 

I, — Gkneual. 

1. Tub administration of the country known as 
the Khasi and Jyuteah Hills is vested in the Com- 
missioner of Assam, the Deputy ('onnnissioner 
of the Khasi and Jyuteah Hills, his assistants, 
and the native siems, wahudadurs, sirdars, dollois, 
pattors, and lungdohs, or such other classes of 
officers as the HonM)le the Licuteuant-(jovcnior 
of Bengal may see fit from time to time to aj)point 
in^ that behalf, subject to the exceptions and 
restrictions and rules licrcinafter recorded. 

2. The following rules apply to all villages 
and tracts subject to British jurisdiction. 

IT.— POMCK. 

3. The police of the Khasi and Jynteah Hills 
shall consist of — 

(tf.) — Regular police, subject to Act V of 1801. 
(i.)- -Rural police, consisting of sirdars, dollois, 
pattors, lungdohs, and other village authorities 
recognized as such by the Deputy Coraniissioncr 
with their subordinate village authorities. 

4. The control of the police in the Khasi and 

Jynteah Hills is vested in the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, acting .under theordersof the Commissioner 
of Assam, or such officers* as the HonMde 

the Licutenant-GoVernor of Bengal may from 
time to time appoint. Misconduct on the part 
of regular police shall be punished in accordance 
with Act V of 1861 and the Penal Code, or any 
special law wdiich may hereafter be extended to 
theJChasi and J*yiiteah llills. Misconduct on the 
part of rural police is punishable by fine, which 
may extend to Rs. 500, or by imprisonment to 
an extent which would be awardable under the 
Fefial Code for a like offence. Imprisonment 
may be awarded in lieu of fine, but only by the 
Deputy Commissioner or other officers duly 
authorized. 

5. An appeal lies from all orders of sirdars, 
dollois, and other chief village authorities in police 
matters to the Deputy Commissioner, whose 
orders are final. But the Commissioner may call 
for the proceedings and modify or reverse any 
order should he think fit. 

6. The ordinary rules of the Bengal police 
shall, as far as they are applicable, be observed 
by the regular police i and all returns iu matters 
of account, and all registers required to be kept 
by the Bengal police, as far as they are applica- 
ble, shall be made and kept up. 

The Commissioner shall exercise the powers 
of an Inspector-General of Police as defined by 
section 8, Act VII (B. C.) of 1869 : the Deputy 
Commissioner shall exercise the powers of District 
Superintendent of Polidb : the Assistant or Extra 


Assistant Commissioner the power of Assistant 
Superintendent of Police. 

7. The regular police shall only act, when 
required to do so, by general or special order of the 
OommisNioncr, Deputy Commissioner, or other 
officer duly uutliorizcd, who may assign to the 
force any portion of tlie duties of police, under 
Act V of 1S()I, ill any locality. 

8. The ordinary duties of police ^hall be 
discharged by the sirdars an^ dollois, and other 
village antliorities duly authorized by the Deputy 
Commissioner. They sliall arrest all criminals, 
and repress all disorders within their respective 
jurisdictions • 

1). It is the duty of the sirdars, dollois, and 
other chief villager authorities to report to the 
Deputy (^Commissioner all crimes, violent deaths, or 
serious accidents oc^eurring iu tludr districts, and 
all occurrences, whether within or beyond their 
jurisdictions, wbieli may come to tlieir knowledge 
likely to alleet the public peace, at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, and to deliver upoffeiiders as soon 
as may be to the officer aiitliorized to try them. 

10. The sirdars, dollois, and other village 
anthoriti(*s shall watch and report, and in very 
emergent eases may a})pr(‘licnd and delivci^. up, w 
vagrants or bad and suspicious characters found 
in th(‘ir jurisdictions. 

11. On the oeeurrenee of any [leinoiis crime* 
in his district, any village officer who may be by 
custom or appointmi nt charged with the duty of 
arresting criminals sliall at once apprehend the 
offender, if able, ati l iu any case at once report to 
the sirdar, or dolloi, or other chief village authority, 
who, if the offendtT bus not been apprehended, will 
proceed wirliout delay to tlie place where the crime 
oeeurred, and inquire into the matter. If a Crime 
beyond his cognizance has been committed, he 
will iinrm^diately report it to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner or other duly authorized officer, whether 
the ollbnder has been apprehended or not, 

12. Sirdars, dollois, and all other village 
authorities may i^mrsue with hue and cry and 
apprehend an offender fleeing beyond their juris- 
diction, ami arrest, him ; but ordinarily no sirdar, 
dolloi, or village authority shall attempt to arrest 
an oflender beyond his own jurisdiction without 
the cognizance and co-op(U’ation of the sirdar, 
dolloi, or chief village authority of the village to 
which the offender has fled. When an offender 
is traced from one village to another, it will be 
sufficient to point him out to the sirdar, dolloi, or 
other competemt authority of the village to which 
tlie offender lias fled, and request him to make the 
arrest. 

13. When the sirdars, dollois, or other chief 
village authorities feel unable to arrest aii 
offender, they must apply to the Deputy Com- 
missioner, or any offic.er duly authorized, to grant 
them the aid of the regular police. 

I t. The sirdars, dollois, and other chief 
village authorities are empowered to arrest or . 
cause to be arrested, and may also fine, all 
drunkards and other disorderly persons found

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brawling out of their houses, and all persons 
found gambling; the fine not to exceed that 
awardable under their powers in criminal matters 
as hereinafter defined. ^ 

15. All the inhabitants of the Khasi and 
Jynteah Hills are bound to aid the regular police 
and village authorities, when reciuircd to do so, in 
the maiutpuance of order or the appndicnsiou of 
ofiendera. Any person failing to do so is liable to 
fine ; the fine to be adjudged by the sirdar, dolloi, 
or other chief village authority, to the extent 
he is empowered to award in criniiiial cases, or by 
the Deputy Commissioner, if fine beyond the 
amount the village authorities arc authorized 
to impose is considered necessary. When the 
particular persons blaineablc for failure to aid in 
any community cannot be asecutained, tlie sirdar, 
dolloi, or chief village authority shall be consider- 
ed responsible; and if it ai)pefirs that the commu- 
nity is to blame, and that particular offendt'Ts can- 
not be discovered, a fine maybe imposed upon the 
community, but by the l)c])iity Commissioner 
only. 

III. — Cau^iiNAL Justice. 

16. Criminal justice shall he ordinarily admi- 
nistered by the Deputy Commissioner, his assist- 
ants, and by the sirdars, dollois, and other chief 
village authorities of the different comiiiuuities. 

17. The Deputy Commissioner shall be com- 
petent to pass sentence of death, or imprison- j 
ment for a term unlimited, or of fine u]) to any ; 
amount; 'provided flint no sentence of death : 
shall be carried into cficet without tlic con- | 
currence of the Commi.^sioner and sanction j 
of the Licutcnaut-Ciovcrnor, to wdunu the ])ro- i 
ccedings shall be submitted by the. C^imniissioner I 
if he concurs iu the sentence ; and no sentcjicc * 
of imprisonment fur a term of seven y<'nr.s or | 
upwards shall be carried into cficet without i 
the approval of the (Commissioner. 'Hie Cuin- 
missioncr may enhance any sentemee ])asscd by 
his subordinates ; hut no oiretici^ siiall be punish- 
ed by a seuteuco exceed irig tlnit invardablo under 
the provisions of the Indian Penal Code. Assi.st- 
ant Commissioners shall (jxercise sueJi powers as 
they may be invested with by the Commissioner, 
not exceediug those of a Magistrate of the 
first class as defined in Aet X of 187?. 

18. Any sirdar, dolloi, or oilier chief village 
authority may be cmpowT.red by the Deputy 
missioncr to dispose of eases of persons charged 
with any of tlie following oficnees : — 

Injury to property not exceeding Ks. 50. 

Injury to person not affecting lifii or limb. 

House-trespass. 

They may impose a fine for any oflence tliey 
are competent to try to the extent of Its. 5(}. 
They may award restitution or compensation 
to the extent of the injury sustained, and 
enforce it by distraint of the jiruperty of the 
offender. In cases iu wj.nch the fine is not paid 
or realized either in wdiole or in part, they shall 
represent the facts and send in the oftender to 
the Deputy (^mimissioner, who may retry the 
ease and impose such other punishment as he is 
competent to inflict. Each sirdar, dolloi, or 
other chief village authority who may be 
empowered as above, shall receive a suunud of 
recognition under the signature of tlio Deputy 
Commissioner. 

19. Sirdars, dollois, or other duly recognized 
village authorities may carry out their decision, j 


or order attachment of property as soon as judg- 
ment is pronounced ; but in no case is property 
so attached to be sold, if the party convicted claim 
to appeal within eight days, without the orders 
of Deputy Commissioner. 

(a.) Sirdars, dollois, or other duly recognized 
village authorities may not decido in cases where 
I their father, mother, son, daughter, wife, or the 
children, liusbands, or wives, of any of these are 
concerned ; or 

(6.) — M^here the defendant is not a native of the 
Khasi and JyntcQh Hills, or is not resident within 
their jurisdiction ; or 

(c.) — When the ofTcucc is one against the 
State, or lias caused death or danger of life, or 
amounts to robbery or theft, or concerns counter- 
j feiting of coin or the making of fraudulent docu- 
! ments, or the like. 

I iiO. The sirdars, dollois, or other duly recognised 
I village authorities shtfll not decide any cases 
save in open durbar in presence of at least three 
j w'itucsses and the complainant and accused, whose 
' attendance they are empowered to compel. Either 
party may appeal trom the decision at the time 
decision is pronounced, or within eight days 
thereof, to the Deputy Commissioner or his assist- 
ant, in which case tlie sirdar or dolloi, or other 
j duly recognised authority, shall take the parties, 
or cause tliem to he sent, before the Deputy 
! Commissioner or his assistant, with one of the 
persons required to attend as a court witT'^®”.— The ' 
case shall then he tried de novo, 

2 1 . An ajipeal lie s from the Assistant Coramis- 
sioiKU’ to the Deputy Commissioner if preferred 
within sixteen days. 

22 No appeal shall lie as a matter of right 
from the seutcuee of the Deputy Oommissioucr 
involving scmtcnce of less tlian three years^ 
imprisouineiit ; but il is competent to the Commis- 
sioner to call for the record of any case whatever, 
and to modify or reverse the decision passed. 

' All sentences of three years^ imprisonment and 
j npw’ards are appealable to the Cominiasionrr. 

Appeals to the Comiiiissioucr must be preferred 
’ wdthin thirty-two days. All sen teuccs above seven 
' }ears must he confirmed l^y the Commissioner, 
w'ho.sc (hadsion is final; but the Ilon^ble the 
Lieutcnant-Ciovernor reserves to himself tlie 
i jirerogativc of reyiiiwdug the proceedings of the 
C-ommissioiier and his subordinates, and passing 
such orders on them as he may deem fit. 

23. Tlie procedure of the Deputy Commissioner 
and his assistant shall be in the spirit of the Code 
of C riminal Proeedure, as far as it is applicable 
to the circumstances of tlic district and cousisteiit 
witli these rules. The chief exceptions are — 

(u.) — Only verbal order or notice of summons, 
&c., sliall be requisite, exce pt when the regular 
police are employed, or the person concerned is not 
resident or iu the district at the time, or if in the 
district hut resident beyond it, where his place of 
abode is not known.

Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

Tub primary ohjcct of this Hill is to facilitate 
the admission of Native Military Lunatics into 
Asylums. 

Some time ago it was brought to notice that 
the provisions of clauses 7 to 10 in section forty- 
one of the Bengal Military Ucgulfxtions wore not 
in accordance with Act XXXVI of 1858 [relating 
to Lttnntic Aeylnmajn 

By ihc Military Regulations, which had been 
in force for very many years, Native soldiers, on 
being declared insane by a Medical Committee, 
arc sent by order of the General Officer command- 
ing the Divisfon to the Lunatic Asylum nearest 
to their hofnes ; but by section eight of the Act 
of 185S Superintendents of Lunatic Asylorns 
are prohibited from receiving any patient except 
under an order from the Civil Court. 

In consequence of this conflict between the 
Military Regulations and the law, great incon- 
venience .has arisen, and, after reference t«) the 
Home Department and to His Excellency the 
I C<»mmandcr-in-Chief, it has been deemed desirable 
! to authorise the Superintendents qr Oltieers in 
I charge of Lunatic Asylums to receive for treat- 
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ment any Native soldier sent by competent mili- 
tary authority acting on the opinion of a Board 
of Medical Officers. Much difficulty will thus be 
avoided, and it will be possible to continue to 
send an insane Native soldier *to the Asylum 
nearest to his home— -a pourse which is usually 
agreeable to his relatii'es, and probably beneficial 
to his own health. 

The Bill gives effect to these views, and further 
provides thal the expenses of the lunatic in the 
Asylum may be recovered from the pay-master of 
the military circle within which it is situated.

Statement pp Objects and Reasons. 


The primary object of this Bill is to check the 
])ra(‘tice of counterfeiting the copper coin of 
Native States. These counterfeits are freely cir- 
culated in parts of British India, and the result is 
staled to be injurious to our currency. The Penal 
Code prohibits the counterfeiting of coin. But 
* coin' is defined as ' metal stamped and issued by 
the authority of some Government^ and ' Govern- 
ment,' by section 17, denotes ^^the pferson or per- 
sons authorized by law to administer executive 
Government in any part of Bfitish India** It 
has thus happened, accidentally no doubt, that 
the coin of Native States is not coin within the 
meaning of the Act. This defect it is desired to 
amend. 

The opportunity has been taken to make another 
amendment. Section 230 of the Code defines 
coin as metal ^ need' as money. It has been sug- 
gested that the definition may possibly be held to 
include old coin, such as a Gr.nBco-Bactrian stater, 
formerly used as money, but now regarded only 
as a curiosity. The Bill, therefore, proposes to 
introduce before ' used' the words ' for the time 
being.'

1 hiring the dny we had decided that wo would < ait away part 
of Ihe B]»ars to cuho her We out away the' main top-mast, whicli took away the mizen tf^p- 
mast with it. Tliin relieved the very luiieh. It was Idowing very hard, and when the 

port ohain parted, wo ooiild not set imy sail, muVwe won^ tlrilling rapidly to the north. We 

oiioe got into iivo fathoms, tslio shipped a Inaivy soa over tlio (puirter-deok, and it carried 
away onr wheel chain, broke the tiller, sniashod the skyliglit, and damafjed the rudder, 
and bIovo in our gig into atoms. 1 was nearly waslad overboard myself. The wind veered 

from S.E. round lo ISl.E. alnnit that time, and <lrove us into deep water. Wo had no 

Htei'ring apparatus. We tried to ste«*r by a spare tilhir, but she v\ould not Bteer at &11. Tho 
iiiflin portion of tho rudder was split, and ne\t niglil tln> rud tier carried away altogeib or. 
This was on the night of iIjo ijUlli ilune. The wind was then awl’ul. The wind veerod right 
round us from S.E. to S.W.* 

I have a ])ra(^li(•al knou ledge f»f ilie law of sif)nris. Wo put our shi]) on tho ]>ort tack 
■when the gale incrensed. T <*nnsi(l(TtMl that wo were following the wiini. l)uring tho gale 
all our he.st sails Mvilh douhh' gaskets on iJuau were blown away in i*iUbf)iis from the yards. 
1 tljink tlnit we wca'e very near the eeiifre of tlu' evelom‘. ] tliink that the (centre passed 
slightly to tlie southward of ns. On the night of tho *iOtli June as the gale was blowing 
its harde.st, we hnuid that avo liad s]U‘niig a h'.ak, and we eoju liah'd llnil it was caused l)y tho 
rudder having tiii ii the gudge«jns olf tin* stern ]Ki.*'.ts. d'he slii]) took a heavy list to tho 
starboard, and we cfuild jiot keep her i lcMir hy tho pmujjs, widely \ven> elosc'ly attended to 
TWoro this she had heen a light shijn Tlial night siie made iiifU’e water than usual. It went 
over the rod, which avjtk two h'et, and w^e could not tell how mueli. We hegaii to throw over 
cargo to lighten lu r We Wf;re h«‘aving cargo <»Yer and j •limping the ship when the light- 
ship hov(Mn sight This was on tin* 1st July. 1 eonsulieii wit li tho pilot, and eonsidering 
the helpless and ap]>arent.ly sinking state of the shi]>, we didcrmiiu'd to make a signal 
of distress. She hoiv down uisui us ; we had uo hoal.'^'; there wo.s still a strong breeze 
and a Inaivy sea, but a g(»nd dcMil moderated. I'lie light-ship had two good boats, a.id she sent 
ono. We did not get all in'o tho bout at tho first trip. One of lliii boats was smashed to pieces 
by the side of the ship, nud slio lowered lier second boat to save the rtanalmh'r of tho crow. 
In the boat was a crew of eight lascars and the sc'coml oifieer, lie would not allow us to save 
any of our eifcels, I went in the first boat with ]•ari. of the crew, h aving the male, ]>ilot, and 
two men labind. T saved the ship's pap(*rs 1 was very sick at the lime. The [icojilc h*ft 
bt'hind asked us lo ask the ('a])tain of the liglit-ihip to allow our own (?row to roturu in tho 
boat, as tli(‘y Avould have .more courage to remain alongside to rcinovo our otfccts ; but they 
did not dare to remain iihaigside. Tlu' pilot and leadsman saved llu'ir hoAos, Wo wane all 
saved. Wlum Ave got on llie liglit-siiip, she Avas steering ahont N W. for tho laud The 
next aftiU’iioon W'c made the land to the eastward of h’also Toini llght-houHO, where Ave 
anchored, d'his Avas on th«' ‘Jnd July. We stayed on board u}) to Saturdify, the Otb instant. 
On that day tho Onnt/af steams liij) eaino down on lier Avay to (-ahaitia, and 1 went on 
board her to ask Ibr u jiassage for nivself and crew. The O/vV/^/eV look the liglit-sliip in 
tow, and brought her lo Ijcr station <m Sunday. We east oif the ship there, ajcl wo anchored 
in the Sangor Koads. On the Mcmday morning we stennicd up lo Calcutta Tho barque was 
still ulloat Avhen 1 last saw her, but idiu was lun liing very inucJi Darkness liid her from us. 
When wo loft, the eaipeuter reporti'd live to six feel of water in her hold, but ho had no 
nienns of judging (KU'vcctly AVo had ii rie(» eiirgis and avo had no liojics of saving tho 
ship On the ‘iTtli, at Saugor, 1 believe wo had tho Aviiid from (he oast. 1 was sick 
below part of the time. Tlio liaronn-ter A\aH at *2!) dO ; the appearanoo of the wcathor was 
equally and stormy. Tln vo Averts slnp§ at. aneln»r there, but I ean’t say how many I have 
uovov boon out of her Is^foro. 1 think tho julot did inako a remark that it Avas uiiuRiial 
to luive easterly Avinds iii Juno, d'luu'o was nothing unusual in tho sea. Tho Captain of 
a tug steanioi* came up, and said that thcro av.mr a hoavy rav< * 11 outside. I think ho said 
** from tlio south Avard.” I did not notice anything unusual in the appearaneo of tho sky. 
Tho sliip was well tbnnd iii gear avIh'II 1 left luu’ as any ^hi]) could be. 1 was told that I 
uhould moot Avilh rough Avt'iitlior, and I took particular ju’oeaiitions. , Wo Iwul two bower 
ancboi's and a spare (MIC, and two cables Avith IXIO fatboins on each. W'e bad throo boats. 
They Avero in ordiM*. ( >ne of the quarter boats Avas on (be skids. Tliat was stovo in by the soa, 
and tlio other one was carrii'd aAViiy in nieces, llofore avo came out our elniins w^ero tested, and 
our rigging was of u in' and Avas iicav TIh* erew laJiaved very avoU till they hoeaine oxhaufited. 
For throe days Ave ln\d nn cnuking. Tlie }»ilot and leacUnuin kojit up vigorously and holjied 
us. Every ono Avas s^mer, esnui iqjiolhetimeofleaA'iiigtlnAveFsel. Wo wisro properly treated 
on hoard the light -^hi|», and we AAcn* most kindly Ireated on the Grivniai ]Vty biiniuo droAV 
17 feet 8 ineln*s in tin: river. Two sliijis and a steamer vent out from Kaugor with ub. One 
of them Avas the 1 forget tho name of tlic other. Tho fttoamor was the Ordm^ 

BJic }»ut back. I did imt anticipate a breeze Avhou avo came to »Siiugor. 

Fi'andu LvBouiifl'vr sailb, — I Avns chief otlicor of the barque Champion. Sho hailed 
from Jersoy. 1 remember leaving Bangor on tjio *27(h Juno last, outward bound. 
Ml’. Lhiihiui&t was uiu pilot, Tho weathev showed no bad appearance. The barometer was 
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low. The wind was from E. .toE.S.E. It ajipojired to mo tliat ilioro would be ruin, 
but I did^not, think that we should have wind. I^lio and tho Sfrafhhhiiu* 

went out with us. Next day the weather appeared to he irii]ii(>ving at daj^-lipht; but at 
8.A.M. it <nimo on to blow pretty stmupfly from the wune quarter. J can't say what course 
we wore steeiine* tJll wo got out past tlic Eastern C/liannel Ijiglit-hou-'o. After east oil* ^^'e 
steered south till 1 next moniing, and then wo put the shi]) on tlie starboard t.aek, tho 
wind having veered to the »S.W. Wo kept- on tliat tnek till wo eanie to anehyr near the 
‘Mutlah light. We aiiohored there as wo <*ould not. weetlMa' the Mullnli on that taek, 
and if wo had gone on anolhiT timk wo should luive drifted to the sands. W(» were only 
carrying the fore-toji-inast st-aysfiils and the lower to])suil. l>efore we m]elj<*roiloiirloTi«j-‘ 
boaJ[.and BOmoBjiars and all things movable' about the deck had been waslu'd away. Wo oaine 
to an anchor about lOdiO cm. on !;.*.'^'th June ; and wc* rode it out till if v.m , ‘Jtdli June, 
when tho starboard oablo parted. ’The spars wiTe <‘ut away about id \.m. to fuiablo tlio sliij> 
to* bold by her jiort eliaiii. (Mit her back stays adrift, and the iiiaiu top-niMNt wiaii nvor tlio 
fiido eairyiug ibe ini/eu lop-mast, with it.. Indd on until just after miilnieht., a.ud then the 

port cable ])arteil. 1'be sliip was ]»erfe(‘tly lijiht thou, and remained so t dl tho ovoniinjj of 
Sunday tho 1st. We had set tlu' nii/eu staysail to keep l)io shi]) to windward. As soon as she 
parted', and abnost ininiodiately tliat we had <lon<* so, tlm ^t!), ysa.il bbiw to ])Ii!(*e.s. W(‘ went 

driving umler bare ]»ol('s ovit tlie laiidcs to the nortliward. \\\^ k(q»t j*ur lead gf)irig. ^,\\) ke]»t 
driving abmg. Tlie wdnd ve(‘red to tli(‘ (‘astward, tlum loathe N.E then to N. and 
round to N.W., tlien W. and tlien to S.AV- We were driven Imok into deep water. 
When tho wind tirst veered wo sbi])]M*d a Imavy se.a that eiuTietl aw'ay the wlie.el oliaiiis 
and B])lLt tho rudder in sueli a manner as to render it useie^’s Oiu' pf the nu*ii was \va^i]led 
away from the wImhJ right forward. About. 10 i*.m. we. found that tin' gudgeons Jiad l>eeii 
torn away from llie stern }>ost, and we could see by the ni«)tion of the siii[) llia.t sin* w^ns 
making whaler. All bands wtu-ekepi at the ])uni]>s from tliat time till w'e hut tlie shi]). Tho 
water w'tis gaining on us. AVnieii I left tlie sliiptlie lee rail was underwriter. About twenty 
minntos ])ast noon wo met tlio liglit-shi]). AV(' lioisted our ensign witli the jack down, and somo 
fiignal whieb T forget.. liglit-sbip bore dowui on us. AVhen sln' got to windward of iLsAt 

wMIs considored advisable to abandon oiir shi]). Tlii\v sent a boat I o us. ^Uio ( 'aptain and all hands 
went in that boat, e.\eo])l tin* lulot, lea.dsman, and tho steward When lhe> got^alongside the 
ligid.-shi]! ibo boat got stove in by a lu'avy sea. They sent anolluM* boat for its, and we loft tho 
Blup about o c.M. and went on board tlm lighl-sbip. Tlie h>g and everything, e\ee[)tllio shii)'s 
pa-pers, were lost. AAb‘ ke.[)t sounding tlie well. A\"ben the (Ai plain left tlie shi] > there 1 was tliiuk 
tiA^o or six feet of w ater in llie liobl. I eould not take soundings after the ( kiptalii left. I tried to 
do so, but 1 W'as washed overboard and back again. l’lie]»iloi was oji the poop at Dial tirrie. 
He behaved as well as a man could have biOuived, so did tlie b'a<lsmau, who iionct left tlie deck 
after we got into the eyelone. AVbi did not see wdiat b»;;‘;nne of tlie bai^que. Darkness sot in 
Boon after we got on tho light-shi]). I am sure that she eould not Inive remained alloat 
during the niglit. 'fho (nvw bchaviMl very widl. Scv(*ral of them wi're di.sabled. hlvery thing 
that ooultl ho done to save the shi[) was done. AVn \ver<» kindly treated on board tho lighf-.ship. 
Wo were brought uj> to (’alcutta. in the steamer OrivnfaL All liands went into the Hailors’ 
llonie. ►Some of the men are gone, but some are still in tho Homo, Everyb(^dy onboard 
waS^.'iobor all through the gjdo. - 

PhiJq^ Winftr Amj/ saitli, — T was 2tu1 ofTiccr on bo.-ird tho ('htwqtion. 1 remember 
anohoriiig near tho liglit-sliip at Mutbili. We had lost .'dl s])ar(* s]»ars and tlie hiiig-hoat, and 
everything 'movable on the day bedbre by Inung swept by ;i seji. Sliorlly afttu* we aneliorod 
the starboard cbaiii parted. We took tlie fragment of tlu* stnrl)oa.rd oliain and fastened it on 
to the ])ort (diain and j>aid it out AVe wi^atlim-ed it out all tliat day. d^he rb*e.ks w^t^re-eonliuually 
under water. 1 was so mmdi oee.upmd with my own work about tlio deck, that T did not notieo 
how tho wind was. About mirliiight the ]>ort chain parted. We had out avvay the main toj)- 
rnasl, which in going earriod away the mizen to]i-mast. 1 dare say that eased the ship alitllo 
time. As it was blowing so hard after the jiort cabh* parted, wo endeavored to set tho main 
BiavRail, and 1 think tho foro4oi)-mast Rta.ysail. The sails blew away into shreds. The load was 
kepi going. 1 oould not .say what soundings were givmi. We mot tho Eastern Oliauuel light- 
ship on tho 1 si July. We made signals of distress. Tlu' rihlder hn.d gone on tho Sunday. 
Tho ligW^shiii sent* us a l)oat, and most of us M'cnt ..I!' to llio Jight-sliip ; tho lioat was 
not tit to be put into tlio waler ag.'iin, so .slie was lioist' I nj> and another boat was low'er<Ml. 
I took charge witli some of our cn'W and returned tb llie ClKiih/Hon. 1 fouiul oven more water 
jii her than wlu'n I hdt lier. \ should say that there wer(' eight feet of water wlum I left her; 
but wo could get no iiroijcr sounding.^. 1 have been feurieen years at soa. I hold a s(»or)nd 
imito^B oeiiilioato T tliink that every thing was done that oould have boon done to save tlio 
ship. Every ono was sober on board the whole time. 

ITorfjfio fjhnhji(IA saith, — T am a. lioonsed mast or lalot, and 1 Tvas in jalotago charge of 
tho Champion outward bound. AVe lefttho ]>ort. on 2Jih June last. Wo anchored at Siuigor on 
the 27 th in tow of tho steamer i ]irodue<» a eojiy of my report as to tin* subso- 

qiiont fate of tlio ship; tho origiiud reiiort is in tho Ala-i'‘r AtbuidiUit.’a olllce. All tliaf i Jiave 
written in my repoii i.s struct ly true to tlm best of my kuowiedgu and liolief. When we loft 
Saugor there" was no wiml ; tlioro w as only a little light air iium tho eastward. Tho baromotor 
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was low ; it had remaitiod for some days at about 29*48. There was no unusual soa at Saugor 
Iloa<Ls, hut there was in the Eastern Ohunnel I anticipated a cyclone, and told the Captain 
80 . I discharged the stoainor Cohimhm which towed us down on the morning of the 26th, as 
I would not go out on that day. I only took the shl[> out in obedience to the Oaptain^s request, 
and not in aeeordanoo with luy own discretion on the 27th Juno, and I think that JL was 
bound to do so in obodieuee to the G-ovoriimont order (copy of order attaehod). We tacked on 
tlie o*u*ly Tnomiug of the 2Sth June, hecause Jtho wind had veered from the E. to 
S.K.W. I' tacked from the port tatk to tlio starboard tack. 1 was heading S.B. 
I remained on that tack till I broiiglit the 8bi]> to an anchor about 8 a.m on 20tn June. 
I made a good offing from the time 1 cast tlio steamer ni\\ until the wind, veered round to 
'S.S.W. I was standing down due south for some time, for about* four houi’s, going eight 
knots per hour ; then fiuj wind backed; the Captain said that be was sick, and ho asked 
me for my assistanco. I rendered it tf) the best of my ])o\\or. I think tliat the oiri(*ers and crew 
worked 'well. I think that (^very thing tliai could have been done to save thii ship was done. 
We Imiftted our ensign, union down, wluui wc saw the light-ship. Hlic r(^pll(‘d, and wo showed 
“ Want (jssififfnHjr.’' IMic light-slrp hoisted — “ r/o //c/^ tr/mf TliotJaptain of the 

Chfdnjtinn re]h\Ml — “/ ahtnulon the /y-snyV,” and tlu» liglil-sbi]) sent her boats for us. All 

our boats liad bcauj wasliod away. The liglit-8hi])*s boat was manned by lasciirs; it was thou 
blowing strong and there was a heavy scja. 


OciNio.v. 

Arrr.n onrcfully considering tho evidence, it appears that tlio barque ChampioHy in 
pilotage charge of Mr. Li(!i'nsed Master Pilot 11. Lindciuisi, left Saugiu* outward bound on the 
1^7th June last-, with a low barometer, Ibo wind at K., and a heavy s(mi running in tho Eastern 
Channel. This, in tlu' opinion of-tlui Committcj^ wan a sufficient warning of an ajiproacliing 
gale, and tlio (k>mmilte<' consider that it was verv inqmident to leave a safe anchorage off 
naugor while tho \v(Mitlicr was iinsotthMl and tlireateiiing. ^ 

An easterly wind in tho moiitli (»f June with low barometer and heavy soa from S.E. 
is lookc'd upon as iiidieaijon of a. coming gale. 

The Comniittc'o arc however of (fpiuion that after the vessel wont to sea every thing was 
done that could be ac.conipIisluHl to keep the shiji atloat, and had it not been for tho Com- 
mander of the Phuvi floating liglit vessel (whieh vessel hove in sight just in time) the 
crew of the Clittitfpio)i w^mld in all ]iTobabilit.y have perished. The Commander of the PkutH 
floating light vessel on seiung signals of distress living on hoaj’d of the barquo Champion^ 
very promptly, and at eousidcrable risk, loivercd his boat, manned by lascjars, and in charge of 
tlio second officer, suoe.cedcd in t.jikiMig all the cr(!wexcc])t the ])ilot, chief ollicer, leadsman, and 
one seaman, to tli(» PUmvf. TliisMaJut it apf)ears 'was stove in alongside of the Planet by the 
heavy sua running at the tim<s so much st> tluit slu^ wtin unfit for service. A socothI boat was 
lowcr(*d and manned by the ivscmumI crew of tho Cl/aijt/iioii^ rotunied to the Iwrquo, and 
fiuecetMlcd in bringing olf tho remainder of tho men. Tho Captain it appears was sick and 
wont in tlio first bout. 

The pilot in liis evid<»nco states that by tlio orders of tlie Master- Attendant convoyed to 
Jiim in form lo (blank form annexi'd) uud to every pilot taking pilotage (hargo of ail outward 
hound V(?"»sel, be is (*oni|ielled t.o move the vessel 'wlicn desired to do so l»y fh(^ Cimimandor, and 
that he did inform Hub t.!ommander ol'tlie (Itawpina that a gale was brewing. 

The Commiltoc are of (»piuion that a general order slumld be given to tho oiReors of tho 
pilot service w'ariiiiig them against proceeding to sea from Saugor anchorage when tho 
weather is threatening and every iudicaliou of a coming galo is browing.

Report made to the Mostcr-Atfeadant htj JAcrnscd Master Pilot Lindquist and J. Landran, 

Miistcr of Barque Champi-iii.''^ 

Dated TI. M.’fl Floating Liglit Vessel Planet^ 2ud July 1872. 

I RRO RET having to report the abandoning of tho barque Champion of Jersey, about 
fifty miles S. E. by 8. of False Point Light -In mse, co^^equent on injuries roebived during the 
rytSiono of Smulay, Juno JjOth, l!^7'2, the particulars of which are as follows: — 

Thursday, the 27th ultimo, at S i\m., cast otf stoamor (olamhuH^ E. C. F. L. vessel, 
bearing E. S. E. about ff miles ; wijul oast, made all sail on port tsnh and stood down south. 

Friday, the 28th, 1 a.m., wind vccro<l to S. S. W., taeked ship, wind falling light aud 
squally. 6 a.m., wdnd iroslieniug, took in toji gallant sails and main lop mast staysail. 9 a.m.^ 
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wind incroasing, took in upper topsails, jib, spanker, and mainsail. Noon, shipped a heavy 
sea, washing away long boat, all spare spars, and moveable things about the decks, also stove 
in pinnace on the skids, ship labouring heavily, and completely Hooded with water fore and 
aft. 2 P.M., hauled the foresail up, wind still increasing. 7 p.m., sighted Mutlah steam vessel 
bearing N. E. 8 p.m., blowing a gale from southward, ship headreeking under lower topsails, 
fore, and mizen staysails. Wind hauling more to eastward and heavy sea, driving ship to 
northward ; midnight, Muilah steam vessel bearing E. by S. ; on finding vessel driving^ ao fast to 
northward, considered it advisable to bring ship to an anchor. Took in soil, and brought 
ship up in 11 fathoms, Mutlah steam vessel bearing S. E. about 3 miles, veered to 76 fathoms 
on both chains, being unable to give her any more owing to docks being flooded with water, 
and the«cham j)ipeB Iwing well aft and low on the dock. 

Saturday, the 28th, 3 a.m., i)arted ^tarhoard chain, blowing a hard gale with heavy sea 
running and hard squalls. 8 a.m., seeing vessel could not liold on much longer, cut away 
main top mast, taking the mizon top gallant mast willi it. Throughout the romaiiider of 
the day heavy squalls,, mountanous sea, vessel shipping larfje qimntiiies of water, washing 
away bulwarks fore and aft. 

Sunday, the 30th, 0*30 a.m., port and last chain parted, carrying the windlass away at 
the time. Set mizeci staysail to keep ship to the wind. iJlowing too heavily to make sail to 
work out. Gale incnuising to a cyclone, an<l wind gradually hauling i\y eastwaixl. 7 a.m., 
mizen sta^’sail blew away, sent all hands aloft to pass extra gaskets round the sails. 8 a.m., 
shipped a \’ery heavy sea over the quarter, carrying away wlioel (‘hains, splitting the main 
piece of the rudder, washing the port quarter boat out of the davits, smashing the skylight, and 
the hatch of the stoorage. Called all hands on the poop, and told them to make themselves 
fiist with life lines, l^assod a buoy with two liaskets on it, np])oaring to bo painted red and 
black horizontally. All the head sails, foretopsjiil, and foiestiil blew away, wind gradually 
hauling all round the compass, ship drifting imder bare poles, sea continually breaking clean 
over her and raining in torrents. Ohservecl the iron baml of the tiller rcHind the rudder 
head split. Got s])are tiller aft, and Bhipj)Gd it. 2 »\m., botli (bain (hovers washed off the 
cliain pipes, and forehead veUtila-tor leading into the hold ripj>ed from its fastening in the 
deck ; largo quantities of water going below. Had great dilliculty in getting new covers on. 
On attempting to pump shij) several men got severely liurt from the sea ; others washed over- 
board and back again. The crew’s house got oompletoly gutted of chests and bunks. 10 i\m., 
found rudder had completely gone just below tlie Iwuid, having torn the gudgeons clean out 
of the stern post. Made a tari)auUu fiisi in weather-mizen rigging to keep ship to the wind* 
Midnight, cyclone at its height, and heavy seas continually falling aboard and sweeping her 
fore and aft. 

Monday, July 1 st, daylight, weather slightly modoniting ; obsorvetl ship to have a quantity 
of water in her; stationed all hands to tho pmnps, luidhcAving cargo overboard from the 
afterhold. Water gradually gaining on the pumps, and ship settling down to starboard 
fost, having* the lee rail up to the main hatch entirely muier water. Noon, observed a sail to 
windward, made signal of distress, stranger bore up, which turned out to bo tho P. L. V, 
Planet adrift from her station. Captain and officers mutually agreed it was advisable to 
abandon the vessel, and all hands were taken out by the boats of tho PUtnel. I am happy to 
state that no lives w^ere lost. .

"Champion,” " liothesay,” and "Solway,” holden on the 20/A July 1872, in pu/suanee 
of orders from the LieuttJianU Governor ^ dated iiik July 1872.

John Roche saitli,—- 1 was an A. B. on board of the ship Rothesay. She was a 
wooden ship. She was over 1,400 tons. She was a BritiRh vessel belon| 4 :in^ to Olas<^ow. Tin re 
were 30 of us all told on board. 1 had come out here from Liverpool. Sne was well found in 
gear and ground tackle. We were outward-bound for Bombay with jute, sugar, grain, and 
gunny. On Saturday, the 29th, we dropped down the river in tow of a steamer. We arrived off 
Saugor about 5 r.M. the next evening. We went to sea on Saturday. I cannot say how the 
wind was then. We were then on the starboard tack. It was blowing pretty fresh. We could 
not see the pilot brigs. We had h pilot on board, his name was Elson. He had a small native boy 
with him as a servant. Wo were uiiublo to land the pilot. We lost one of our topsails on Satur- 
day night. On the Sunday it was blowing a cyclone U]> to midday. We lost all our sails— -the 
mizen top-mast and top-gal Ian t-xnast, and the head of the mizeii-must. The Captain gave orders 
for the fore-top-gallant back stays to be cut to let the top-gallant-mast agoing. It did not go 
till night. We cleared away the wreck that was hanging over tho ship’s side. About midday it 
cleared a good deal. It was nearly a calm with not much of a sea ; but what there was was cross. 
About 2-30 or 3 p.m. the breeze freshened, and as the Captain called it, a second cyclone came on, 
and the wind went right round the compass. 1 think that we were in the centre of the second 
cyclone. All our bulwarks were carried away. Twenty-seven inches were sounded in her 
well. We were ordered to the pumps, and were at them all night. There was a donkey 
engine for the pumps; but os there was so much water it could not be used: The water 
increased to SO inches. We kept her at that for some length of time by constantly 
pumping. At 1 0 f.m. a house on deck, the donkey engine and the boats were washed 
away. All the boats went. One of the men a boatswain’s mate, who was sick, was sleeping 
in the bouse and he was killed. The house fell on the top of him. We kept on pumping 
until about 2-30 a. m., and then we went below to see if we could see any water there. 
The house had a ventilator which went down to the lower hold. Tho upper part of this 
was washed away ; a little water got down that. The alter batoh was washed away, and we 
covered it over with canvass. When it got daylight the Captain came on deck and he called on 
some of us to make a raft. We made it by about 8 a.m. W^e found ourselves in four fathoms of 
water at this time, and the pilot ordered the anchors to be let go. We let go the port anchor but 
it parted, and we let go the starboard anchor with 60 fathotus of chain. The Captain ordered all 
hands to launch the raft. Our Captain’s name was Robert Mayne. The raft was launched, but in 
the launching the Captain got his leg broken in two places, and the 2nd mate was washed over- 
board and he sank. He went by the name of Mr. Bury. The ship was laboring very bard then^ 
and the decks were wa^hing up. We lashed the Captain on the raft. There were 12 of us on the 
raft, and the pilot jumped irom the ship and swam to us. When we got under the ship’s quarter 
another man also swam to us. The Captain askbd us and the mute, who was bis son, to put him 
back on the sbipj os his leg W'as broken, and be was going to die. He was put back. Tho mate

took him back, but did not rejoin us. He remained on the ship. We drifted out to sea. The 
pilot said t^at he did not know where we were. We drifted on with the tide in and out. 
There was a strong current. The wind had abated by this time; it was about 9-SO a.u. 
on the Ifit instant, that we left the ship. We kept her in sight all day. Sometimes the sea 
usedJto turn her round, and at about 5 p.ic. of the same day she healed over on her broadside. 
We were about three or four miles from her then. The pilot stood up on the rsQi to see if he 
could see her. That was the last we saw of the ship. All Monday night we were on the raft. 
On Tuesday wo lost one man, whose name I don^t know. He got out of his senses and said he 
was going to lie down on the forecastle. He let go the rafr. and sank. Another man also shortly 
after got delirious and ]he sank. Six altogether got so. Some of the men proposed to make a 
secqpd raft out of the spars that the drowned men had abandoned, and that wus done. These 
men and the pilot went to make it. • Each man had one of the booms, and they lashed them 
together. One named Fraser said to a man named Butler on the second raft Good bye, I am 
going home/^ he went away and was drowned. Butler said I cannot stand this any longer, I 
am going to lie down ; he went and was drowned. The pilot went in the same way. He was 
delirious also. We lost the pilot^s boy out of our raft. It was in the same way. We were all dizzy 
and queer, and on some part of the Tuesday night we got on the Chandpore beach. We lay on 
the beach that night. In the morning we saw a light-house. We got t( 4 gcther by about midday. 
Some natives came and put us into a bouse in the eutcherry, and gave us rice to eat. We stayed 
thereTor two days, and the police came and the Inspector took us to a llaboo’s house. He gave 
us some fowl, and then we walked sixteen miles to Contai and saw the Magistrate there. The 
Civil Engineer put us into one of the Government houses there. We wjiited for four days. We 
were eventually brought up in Government boats. We left our moorings from the Esplatiude 
on Monday, the ^4th June. We anchored at Garden Reach, and weighed anchor on the 25th 
Juno. We got to Diamond Harbour on that day and anchored there. We got away from 
there on the 2Gth instant, about 8 or 9 a.m. Weanchoredat Mud Poinion that day. Next we 
anchored somewhere else. It was the 28th June when we anchored at Saugor. We left Suugor 
next day and went straight on. As we were going out a tug vessel wus coming in, and she 
wrote on a boaid that there was a heavy sea outside. I did not know that the vessel hud been 
humping in the four fathoms water. The ship^s draft was 21 feet aft. There was much soa on. 
When we got the four fathoms sounding we were ordered to march oil' from the pumps to 
launch the raft. The water was in her hold then. I dotpl know how much. She was aground 
then. The pilot was engaged in launching the raft. He wan exerting himself. He was sober as 
far as 1 could see. All hands were sober. On Sunday night I went into the mate’s cabin to ask 
what the barometer was, and I saw that he had a bottle, and that t he mate and the pilot and 
the boats wain ‘were there. 1 thought that she was a gone ship when we left her* The Captain 
thought BO too ; so did the pilot. 

Join Zemker, saith, — I was an A. B. on board the RotheHoy, I remember that 
we got under weigh for the last lime on a Friday. We went right out on that night. I 
can’t say how the wind was. The wind was ahead. Whilst we were being towed out we set 
the fore- top-mast staysail. After we were oast off, we set tl»e topsails and the foresail, and 1 
think we set some kind of mainsail. The rnain-top-<rallant-sail. I don’t know liow the wind was 
then. There was a stiff breeze and a good sea on. We had to take the top-gallant-sail in again. 
We went about when we saw the light-ship. It blew hard that night. Next morning wo had to 
shorten sail. We reefed the top sails. The wind freshened up a little on that day. At 6 to 8 that 
night we furled the iiiainsuil and the upper top sails and reefed the foresail. It commenced to 
blow harder after that. At 8 p.m. I went to the wheel, I bad a conversation with 
the man that I had relieved, and the Captain said that he could hold it by himself. I tried it 
and it threw me over and knocked me in between two stanebions. 1 hurt my knees and my ribs. 

1 lay there ten minutes, the Captain and the pilot came up 1 took the wheel. The 
pilot pulled me out. The Captain said, must take in sail us the breeze is coming 
hard up.” The pilot said, “all right.” I heard it blowing heavily that night. The vessel 
shipped seas that night. 1 was down below from my injuries, and on Sunday morning I was 
told by a shipmate to come out and save my life. 1 then saw that the house was washed away ; 
every thing that was movable was washed away. We were at the pumps, but when it was 
light we were ordered to make a raft. The ship was in a sinking state wlicn 1 went on deck,. 

1 beard that four fathoms soundings were given, but I don’t, believe it, as she did not bump. The 
Captain got his leg broken when we were getting the lafu on board; and we missed the 2nd 
mate at the same time. I jumped into the sea and reached the raft the pilot did the same. 
There were fifteen of us on the raft. We only saw the ship for about two hours after we left her. 
When 1 last saw her she was over on her starboard beam ends. We driltcd out to soa in the 
raft. We lost some men from them. We made two rafts out of the one. The men got light 
head( d and dropped 'lihe rafts ; the pilot did so. Each raft lost three persons. We got ashore 
on the next night. I don’t know the name of the place. We got ahead of the second raft. 
Only one man, named Fraser, was saved upon the second raft. I never felt the vessel bump. 
All the crew that were not disabled worked as hard as they could. No officer has been saved. 
Every one was sober as far as I know. We all got a glass of grog before we left the vessel. 

Aoron Fraser saith,—* I was an A. B. on board the ship Rothesay, We left Calcutta on the 
25th, in tow of a tug, we got to Diamond Harbour ; on the 26th June we got to Saugor, f^nd 
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oil the 27th June we were towed out to the Ridf^e Li^ht, find the tow boat left us. I was 
heaving the lead from the time that we left the Inner Light till the tow boat cast qff. ' I think 
that the wind was about north-east, and we stood away to the soath-west, with our 
three lower topsails, foretopmast staysail, spanker, and foresail. We stood that way for 
about two hours, and then we went about in order to fetch a light-ship. We ran under the 
light-ship’s ^tern and the pilot hailed her. The pilot and light-ship’s captain had a con- 
versation. After we had cleared the light-ship we steered away to the south-west again; 
this brought us to midnight, and we could not see any pilot brig. We hove to until day- 
IJght ; day-light was very thick; a heavy sea was running/ and there was a stiff breeze. We 
hove the deep sea load and got nine fathoms. The pilot said we ought .to be just on the Brigs 
station. About two hours after the wind hauled round and became fair, and then the Capjbain 
and pilot agreed to go to sea. We got all our topsails, a reef foTcsail, and mainsail out, and 
stood away down the Bay; that was on the 28th June. We went on all that night; the wind 
was free. On the mornitig of Saturday the wind increased, and we reefed the foresail 
and main upper topsails and stowed the mizen npper topsail. At mid-day we took in the 
mainsail. In the Hrst day watch we took in the foresail and fore * and main upper 
topsail and we went on pretty easy, until midnight ; then we got a squall from the 
north-west, and it carcied away the fore topsail and the fore topmast sstaysail. About 
an hour after the main topsail went and then the mizen. Next morning, about 8 o’clock, 
the Captain told the boatswain to cut away the mizen topmast backstay ; he did so, and 
the mizen topmast went over the side. At 10 a.m. the wind lulled; some men were 
aloft, gathering in the old canvass, and stowing canvass and clearing up the decks, and the 
Captain called the carpenter and told him to sound the pumps. The ship had then 87 
inches of water in her, and all hands were called to pump ship. Wc pumped from mid-day 
till 4 * r.M. We got a second cyclone ; it blew harder than the first. At 7 P.Bi. the two 
boats and the skids were washed away, and three water-tanks that were lashed on deck. 
„At mid-night the deckdiouse was washed away, and there was a square ventilator in the 
house. Nothing was placed over the ventilator till next morning, and at every sea several 
tons of water went down it. We could not get to the venfilator in consequence of the 
wreck from the house on deck. About 4 a.m. I went down the after-hatoh to see if 
the water was visible. No water could bo seen there until day-light. At day-light 
water was up to her ’tween-decks and she was going down fast. We were still ‘all hands at 
the pumps. The (Captain called four of us from the pumps to lend a hand to make a raft from 
diflereni booms and yards. We made the raft. The water was gaining, and every time the ship 
rolled you could sec the water witliin about six feet of the upper deck. When the raft was 
made the pilot heaved the lead, and we got five fathoms. There was a very heavy sea. We 
let go the starboard anchor with forty-live fathoms of chain* The chain parted. We let go the 
port anchor with sixty fathoms, and the ship swung head to the sea. As soon as she swung 
head to the sea she commenced sinking, and the (/aptaia called all hands to launch the raft. 
We launched it, and whilst launching it a heavy sea came over and broke the Captain’s leg in 
two places. He askt^d us to take him up in his stall-room. They took him on the poop and laid 
him there. Fifteen of us got on the raft, and then wc found that the raft would not bear any 
more, for wo were up to our chests then. Tlie mate remained on board the ship and cut the 
raft adrift. When the Captain broke his leg the second mate was washed away. The mate 
stood at the stern looking at us. 1 said to him — Won’t you jump Mr. Mayne^'’ he said— “I 
cannot leave my father.” The pilot jinriped and swam to the raft, and we drifted away for 
about two miles, when we saw the ship give a heavy roll and heel over on her beam ends. We 
saw no more of her. Wo drifted two days and two nights on the raft. On Tuesday night we 
divided the raft and made a smaller one. Myself, the pilot, John Butler, and a man whose 
name I don’t remember, got on the small raft, and about 9 o’clock thatmight John Butler and 
the other man went out of their minds and cast themselves adrift, and one tried to drown me. 
After about two hours the other man swam away from the raft and gave a about and wont 
down. Shortly after Butler said to me — Fraser, good-bye, I must go as that other man has 
gone, for I wjiut to turn in.” T shook hands with him, and he let go the raft and went 
down. I said to the pilot Mr. Elson, We can make the raft all serene.” He said, Oh Fraser 
1 cannot hold out any longer.” I said “ You don’t mean to give up already;” he said “ Yes, 
Fraser, I cannot help it.” 1 took the piece of line he had round his waist, and T made him fast 
to the raft, and whilst I was lushing the raft, he cast himself adrift and rolled off the spar and I 
caught him by the hair^and dragged him buck, and I was going to make him fast again when 
lie let go his hold and was going down. 1 caught him by the hair again, and 1 missed my 
hold, and he was taking me down with him, so 1 was forced to let him go. In about two 
minutes he came up again. I was just stooping over when he came up right behind me and 
said ” Oh my wife” and wont down again- About two hours afterwards Itfound myself on the 
beach; I lay down there and slept till next morning. Then I foand myself down by a place 
called Balasore. 1 walked to a hon^c and met eight more of the other raft. We walked to a 
place called Contai with two native policemen. Then the Magistrate kept us three or four days 
and gave us a shirt and a pair uf trowsers a piece, plenty to oat, and three boats to take us to 
Calcutta. The canoes brought us to Calcutta. 1 never felt the vessel bumping, and we must 
have felt it if she did bump. 1 am sure that she was not safe enough for any one to have 
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stopped by ber. Every one did his be«)t to save her. Four of her crew hurt themselves on 
Sunday morning*. The carpenter was injured. Every one \va<» sober. When I was on the raft 
1 passed a barque with her mizen-mast standing. Where we landed we found much of the 
wreck of oor vessel on shore. 

• Opinion. * • 

It appears from the cvidancc that, the ship J^oificnay left Saucjor on the 27th June 1872 
in pilotage charge of Mr. Licensed Master Pilot J. H Elson, with the same indications^ of an 
approaching gale tfs the barque Champion had, viz. a low baiometer and the wind E. 

* The C^immittcc is of opinion Dial it was imprudent to leave a safe anchorage with the 
above indication of a comiug Breezes 

Like the Champion too tliis Vessel was near if not in the centre of the hurricane, and 
after losing her.spars, boats, and having her decks swypt, and washing away the deck-house 
thercliy exposing a ventilator which hd to the lower hold, and dow^n which said ventilator 
laigc quantiihs of water went witli evcjy sea shipped, and it was with considerable difficulty 
fit tended W 4 th dang* r to life tliat tlie said ventilator was at lust covered over. A t this time 
however the vessel was a eomplelo wreck, and the Commiltee are of opinion that the Oommunder, 
oUicers, pilot, and crew, did their ntniostand all that could possibly have been done under the 
circumstances was done to save the ship. 

The coKimittee are also ol' upini*»ii that vessels should not leave Saiigor for sea in the 
months oi Juno and duly with threatening weather, low harometcr, and every indication of an 
approaching gale ul hand.

2. In the cases of the Champion and liothesnv, the Committee of Inquiry 
found tliat tlie baroiucters of botli vessels indicated the ap])roacli of a storm, and 
*tljey were of opinion that in the face of this warning it was imprudent to 
proceed to sea. They recommend th;it a general order should be given to the 
officers of the Pilot Service, warning them against proceeding to sea from Saugor 
anchorage during the months of June or July when the weather is threatening 
and there is already wind and a low har.nueter. 

, 3. The Lieutenant-Governor would ho glad to be favored with the opinion 
of the Ohamtier of Oomtooi cH and of tlie Master- Attendant on this recommend- 
ation of the Comrnitti'C. Ilis llonor himself has doubts as to the expediency of 
issuing such an order, for we do not know for certain which arc the worst 
cyclone months; M’hilo we believe that cyclones may occur in April, May, 
September, and October, as well as during the months named by the Committee. 
It wpuld manifestly be inexpedient thus to fetter the discretion of masters of 
vessels during half the year. At the sajpe time there is very much to he said 
for the Committee’s view' ; and whatever be the result of their recommendation, 
it w'ill bo an advantage that the attention of masters, ow'ners, and shippers, 
.should be directed to the view'^s of the Committee, 
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Badnfc^, Weather, and State and Prospects of the Crops.

Parometrics Pressure.-^The pressures in colunan 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 
feet are reduead from those ^iven in column 3 of the table on the previous paj^e by adding the 
weight of a column of air of the corresponding temperatures given in column 17. For stations of 
above 500 feet elevation^ the reduction is made by Dippers tables as given in Guyot^s ^'Meteorological 
and Physical Tables/^ The temperatures at the sea-level arc taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature.— Thii temperutures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preced- 
ing page by adding 1° Fahr, for every 350 feet. 

Windf Resultant .— resultant wind direction and the comparative predominance arc calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The latter is given as 
a percentage of the whole number of observations. The mean direction is computed in the usual way 
by Lambert^s formula. 

Serenity,— Th\s column gives the average proportion of unclouded sky, a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10 and one completely overcast by o. 

The above being all comparable, aflbrd the data for constructiiJg a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobario and isothermal lines i^nd the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence oi the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

Her Majesty’s Government liavo dccitlod not to 
offer any additional inducements for iho retirement 
of unemployed officers, and that all ollleers of unim- 
peaohable character and sound healtli, whoso rank ren- 
ders it difficult and, indeed, almost impossible, to find 
suitable staff employment for them in the present state 
of the service, sliall nevertheless continue in the service, 
and at the disposal of Government under the existing 
regulations, so long as they retain their ])resciit fitness 
for active employment, and are ])repared to discharge 
whatever duty the Government may think proper to call 
upon them to perform. Such of these oflioers as have 
attained, or mnv attain, the substantive rank of Licute- 
nant-Coionol, should they still continue unemployed, will 
have the option, as a temporary arrang<Miient, of residing 
out of India upon British pay until their services are

Hoaslia, or 'village authority^ shall attempt to 
arrest an offender beyond his own jurisdiction 
without the cognizance and co-operation of the 
Mouzadar^ Gaonburali^ Pcumab, Housha> or 
chief village authority of the jurisdiction to which 
the offender has fled. When an offender is traced 
from one j(msdiction to another^ it will be suffi- 
cient to point him outto thcMouzadar^Gaonbiirah, 
Peuraah, Housha, or other competent authority 
of the village to which the offender has fled, and 
request him to make the arrest. 

1 S. When the Mouzadar, Saonburah,Pcumah, 
Honsha, or other chief village authorities^ feel 
unable to arrest an offender, they must apply to 
the Political Agent or any officer duly authorized 
to grant* them the aid of the regular police. 

14. The Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peiimahs, 
.and Houshas, or other chief village autlioritics^ 

arc empowered to arrest or cause to Ije arrested, 
and to fine all drunCards and other diaonlcrly 
persons found brawling out of their houses, and 
all persons found gambling, the fine not to 
exceed that awardable under their powers in 
criminal matters as hereinafter defined. 

15. All the inhabitiints of the Nasra Hills who 
are under the administrative control of the Political 
Agent arc hound to aid the regular poliec and 
village authorities when required to do so for 
the maintenance of order or tlie apprehension 
of offenders. Any person failing to do so is liable 
to fine ; the fine to be adjudged by the Mouzadar, 
Gaoilburah, Peumah, or Hotisha, or other chief 
village authority to the extent he is empowered 
to award in criminal cases, or by the Political 
Agent if fine beyond the amount those oflieers 
are authorized to impose is considered necessary. 
W'hen the particulsn* persons blameable for 
failure to aid in any community cannot be 
ascertained, the Mouzadar, Gaonbnrah, Penmab, 
Ilousha, or chief village authority, shall be 
considered responsible ; and if it appears tliat 
the community is to blame, and that particular 
offenders cannot be discovered, a fine may be 
imposed v^on the community, but by the Political 
Agent only.

III. — Criminal Justice. 

16. Criminal justice shall be ordinarily ad- 
ministered by the Political Agent, his Assistant, 
and by the Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peutuahs, 
Houshas, or other chief village authorities of the 
different communities. 

17. The Political Agent shall be competent 
to pass sentence of deatli or imprisonment for 
a terrq unlimited, or of fine up to any amount. 
Provided that no sentence of death shall be 
carried into cffact*without the coneurreneo of the 
Commissioner and the sanction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, to whom the proceedings shall be 
submitted by the Commissioner if ho concur 
in the sentence ; and no sentence of imprisonment 
for a term of seven years or upwards shall be 
carried into effect witliout the approval of the 
Commissioner; and provided further that fine 
shall in no case exceed the value of the offender's 
existing property. The Commissioner may 
enhance any sentence passed by his subordinates; 
but no offence shall be punished by a sentence 
exceeding; that awardable under the provisions of 
the Indian Penal Code. The assistant to the 
Political Agent shall exercise such powers as ho 


may be invested witli by the Commissioner not 
exceeding those of a Magistrate of the first class 
as defined in Act X of 187;^. 

18. Any Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, or 
Housha, or other chief village authority, may 
be empowered by the Political Agent to dispose 
of cases of persons charged with any of the follow- 
ing offences : — 

Injury to property not exceeding Rs. 50. 

Injury to person not endangering life or liml>. 

House trespass. 

Affronts of whatever kind. 

They may impose a fine for any offence they are 
competent to^try to the extent of Rs. 50. They 
may award restitution or coiupeiiHation to the 
extent of tlic injury sustaiued, aud enforce it by 
distraint of the property of the ofiender. 
Ill eases in winch the fine is not paid or realised 
either in whole or in part, they shall rcprivent 
the facts and send m tlie offender to the Politi- 
cal Agent, who may retry tlie case and impose 
such other puiiislimeiii as he is competent to 
inflict. All Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
Honshas, or other chief villagi* authorities who 
may be empowered as above, shall receive a 
suiiimd of recognition under the signatuie of the 
Pobtieal Agent. ^ 

19. Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, and 
Houbhas, or other duly recognized •village author- 
ities, may carry out their decision, or order 
attachment of property, as soon as judgment is 
pronounced; but in no case is property so attached 
to Ik) sold, if the party convicted claim to appeal 
within eight days, without the orders of the 
Political Agent. 

{a) — Mouzadars, (Jaonburahs, Peumahs, or 
Houshas, or other duly recognized village author- 
ities, may not decide in eases where their father, 
raotlier, son, daughter, wife, or the children, 
luisliauds, or waives, of any of these arc concerned ; 
or 

{b) — When the defendant is not a native of 
the Naga Hills, or is not resident within their 
jurisdiction; or 

When the offence is one against the state, 
or lias caused death or danger of life, or amounts 
to robbery or eoneerus counterfeiting of coin or 
the making of fraudulent documents or the like. 

20. The Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
and Ilonslias, or otlier duly recognized village 
authorities, shall not decide any rases save in 
open durbar, in presence of at least three witnesses 
aud the complainant and accused, whose attend- 
ance they are empowered to compel. Either 
party may appeal from the decision at the time 
decision is pronounced, or within eight days 
thereof to the Political Agent or his Assistant, in 
which case the Mouzadar, (lauiiburah, Peumah, 
or Housha, or other duly recognized authority, 
will take the parties or cause them to be sent 
before the Political Agent or his Assistant, with 
one of the persons required to attend as a court

. 21. An appeal lies to the Political Agent from 

the decitiious of his Auistant if preferred vithia 
•ixteeu days. 
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22. No appeal shall lie as a matter of right 
from the sentence of the Political Agent in* 
Tolving sentence of less than three years^ im- 
prisonment ; but it is competent to the Commis- 
sioner to call for die record of any case whatever, 
and to modify or reverse the decision passed. 
All sentences of over three yeara^ imprisonment 
MW appealable to the Commissioner. Appeals to 
the Commissioper mustbe preferred within thirty* 
two days. Ai( sentences above seven years must 
be confirmed by Commissioner, whose decision is 
final ; but the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor 
reserves to himself the prerogative of reviewing 
the proceedings of the Commissioner and his 
subordinates, and passing such orders on them as 
he may deem fit. 

28. The procedure of the Political Agent and 
hla Assistant shall be in the spirit of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure as far as it is ajiplicable 
to the circumstances of the district and consistent 
with these rules ; the chief^ exceptions are— 

(а) — Only verbal order or notice shall be 
requisite except when the regular police are 
employed, or the person concerned is not resident 
or in the district at the time ; or if in the district, 
but resident beyond it, where his place of abode 
is not known. But orders of summons shall 
be for a fixed day not exceeding sixteen days 
from that upon which the order is issued, and 
the order shall bo made known to the person 
afTooted or to some adult member of his family, 
or proclaimed at the place he was last known to 
be at, in sufficient time to allow him, if he see fit, 
to appear. 

(б) — A note of the substance of all the proceed- 
ings in cases tried before them must be kept by 
the Political Agent and his Assistant in the form 
prescribed by section 22B, Act X of 1872. In 
cases requiring a sentence exceeding three years, 
a full note of the evidence and proceedings mnst 
be kept. Examinations and proceedings shall 
generally be recorded in English only. 

(c)— The proceedings of the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
burahs, Peumahs, and Iloushas, or other duly 
recognised village authorities, need not be in 
writing; but if at the trial before the village 
authorities any person who can write can be 
found, a brief note of the proceedings is to 
be made. 

(i^)— All fines levied by the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
bural^, Peumahs, and Houshas, or other duly 
recognized village authorities, shall be paid to 
the Political Agent or his Assistant or other 
officer empowered to receive them within eight 
days from the date of realization. 

(«)— It shall bo discretionary to examine wit- 
nesses on oath in any form, or to warn them 
that they are liable to the punishment of pexjury 
if they state that which they know to be fi^c.

IV.— Civil Rulks. 

25. The administration of civil justice in the 
Naga Hills is entrusted to the Commissioner, the 
Political Agent, his Assistant, and by the Mousa- 
dars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, and Housha^ and 
other chi^f village authorities. 

26. Mouzadars, -Gaonburalis, Peumahs, and 
Houshas and other chief village luiithoritieSi 
may be^ recognized by the Political Agent by 
suniiud under his signature as empoweored to 
try eases without limit as to amount, but with 
the following reservations : — 

(/?)— They may not try suits iu which their 
fathers, mothers, sons, danghters, uncles, aunte, 
sisters, brothers, the children of the foregoing, 
their wives or persons in the above relation to a 
wife, or any near relative, are parties, nor suits in 
which a native of the plains or native of another 
village not resident in their jurisdiction are 
parties. 

(i) — All suits must be decided iu open durbar, 
in the presence of the parties and at least three 
respectable witnesses. 

27. Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, or 
Houshas, and other duly recognized village 
authorities, have power to compel attendance of 
parties to any suit and their witnosses,— all suoh 
persons being resident within their own jurisdic- 
tion, and to fine, within the limit of Bs. 50, persons 
wilfully failing to attend. They have power to 
award all costs, also compensation to defendants 
for unfounded or vexatious suits brought against 
them. 

28. All proceedings shall be vivd voce, and the 
Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, I’eumaha, or Houshas, 
or other duly recognized village authorities, shall 
not be railed upon to make either record or 
registry of their decision. After hcarmg both 
parties and their witnesses, if any, they bliall, 
with or without the opinion of assessors, as they 
think fit, pronounce a decision forthwith. If at 
the trial any person who can write can be found, 
a brief note of the proceedings is to be made. 

29. Mouzadars, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, and 
Houshas, and other duly recognized village 
authorities, may cany out their decision at once 
and order attachment of property to be made ; but 
in no case is property so attached to be sold if the 
party cast claim to appeal within eight days. On 
sudh appeal being made, they shall send the parties 
and their witnesses to the Political Agent or 
his Assistant forthwith, or as soon as may be, 
and either accompany them or send one respect- 
able person who has been present at the trial 
with them. 

SO. All notices given bv Mouzadars, Gaon- 
burabs, Peumahs, or Houshas, and other duly 
recognized village authorities to parties or wit- 
nesses, shall be verbal, and for a fixed day not 
exceeding eight days from the day it is given. 
If a case be postponed, it shall be fixed for a day 
not caching eight days from the order, sold the 
case may be subsequently adjourned for pqriodi 
not exceeding eight days on gcod oanae showm 
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81. The* Political Agent and his Assistant 
shall not ordinarily hear suits triable by Mouza- 
dars, Oaonburahs^ Peumahs, or Houshaa, or other 

«dul^ recognized village authorities^ but they have 

a discretion to do so when they think right, and 
suits under these rules the village author* 
ities canmt try must be tried by the Political 
Agent or his Assistant. A register of all suits 
tried by the Political Agent and his Assistant thall 
be kept in such form as the Commissioner shall 
direct. 

82. The Political Agent and his Assistant 
shall, in «I1 cases in which the parties are indi- 
genous inhabitants of the hills, endeavour to 
induce their to submit their ease to punchayct. 
If they agree to this, eacli party shall name an 
equal number of arbitrators, and shall choose, 
or leave the arbitrators to choose, an umpires 

* The name and residence of arbitrators and umpire, 
and the matter in dispute, must be recorded 
before the proceedings commence, and tlic court 
will direct the Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Pciimali, or 
Housha, or some other recognized authority, to 
assemble the punchayct and witnesses within eight 
days. When the case has been decided, the 
umpire shall appear with the jiarties before the 
court, which shall proceed to record tlie decision 
and enforce it as its own. From such decision 
there shall be no appeal. 

33. An appeal shall lie from the decision of the 
Mouzada^ Gaonburah, Peumah, flousha, or other 
duly^ recognized village authority to tluj Political 
Agent or his Assistant, A record shall be made 
of the matter in dispute and the decision of the 
village authority. If necessary the court shall 
examine the parties, and if the decision appears 
to be just, shall affirm, and enforce it as one of its 
own. If the court sees reason to doubt tlie justice 
of the decision, it will try the case de novo, or 
refer it to a punchayct as above. 

34. Houses, needful clothing, cooking uten- 

sils or implemotits whereby the owner subsists, 
may not be attached, sold, or transferred, in exe- 
cution of decree, unless themselves the subject 
of the Buif. • 

35. There shall be no imprisonment for debt, 
excepting in cases* where the Political Agent 
is satisfied that the fraudulent disposal or 
concealment of property has taken place : in such 
case the debtor may be detained for a period not 
exceeding six months. 

36. No appeal shall die as of right to the 
Political Agent from decisions of his Assistant 
or from the Political Agent except as hereinafter 
provided; but the Political Agent, if he see 
fit, may call for the proceedings of any ease 
decided by his Assistant, and the Commis- 
sioner may, upon {Q)plication made, or otherwise, 
call for the proceedings of eitlicr of tlie lower 
courts, and revise them, provided that persons 
resident beyond the Naga Hills may appeal to the 
Commissioner within thirty- two days from the date 
of a decision. The appeal shall be accompanied by 
a copy of the judgment appealed against and a 
clear statement of the* grounds of ajipcal. The 
appeal may be presented to the Political Agent, 
vifbo shall, if it be in order, and presented 
in due time, endorse upon it the date of receipt 
and transmit it, with the proceedings in the 
suit, to the Commissioner, who, after perusal of 
the petition of appeal and judgment, and after 
heanug Uie a|ent of the appellant, if any, may 
diamisa the appeal^ or may remit case to the 


lower court for the record of further evidence, or 
for re-trial of fresh issues, or reserve the ease for 
hearing before his own court, and shall confirm, 
modify, or reverse, the decision of the lower court, 
passing such orders os to costs as may appear 
just. The decree of the appellate court shall bo 
transferred to the court of the Political Agent 
for execution as a decree of its own. 

37. The courts of the Comjlnissioncr, the 
Political Agent, and his Assistant, shall be guided 
by the spirit, but not bound by the letter, of^he 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

3S. No professional pleader or mooktear shall 
be allowed to appear in any case, except in cases 
before the Political Agent or his Assistant 
with the special permission of the Judge 
trying the case, or if the defendant reside 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court ; but relatives 
may appear for persons incapacitated by age, sex, 
or sickness. * 

39. It shall be discretionary to examine wit- 
nesses on oath in any form, or to warn them that 
they are liable to the pnnishnicnt of perjury if 
they state that which they know to be false.

JSOTIFICATION.* 

The ZWi July 1872. — Tn continuation of the 
Notification dated the 1 Ub October 1871, pub- 
lished at page 1911 of the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 1st November 1871, authorizinjr the exten- 
sion of the provisions of Act XXII of 1869 to 
the District of the Khasi and Jyuteah Hills, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is plea’^ed, under Section 5 
of the same Act, to issue the following detailed 
rules for the administration of civil and criminal 
justice and police in the said district 

Rules for* the AdmiuMration of Justice 
and Police in the Jynteah Hills and such 
portions of the Khasi Hills as hace been 
constituted British Territory. 

I. — General. 

1 . The administration of the country known as 
the Khasi and .lyntcah Hills is vested in the Com- 
missioner of Assam, the Deputy Commissioner 
of the Khasi and Jyntoah Hills, his assistants, 
and the native siems, wahadadars, sirdars, dollois, 
pattors, and lungdohs, or such other classes of 
officers as the Hon’blo the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal may see fit from time to time to appoint 
in that behalf, subject to the exceptions and 
restrictions and rules hereinafter recorded. 

2. The following* rules apply to all villages 
and tracts subject to British jurisdiction. 

II. — Police. 

3. The police of the Khasi and Jynteah Hills 
shall consist of — 

(a.) — Begular police, subject to Act V of 1861. 
{b.) — Rural police, consisting of sirdars, dollois, 
fattors, lungdohs, and other village authorities 
recognized as such by the Deputy Commissioner 
^ with their subordinate village authorities. 
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4. The control of the police in the Kliani and 
Jyntcah Hills is vested in the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, acting under theordersof theCommissioner 
of Assam, or sneh other officers as the H enable 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal may from 
time to time appoint. Misconduct on the pait 
of regular police shall be punished in accordance 
with Act V of 1861 and the Penal Code, or any 
special law wl^ich may hereafter be extended to 
the Khasi and Jyntcali Hills. Misconduct on the 
part of rural police is punishable by fine, which 
may extend to Rs 500, or by imprisonment to 
an extent which would be awaidablc under the 
Penal ('ode for a like offence. Imprisonment 
may be awarded in lieu of fine, but only by the 
Deputy Commissioner or other ofhci rs duly 
authorized. 

5. An appeal lies from all orders of sirdais, 
dollois, and other chief village authoritu s iii poln e 
matters to the Deputy Commissioner, whose 
orders arc final But the Commiasioner may call 
for the proceedings and modify eir revcise any 
order should he think fit. 

6. The ordinary rules of the Bengal police 
shall, as far as they are a])plicablp, be obseivcd 
by the regular police, and all letuins in matters 
ol account, and all legisters required to be kept 
by the Bengal police, as far as th (7 are applica- 
ble shall be made and lve])t up 

The Commissioner shall cxcrcibc the powers 
of an Inspeetor-f Jen oral of Police as d( fined by 
section 6, Act \ II (B C) of 186') the Deputy 
Commissioner shall exercise the powers of Distnet 
Superintendent of Police the Assist int or Extra 
Assistant (yommisRioner the powir of Assistant 
Superinlciidciit of Police. 

7. The regular poheo shall only act, when 
required to do so, by general or s^ieeial order of the 
Commissioner, Deputy (\)mniissioiior, or other 
officer duly autliori/ed, who rinv assign t» the 
force any portion of the duties of jiolicc, iindei 
Act V of ISOI, m any locality 

8. The ordinary diitus of police shall be 
discharged by the sirdars and dollois, and other 
village authorities duly authorized by the Deputy 
Commissioner. They shall arrest all criminals, 
and repress all disorders within their respective 
jurisdictions. 

9. It is the duty of the siidais, dollois, and 
other chief village authorities, to n port to the 
Deputy Commissioner all enmes, violent deaths, or 
aenous accidents oecurring in their districts, and 
all occurrences, whether within or hi yond their 

i ’liriadietiOTis, which mav come to their knowledge 
ikely to affect the public peace, at the earliest pos- 
sible raoinenl, and to diluer npolTenders as soon 
as may be to tlie officer authorized to try them 

10. Tlio sirdars, dollois and other village 
authorities, shall watch and repoit, and in very 
emergent cases may apprdiend and delucr np, 
vagrants or bad and suspieiois fharactors found 
in their jurisdictions. 

11. On the occurrence of am heinous riime* 
in his district, any village oflucr who may be by

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custom or appointment charged with flie duty of 
arresting criminals shell at once apprehend the 
offender, if able, and in any case at once report to 
the sirdar, or dolloi, or other chief village authority, .

occurred, and inquire into the matter, it a crime 
beyond his cognizance has been committed, he 
will immediately report it to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner or other duly authorized officer, whether 
the offender has been apprehended or not. 

12 Sirdars, dol]«)is, and all other village 
authorities, may pursue with hue andLcry and 
appiehend an offender fleeing beyond their juris- 
di( turn and ariost him ; but ordinarily no sirdar, 
doUoi, or village authority, shall attempt to arrest 
an offender beyond Ins own jurisdiction without 
the eognizanee and co-operation of the sirdar, 
clolloi, oi chuf village authority of the village to 
winch the offender lias fledc When an offender 
IS traced from one village to another, it will bo 
suffifient to point him out to the sirdar, dolloi, or 
other competent authority of the village to which 
the offender has ffed, and request him to make the 
arrest 

111 "Wben the siidars, dollois, or other chief 
village authorities, feel unable to arrest an 
offender, they must apply to the Deputy Com- 
missioner, or any officer duly authorized, to grant 
them the aid of the legiilar police. 

II llie sirdars, dollois, and other chief 
village authorities ,are empowered to arrest or 
cause to he ariested, and may also fine,' all 
drunkards and other disorderly persons found 
brawling out of Iheir houses, and all pensons 
found gambling; the fine not to exceed that 
awardablc under their powers m criminal matters 
as hereinafter defined 

15 All the uihahitants of the Khasi and 
Jynteali Hills are hound to aid the regular police 
and village authoiities, when itquired to do so, m 
the inainK nance of order or the apprehension of 
offendeis Au} jicrsou failing to do so is liable to 
fine, the fine to he adjudged by the sirdar, dolloi, 
or other I'lnef village authonty, to the extent 
he IS empowered lo award m criminal eases, or by 
the Diputy ('’ommissioner, if flue beyond the 
amount the village authoiities are authorized 
to impose IS eonsidend necessniy. When the 
paitienlar ]Krsoiis blame able for failure to aid in 
ain coininniiity cannot be aseei tamed, the sirdar, 
dolloi, or chief village authority shall be consider- 
ed responsible , and it it appears that the comiliu- 
iiUy 18 to blame, and that particular offenders can- 
not be diseo^eied, a line maybe imposed upon the 
eommunitj, but by the Deputy Commissioner 
only. 

III.— Criminal JrsTfCE. 

16 Cimniial justice shall be ordinarily admi- 
insteied by the Deputy Commissioner, his assist- 
ants, and by the sirdars, dollois, and other chief 
village authorities of the different communities. 

17. The Deputy Commissioner shall be com- 
petent to pass sentence of death, or imprison- 
ment for a term unlimited, or of fine up to any 
amount ; provided that no sentence of deatn 
shall be carried into effect without the con- 
currence of the Commissioner and sanction 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, to whom the pro- 
ceedings shall be submitted by the Commissioner 
if he concurs in the sentence f and %o sentence

• upwaras shall be. carried* into effect without 
the approval of* the (yomroissioncr. The Corn- 
roi8ai()i^may enhance any sentence passed by 
his BubolKlinateB ; but no offence shall be punish- 
ed by a sentence exceedin^^ that awardable under 
the provisions of the Indian Penal Code. Assist- 
ant Commissioners shall exercise such powers as 
they may be invested with by the Conftnissioner, 
not exceeding those of a Magistrate of the 
first clas^as defined in Act X of 187?. 

1 8. Any sirdar^ dolloi, or other chief village 
authority, may be empowered by the Deputy Com- 
missioner to dispose of cases of persons charged 
with any of the following ofleiices : — 

Injury to property not exceeding Rs. 50. 

Injury to person not affecting life or limb. 

House-trespass. 

They may impose a fine for any offence they 
are competent to try to the extent of Ks. 50. 
They may award restitution or compensation 
to the extent of the injury sustained, and 
enforce it by distraint of the property of the 
offender. In cases in which the fine is not paid 
or realized either in Avhole or in parly tliey shall 
represent the facts and send in the ofleiuler to 
the Deputy Commissioner, who may retry the 
ease and impose such, other puii^limeiit as he is 
corapetcht to inflict. Each sirdar, dolloi, or 
otlibr chief village authority who may be 
empowered as • above, shall receive a sunnud of 
recognition under the signature of the Deputy 
Commissioner. 

19. Sirdars, dollpis, or other duly recognized 
village authorities, may carry out their decision, 
or order attachuietit of property as soon as judg- 
ment is pronounced ; but in no case is property 
so attached to he sold, if the party convicted claim 
to appeal within eight days, without the orders 
of Deputy Commissioner. 

(fl.) — Sirdars, dollois, or other duly recognized 
village authorities, may not decide in c^ses where 
their father, motlipr, son, daughter, wife, or the 
children, husbands, or wives, of any of these arc 
concerned ; or 

(A.) — Where the defendant is not a native of the 
Kliasi and Jyuteah Hills, or is nut resident within 
their jurisdietipn ; or * 

(r .,) — When the offence is one against the 
State, or has caused death or daugcr of life, or 
amounts to robbery or theft, or concerns counter- 
feiting of coin or the making of fraudulent docu- 
ments, or the like. 

20. The sirdans, dollois, or other duly recognised 
village authorities, sliall nut decide any cases 
save iu open durbar in presence of at least three 
witnesses and the complainant and accused, whose 
attendance they are empowered to compel. Either 
party may appeal from the decision at the time 
decision is pronounced, or within ciglit days 
thereof, to the Deputy*Commissioner or his assist- 
ant, in which case the sirdar or dolloi, or other 
duly recognised authority, shall taCe the parties, 
or cause them to -be sent, before the Deputy 
Commissioner or his assistant, with one of the 
persons required to attend as a court witness. The 
case shall then be tried de novo, 

21 . An Appeal lies from the Assistant Commis- 
sioner to the Deputy Commissioucr if preferred 
within sixteen days. 


22. No appeal shall lie as a matter of right 
from the sentence of the Deputy Commissioner 
involving sentence of less than three years^ 
imprisonment ; but it. is competent to the Commis- 
sioner to call for tlie record of any case whatever, 
and to modify or reverse the -decision passed. 
All sentences of three years' imVrisonment and 
upwards are appealable to the Commissioner. 
Appeals to the Commissioner must he preferred 
within thirty- two days. All sentences above seven 
years must be confirmed by the Commissioner, 
whose decision is final; but the Hoii'ble the 
Lieuttmant-Governor reserves to himself the 
prerogative of reviewing the proceedings of the 
Commissioner jind his subordinates, and passing 
such orders on them as he may deem fit. 

23. The procedure of the Deputy (Commissioner 
and his assistant shalhbc in the spirit of the Code 
of ('rirninal I’rocedurc, as far as it is applicable 
to the circumstances of the district and consistent 
with these rules. TIic chief excerptions are — 

(a .) — Only verbal order or notice of summons, 
&c., sliall be requisite, except when the regular 
poli(‘c arc employed, or the person concerned is not 
r(‘sident or in the district at the time, or if in the 
district but resident beyond it, where his place of 
abode is not known, lint orders of summons Shall * 
be for a fived day, not exceeding sixteen days from® 
that u|)ou w'hich the order is issued, and the order 
shall bo Tnad(r known to ilic person affected, or to 
some .adult meinhor of bis family, or proclaimed 
at the place be vras last known to be at in 
suflicieut time to allow him if he see fit to appear. 

(A.) — A note of the substance of all the pro- 
ceedings in cases tried before tliem must be kept 
by the Depuiy Commissioner and Assistant Com- 
missioners in the form prescribed by section 228, 
Act X of 1872. ]n cases requiring a sentence of 
three years or upwards a full note of the evidence 
and proceedings must be ke])t. Examinations 
and proceedings sliall generally be recorded in 
English only. 

(c.) — The proceedings of sirdars and dollois 
or other recognized village authorities need not be 
in writing. Jiut if at tlic trial before the village 
autlioritics any person who can write can be found, 
a brief note of the proceedings is to be made. 

— All fines levied by the sirdars, dollois, or 
other duly recognised village authorities, shall be 
paid to the Dejmty Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioner, or other officer empowered to 
receive them, within eight days from the date of 
realization. The Deputy Commissioner is author- 
ized to pay to those village authorities who give 
him satisfaction such small stipcmls as he may 
think desirable, provided that the total amount so 
disbursed shall ii(>t«cxeecd tlic sum of the fines 
realized by all village authorities duriug the year* 

(c.) — It sliall be discretionary to examine 
witnesses on oath in any form, or to warn them 
that they are liable to tlic punishment of perjury 
if tlicy state that which they know to be false. ' 

24*. Tlic Dcpfity Commissioner and Assistant 
Commissioner shall keep the registers hereafter 
spceifuMl, and make returns 'of copies of the 
entries tlierein monthly to the Commissioneh 

Register of crimes committed. 

Register of criminal cases decided by Deputy 
Commissioner and Assistant Commissioner. 
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Begiflter of fines levied by Deputy Commissioner 
and Assistant Commissioner, and sirdars, 
dollois, or other duly recognised village 
authorities.

(jIV. — Civil Rules. 

26. The administration of civil justice in the 
Khasi and Jynteah Hills is entrusted to the 
Commissioner, the Deputy Commissioner, his 
assistants, sirdars, and dollois, and other chief 
village authorities. 

26. Sirdars and dollois and other chief village 
authorities may be recoenised by* the Deputy 
Commissioner by siinniid under his signature 
as competent to try cases without limit as to 
amount, but with the following reservations : — 

(a .) — They may not try suits in which their 
fathers, mothers, sons, rlmightcrs, uncles, aunts, 
sisters, brothers, the children of the foregoing, 
their wives or persons in Ihe above relation to a 
wife, or any near relative arc parties, nor suits 
in which a native of the plains or native of 
another sirdarship or dolloisliip not resident in 
their jurisdiction are parties. 

j 

(A.)— All suits must he decided in open durbar 
in the presence of the parties and at least three 
respectable witnesses. 

27. Sirdars and dollois and other duly rccoi;- 
nised village authorities have power to compel 
attendance of parties to any suit and their 
witnesses, all such persons being resident within 
their own jurisdiction, and to flue within tlie limit 
of Rs. 60 persons wilfully failing to attend. They 
have power to award all costs, also compensation 
to defendants for nnfouuded or vexatious suits 
brought against them. 

28. All proceedings shall he m-d voce, and the 
•irdars and dollois or other duly recognised village 
authorities shall not be called upon to make 
either record or registry of their decision. 
After hearing both parties and their witnesses, if 
any, they shall with or without the opinion of 
assessors, as they think fit, pronounce a decision 
forthwith. But if the trial before the village 
authorities any person who can write can be 
found, a brief note of the proceedings is to be made. 

29. Sirdars or dollois, or other duly recognised 
village authorities, may carry out their decisions 
at once, and order attaelimeiit of pro])erty to be 
made; but in no case is property so attached 
to be sold if the party east claim to appc^al within 
eight days. On such appeal being luadc^ they 
shall send the parties and their witnesses to the | 
Deputy Commissioner or Ass\stant Commissioner j 
forthwith, or as soon as may be, and either ac- I 
company them or send one respectable person 
who has been present at the trial with tluim. 

SO. All notices given by sirdars and dollois 
or other duly recognised village authorities to 

S orties or witnesses shall be verbal, and for a fixed 
ay not exceeding eight days from the day 
it is given. If a case be postponed, it shall be 
fixed for a day not exceeding eight days from' 
the order, and the case may be siibseqiieutly 
adjourned for periods not exceeding eight days on 
good cause shown. 


81. The Deputy Commissioner and Assistant 
Commissioner shall not ordinarily hear suits triable 
by sirdars and dollois, or other duly recognised 
village authorities ; but they have a discrej^^n to do 
so when they think right ; and suits which under 
these rules the village authorities cannot try, tnust 
be tried by the Deputy Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioner. A register of all suits tried by 
the Depirty Commissioner and Assistant Commis- 
sioner shall bo keptf iii such form as the Com- 
missioner shall direct. ^ 

# 

32. The Deputy Commissioner and Assistant 
Commissioner shall, in all cases in which the 
parties are indigenous inhabitants of the hills, 
endeavour to induce them to submit their case to 
a punch ayct. If they agree to this, each party 
sliall name an equal number of arbitrators, and 
shall choose, or leave the^ arbitrators to choose, 
an umpire. The name and residence of arbitra- 
tors and umpire, and the matter in dispute, must 
bfi recorded before the proceedings commence, and 
the court will direct the sirdar or dolloi or other 
recognised authority to assemble the punchayet 
and witnesses within eight days. When the case 
has been decided, the umpire shall appear with 
the parties before the court, which shall proceed 
to record the decision and enforce it as its own. 
From sucli decision there shall be no appeal. 

33. An appeal shall lie from the decision of 

the sirdar or dolloi or other duly recognised viilage 
authority to the Deputy Commissioner or Assistant 
Commssioner. A record will he made of the matter 
in dispute and the decision of the village autho- 
rity. If necessary, the court shall examine the 
parties ; and if the decision appears to be just, will 
afiiriii and enforce it as one of its own. If the 
court sees reason to doubt the justice of the 
decision, it will try the ease de novo or refer it to 
a punchayet as above. ^ 

34. Houses, needful elothiug, cooking uten- 
sils, or implements whereby the owner, subsists, 
shall not he attached, sold, or transferred in 
execution of decree, unless themselves the subject 
of the suit, 

35. There shall be no imprisonment for debt, 
excepting in cases where the Deputy .Commis- 
sioner is satisfied that fraudulent disposal or con- 
cealment of property has taken place; in such 
Oases the debtor may be detained for a period not 
exceeding six months. 

36. No appeal shall lie as of right from deci- 
sions of an Assistant Commissioner to the Deputy 
Commissioner, except as hereinafter provided; 
but the Deputy Commissioner if ho see fit may 
call i'or the proceedings of any case decided by 
his as.^^istant, and the Commissioner may, upon 
application made or otlierwise, call for the pro- 
ceedings of either of the lower courts and revise 
them ; provided that persons resident beyond the 
Khasi and Jynteah Hills r may appeal to the 
Commissioner within thirty-two days from the date 
of decision. The appeal shall be accompanied by 
a copy of the judgment appealed against and a 
clear statement of the grounds of appeal. The 
appeal may be presented to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, whq shall, if it be in order and presented 
in due timi*, endorse upon it the date of receipt, 
and transmit it with the proceedings in the suit 
to the Commissioner, who, after penisal of the 
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petition of appeal and judgipent, and after hear- 
ing the agent of the appellant, if any, may dis- 
miss the appeal,* or may remit the case to the 
lower for the record of further evidence, or 

for re-tria^*«4^re8h issues, or receive the case for 
hearing bcfore*hia own court to be held in the 
Khasi Hills, and shall confirm, modify, or revtsrse 
the decision of the lower court, passing such orders 
as to costs as may appear just. The decree of 
the appellate court shall be transferred to the 
court of the Deputy Commissioner for execution 
as a decree of its own." • 

87. The Courts of the Commissioner, Deputy 
and Assistant Commissioners, shall be guided 
by the spirit, but not bound by the letter, of the 
• Code of Civil Procedure. 

38. No professional pleader or mooktear shall 
be allowed to appear in any case, except in cases 
before the Deputy Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioners, with the special permission of 
the judge trying the case, or if the defendant 
reside beyond the jnrisdietion of the court ; but 
relations may appear for persons incapacitated 
by age, sex, or sickness. 

39. It shall be discretionary to examine 
witnesses on oath in any form, or to warn them 
that they are liable to the punislvncnt of perjury 
if they stilte tliat which they know to be false.

Toe following Report of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to 
Emhniiliments and Water-conraes, together with the Bill aa amended by the Committee, isi by 
order of the President, hereby published for general information 

Wb the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill " to amend the law relating to 

embankments and water-courses/^ as amended 
by the loriner committee and submitted with, 
their report of the liHth August 1871, have the 
honor to submit the following report 

Wc have received and considered the papers 
noted on the margin. 

We have introduced a definition of the word 
tenure” and altered that of proprietor” in 
accordance therewith. 

Wc have provided by a separate section for 
power to the engineer to alter railways on the 
previous sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and also for the recovery of the cost of such 
alterations. 

We liavc introduced a section defining cer- 
tain eml)unkments, as shown in a schedule 
annexed to the Act, and have made the Govern- 
ment alone responsible for the cost and repairs of those embankments. 

We have altered the Chapter relating to the apportionment of the cost of the works, 
proceedings, &c., in view to empower the Collector to determine such apportionment ‘ between 
the proprietors as well ns between the zemindars of the estates protected and benefited by such 
works, so as to avoid the nect’fisity for nwurse to the (Jivil Courts in cases of dispute arising in 
regard*'.o that appurlioninent j and have piovid€*d for such apportionment being roa^e in 
eertair. i .ises iu rcs|je.ct to estates, with the sanction *of ll»e Lieulcuant-Oovernor, in proportion 
to the iiinount of revenue respectively paid for such cstatos. • 

We have made the recovery of contrib Vions of zemindars and proprietors from their 
subordinate proprietors recoverable as arrears of rent due from p'ltni-talookdars. 

We have omitted the section of the former Bill giving power to zemindars and proprietors 
to recover a proportion of their payments from ryois having rights of occupancy. 

Forms for certain noj:ices, &c., prescribed by the Bill, have been prepared in the schedules. 

Verbal and other alterations have lieen made which retpiiro no special mention. 

We recommend that the Bill as now submitted be passed.

Tu— His Excellency tub Bkihy Hon’blk Lord Noutiibkoox, Viceroy and Gover- 
nor-Oenernl of India, and also Legislative Council. 

We most respectfully and severally beg leave to state before the Governor- 
General and the Legislative Council a very particular case which deserves the 
notice of the'’ Government. Since the Viceroy are ?ome with a supreme power 
over us fr6m Her Majesty, trusting and hope the Governor-General will reign 
and administer justice to us poor subjects, that you give us some succour in. 
the way of living in consideration on the following subject. 

We respectfully beg to acquaint the time when the Company’s Govern- 
ment monopolized a*s a charter party in India; during the time of Lord Clive, 
he organized a system in India and was then carried on in a diderent scale. 
During their time we were then living with feelingsof contentment in their reign. 
We all were in a body praising them for their welfare that they may continue 
in the same position. Since it has been talAin away from their control and 
has fallen into the hands of Her Majesty’s Government, wo supposed that we 
should be better off. The act has been changed in a different light. Now we 
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are at a loss and subjected by the present rules and the organization ; it is a 
pity tlio grievancSs we now complain our sad distresses before the Government 
and the Council. We trust and hopj' tlmt the Government and the Council 
will make some sort of alterations with regard to ourembarasstnont; we are at 
present suflfering and lingerinsr; tr.'st you will relieve us from our present 
conditmn. We respectfully beg that we*cannot submit to the present orders 
that have enforced on us poor subject. Gotil lemon are taxing us both right 
and left, and not allowing us to gam an honest livelihood for to support our- 
selves and family to carry on any sort of hiisincss or trade, that are charging 
us so much licenses and taxes, such as tiadi* license, income tixes profit, water 
taxes, gas-light, hoiise-rato, police taxes, whc(!l laxes, liorse taxes, refuse taxes, 
and different othcr-s. One person to pay so many sorts of taxes and licenses I 
Such extrcm(s is unhctTrahlo. The nuuket has bi'como f>o difficult at the 
present monumt; poor pcoidc arc all d^ing for food and suffering from wants 
only on account, of the said license and lixis. C’liarge us according to our 
means and circumstances The small uiite has been taken away from us ; 
tlicie is no body to hcai our case or cm s for mercy ; wo cannot do any sort of 
business for our faiudics’ support through the dread of such imposition. Our 
families arc staiving. How wc poor Uiitisli subjects can maintain ourselves, 
and how in a proper possession we ar<‘ at a loss and snlfcring, cursing day and 
night for our gric\ances before our Heavenly Father who protects us, and to 
love one another. You being our present lulcrs, make some alteiations for our 
views. “Naked we came out of our mothei’s womb and naked we sliali 
return.” Neither the money nor the richness will follow us in the g.avo,' 
but the honi'st and poor, tlioso that God ap]>i(>vts (hefoic God there is no 
diircrouce), the crippled as w'cll as old and the joimg, rich and poor, high and* 
low, arc all equally snl)j<‘cted to Him as H(‘ is our ruler and pimcipal 
king and ju(lg<*, before whom wo are erjing our griev.uices.

In coneJusmu wc respi etfully beg to the Yiceroy and the Members of the 
Council to cousider and please gravely look into the subject and })ass such 
orders that wc poor Biitish subjects can live in a state ot ha2>pincss and can 
be free from all this trouble.

of these taxes ]0J per cent, is paid by the owner and 7;^ per cent, 
by the occupier. . Tlic trade and carriage aud cart taxes seem a not unreason- 
able mode of imposing imlirect taxation on the jiiipnlatioii, in proportion 
to the means each man may have to exficnd in carnages and in purchasing 
articles of all kinds. These taxes do perhaps raise a little the, price of food and 
of all comraollities ; but if people live in large towns, they must be content 
to pay somewhat higher for necessaries of life than in tiie country; and on 
the other hand, they have the advantage of higher \yages and a better market 
for their labour. It would be an advantage to tiie poor if fees on latrinijs 
aud fees for the removal of tnido refuse could lie taki-n olf or lightem’d ; 

* Note.— T his reckons the populutiuii of lioiiibay Ab UiU,<JOU, iiud tho iiicuiuo Iroui taxuliou tit 28^ lakhs. 
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and in the General Municipal Bill now before the B('ngal Council it is 
provided that no fee shall be imposed for the use of public latrines ; but in the 
prt'sent state of the Justices* finances and of the Gctlcutta Municipal Law, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would be very reluctant to attempt interference with the 
Justices m matters of this kind. Whatever the Calcutta taxation may be, and 
whatever may be the funded debt of the Justices, it is undeniable that Calcutta 
has a great deal to show for its expenditure-; that the mortality in Calcutta is 
now (sc*^ statement i of the Health Officer’s report) barely half what it was six 
• years as:o ; and that proiision h is been made aud is maiutuiued for jiaying off 
municipil loans within a leasonnhle time. 

6. As to pomplniut III, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to be able to 
say that Calcutta municipal tixatiou, so far as he has been able to judge, does 
not press ujiou the poor ruoic hea\ ily than it does upon the rich. Some of ^the 
taxes tuumeiated in the petition uiidir notice arc paid by the rich and well-to- 
do only, and do not tall ujion the poor at all. The houso-rates, moreover, 
though they may hear a vaiying propoition to the moans or income of different 
tax-pa} ers, }et tli(‘y do bear a toleiahly equable pioportion to a* man’s expen- 
dilure ami mode of lilb. Tlio poor man does not pay house-rate out of 
pioportion to w hat his rich ncigUliour pajs An octroi tax, such as would yield 
a sufficient inc >ine and y* t not be a transit duty, would, it may be apprehended, 
add moie to the jionr man’s burdens than the picson tliouse-rates do. 

7 As to romplatiif i/'', I am merely to submit that the practice 
complained of is observe d under a rule of the Government of India, that 
o duiaiiiij pel sous should not be admitted to the uncovenanted service 'f 
Government « lio may he past twenty li\ e ye irs of ajje This rule can be departed 
from in special c iscs, and subject to certain restrictions as regards claim to 
pension. Ihe Lioiitenant-tJovei nor would not recommend any re-consideration 
of this rule, for he believes that ordinarily it is best for Government to draw 
into its SOI vice young men who are entering on life rather than to employ men 
who have tried and taibd in other careers

The Lieiitenant-Govemor understands that 
more "Ilian one officer, following an cxcclleut 
and successful example, has occupied himself in 
oompiling n history of the district in which ho 
is employed, including legends of theoldYamilies, 
the early British connection with tlie district^ 
&c., &c. ^ 

2. His Honor cannot sufficiently eommend 
such efforts, especially when these wi iters enter 
into the social iiistorj of the last hundred years, 
and show the progress ot the people and the 
phases of rural life in successive generations 
And seeing the existence of this meritorious in- 
clination to go beyond the scope of bare duty, 
he ia anxious to suggest that, to any officer who 
has a turn that way, there would bo an ample 
field in an attempt to draw a full picture of the 
praRont agricultural state of any district ; or say the 
(;pndition und occupations of tlie people generally, 
including agrici^urc, as directly or indircetly 
the source of livelihood to tlie gtcat mass of the 
populationf who are cither cultivators, or agri- 
cultufal laborers and small artizaus and trades- 
men supplying .the needs ol cultivators. It 
would be most interesting to know thoroughly 
for any district the ordinary modes and condi- 
tions of agriculture, the usual size of farms, and 
the sort of farm on which a family can be decentlj 
supported ; how far the farms are compact, or 
how the fields are scalteicd about— and in the 
latter case, how the boundafies arc recognised 
and maintained ; how far the farmer is gener- 
ally a laborer * with his own hands; how far he 
empIo*ys hired labor, and how he pays f>r 
it; what ore the respective positions lyul con- 
ditions of ryots and suh-tenants (d* various 
kinds, of laborers,* of rural artizans; which 
castes or classes of liolders arc the bqfit and which 
the worst cultivators ; how money is lent and 
borrowed; what crops are cultivated, and liow, 
&ud what is the produce ; what stock is kept, ainl 
how it is fed ; whether stpek is ever kept for the 
sake of manure ; whether manure is made on 
system or whether manure which accumulates 
without system is used or wasted ; how harvest- 
ing is managed ; who takes the produce to mar- 
ket, who sells it, aud where, and who buys it . 
by what hands it eventually reaches the great 
marts ; who p-eparcs the jute for the market, who 
grows the ntulberry, who rears the cocoons, and 
who makes the silk, and ho^V they all go about it ; 
what is the indigo system ol the district ; who 
keep the cattle, who poison them, who take their 
skins, prepare them and bring them to market ; 
what the cattle feed on j what are tlie breeds, and 
what attention is paid to them ; in what shape 
rents are paid, how often and through whom , 
what is the practical religion (if anyi ot the 
cultivators, and who announces the lucky days 
for ploughing and sowing ; what arc their social 
habits ; what they eat, and how they are clothed ; 
how lar they are thrifty or unthrifty ; how they 
kee^ their accounts ; whether they have large 
families ; how.ssoou boys work ; whether girls 
and women work^ or wlia*t they do; how long 


agricultural laborers live, and from what diseases 
they suffer ; &c., &c , &c. 

•S. In fact, we miglit have a complete a^oilU 
toral picture of the various parts of the distrioti 
distinguishing high lands from low, large semin* 
daries from small tenures, and so on. Then VO 
might have an account of such inanufaoturers 
as there are ; what they manufaQ(;iare and how^ 
and how they live ; of the trade and the traddrs ; 
of the proprietary classes and their modes of 
life ; of the relations of all to the Government. 

4. If any officers will compile good district 
pictures of this kind, the Government, will 
gladly print and circulate them.

Tub Lieutenant-fTovemor has asked and is 
asking much of district officers in the way ^of 
siatistieal information and other matters, and has 
re(|inred local officers to perform their duties in 
an active iiifinner, aud lu a way iuviAving functions 
which had someuhat fallen into disuse. He has 
hoped to make up tor any excess of work thus 
caused by the creation of the proposed subordi- 
lUite establishments, but as some delay may occur 
before the inferior serviees can be organized, and 
meantime the money designed for them is 
available, he wishes to intimate to district officers 
that he is quite prepared to sanction any 
temporary establishments which can be usefully 
employed in obtamiug the statistical information 
called tor, or assisting in any special duties 
which have been or may be thrown on district or 
sub-divisional officeis. Commissioners of divi- 
sions are authorised to sanction against the 
provincial reserve such demands when really 
necessaiy to an amount not exceeding in the 
aggregate Ks. :i00 to 400 per mensem for each 
dTstnet, according as the district is large or small, 
and as regards temporary appointments, not 
exceeding Rs. 1 00 per mensem, reporting all cases 
in which such sanction is accorded, with detail of 
the temporary establishment, and the reason 
for it. Separate application may be made lor any 
larger sum leqiiired in special cases. 

2. It will be very desirable that the persons 
employed should be as much as possible those 
who are possessed of the qiialificatious vfhich 
will fit fliera for admissious to the junior grades 
of the Native Civil bdVvice, as set forth in the 

nouiication of the 2nd July 1872, published 
ill the Calcutta Gazf^tte of the 3rd idem, m case 
by good service they show themselves deserving 
of that position. Men who, in addition to a fair 
knowledge of English and an active physique, 
cau survey, who understand agricultural tenures 
and accounts, who know something of police 
and criminal laws, who cau make themselm 
generally useful in looking after petty public 
works, should he preferred. It was before sug- 
gested that good civil court ameens might be

3. The Lieutenant-Governor also feels that 
the districts have a fair claim to the replacement

yice, who are specialljr employed on road cess 
and other works, lie is, howeverj unwillins; to 
burden the road cess funds^ and he has not at 
present on his list many qualified candidates for 
sudi appointments He would prefer that they 
should hereafter be supplied in due course under 
the system wjbich it is proposed to establish, and 
thsfi present necessities should be met by the 
temporary establishments lor wlneh provision lias 
been made above. But in case of emergent neees- 
si^, if a really competent man ean bo found, the 
Lioatenant*Qovcrnor may grant the funds neees- 
sary *for an Acting Deputy Magistrate aud Col- 
lector to supply the place of one spceijlly employed. 

4. "With respect to the distribution of ('ove- 
uanted Civil Servants, the Lieuti nant-(iovernor 
wishes to arrange matters so tliat the most 
efficient assistance mry he given to district offi- 
cersi and the public service be best served It 
seems to be both the established practice and for 
the public interest, aud advantageous for the 
training of young officcts, that a certain number 
of junior Civil Servants should beiuehirgeof 
certain sub-divisions, but tlic propriety and ad- 
vantage of the arrangement should be well eon- 
sidored in each ciso, it being borne in mind that 
tho supply of (’ivil Servants to Hengal for the 
past and present year very limited 

5. With n^pcct to the ehaige of the 8udd»‘r 
division o( the district, it has always been the 
Lioutenaiit-Goveraor^s opinion that when the 
Magistrate of the district is at he«ad -quarters, it is 
most proper that the general executive control 
ahoulu rest with him, and His Honor has been 
somewhat unwilling to init any other Magistrate 
iu charge as a regular suh-divisional ofiicer. Hut 
it by no means follows that the Magistrate of the 
district need try many cases or do much work ol 
detail In fart, the mere (Mrcuinslanec of being 
iu superior chaigc of the sudder division docs not 
necessary involve the trying of a single ease, and 
in heavy districts the Lieutenant Governor will 
not, under present circumstances, expect the Dis- 
trict Magistrates to try many eases. The prac- 
tice of taking all ))etitions, which seems to lie 
frequently assumed as part of the duty of the 
Magistrate wlieii in charge of the division, is a 
purely self-imposed labour undertaken by many 
District Magistrates. They are at perfect liberty 
to entrust any part of their criminal duties, includ- 
ing the receiving of petitions, to any Magistrate 
under them ; and any other duties, except 
the general control over the police and the 
fbnetions of general supcrinten deuce in exe- 
cutive matters, may be similarly disposed of. 
Whil/5, therefore, the Lieu ten ant Governor is 
very willing that it should, if possible, be 
airanged that the Magistrate of a large and 
heavy district slumld have at head-quarters 
the assistance of a competent ofiicer who may 
relieve him of most judicial and much other 
work wheu he is present, and take his place in 
the iudder division when be is absent, he does 
not think a regular sub-divisional officer of the 
head^quariers division at all a ueecssity. Hut he 
invites any proposals for stationing Civil Ser- 
vants to tho best advantage which Magistrates 
and Commissioners may wish to submit, and in 
special cases may even recognise a sub-divisiou 
at head-quarters if real neees'«ity for it is shown.

Th Qth August 1872, — In continuation of the 
Notification dated the 11th October lh7l, pub- 
lished at page 1911 of the Calcutta Gazette o{ 
the Ist November 1871, authorizing the exten- 
sion of the provisions of Act XXII of 1809 to 
the Naga Hills, the Lieutenant-Cjovcrnor is 
pleased, under Section 5 of the same Act, to 
issue the following detailed rules for the adminis- 
tration of civil and criminul justice and police 
iu the said district, which will lienecfoitii be 
called the ‘^Naga Hills Agency*' — 

Bides for the Administration of Justice 
and Police in the Naga Ildls Agency. 

I. — Uenekal. 

1. Thk administration of tlie country known as 
the Naga Hills is vested in the (Commissioner 
of Assam, the Political Agent and his Assist- 
ant, the Mouzadars, Ciaonburahs, Peumahs,* and 
Uoushast or head men of kliels, or such other 
classes of officers as the Hon^blc the Luuiteiiant- 
Oovemor of Bengal may see fit from time to time 
to appoint in that behalf, subject to the exceptions, 
restrictions, and rules hereinafter recorded. 

2. These rules shall, however, be lield to be 
in force only in those villages and communities 
which are under the direct administrative control 
of the Political Agent. 

II. — Police. 

8. The police of the Naga'IIills shall consist 

of—* 

(a)— Regular police subject to Act V of 1861. 

{b ) — Rural police, consisting of Mouzadars, 
Oaonburahs, Peumahs, Houshas, and other village 
authorities recognized as such by the Political 
Agent, with their subordinate village authorities 

4. The control of the police of the Naga 
Hills is vested in the Political Agent acting 
under the orders of the Commissioner of Assam, 

" • NagsGhIfif. 
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or such other officers as the Hon^ble the 
Lieutenant-Oovernpr of Bengal may from time 
to time appoint. Misconduct on the part qf 
regular police shall be punisl^ed in accordance 
with Act V of 1861 and the Penal Code, or any 
special law which may be extended to the Naga 
Hills hereafter Misconduct on the part of the 
rural police is punishable by fine, which may 
extend to Rs. 500, or by imprisonment to an 
extent which would be ‘awardable under the 
Penal Co^e for a like ofleuce. Impriscixmeut 
mav be awarded in lieu of fine, but only by the 
Political Agent or other officer duly authorized. 

5. An appeal lies from ail orders of Mouza- 
dars, Gaonbnrahs, Peumahs, and Houshas, and 
other chief village authorities in police matters 
to the Political Agent, whose orders are final. 
But the Commissioner may call for the proceed- 
ings and modify or reverse any order should* 
he think fit. 

6 The ordinary rules of the Bengal Police 
shall, as far as they are applicable, be observed 
by the regular police, and all returns in matters 
of accounts, and all registers required to be kept 
ny the Bengal Police, as far as they are appli* 
cable, shall be made and kept up. 

The Commissioner shall exercise the powej^s 
of an Inspector-General of Police as defined by 
section 3. Act VII (B. C ) of 1869. 

7. The regular police shall ’^uhly aA when 
required to do so by general or hy special* 
order of the Commissioner, Political Agent, 
or other officer duly authorized, who may assign 
to the force any poition of the duties of police 
under Act V of 1861 m any locality. 

8. The ordinary duties of police shall bo 

discharged hy the Mouzadars, Gaoiiburaks, 
Peumahs, Houshas, or head men of khcls or 
villages, and other village authorities. They 
shall arrest all criminals and repress all disorders 
within their respective junsdietions. ^ 

9 It IS the duty of the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
burahs, Peumahs, Houshas, or other chief village 
authoriticb, to report to the Political Agent 
all crimes^ violent deaths, or serious accidents 
occurring in their districts, and all occurrences, 
whethci within or beyond their jurisdictions, 
which may ceme to their knowledge likely to 
affect the public pcacci at the earliest possible 
moment, and deliver up ofleuders as soon as may 
be to the officers autliorizt d to try them. 

10 The Mouzadars, Gaonbrrahs, Peumahs, 
Houshas, and village authorities, shall watch, 
report, and, under the orders of the Political 
Agent, apprehend and deliver up all vagrants 
or bad and suspicious characters found in their 
jurisdictions. 

11. On the occurrence of any heinous^ crime 
ill his district, any village officer who may be 
by custom or appointment charged with the 
duty of arresting criminals shall at once appre- 
hend the offender if able, and in any case at 
once report to the Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, 
or Housha, who, if the offender has not been

If a crime* beyond his cogni- 
zance has been committed, he will immediately 
report it to the Political Agent or other duly 
authorized officer, whether the offender has been 
apprehended or not. 

1£. Mouzadara, Gaonburahs, Peumahs, 
Houshas, and all other village authorities, may 
pursue with hue and cry an offendw fleeing 
oeyontKheir jurisdiction (but’ not into the posses- 
aions of independent Naga tribes) and arrest him, 
but ordinarily no Mouzadar, (iaouburuli,rcuinah, 
Uousha, or village authority, shall attempt to 
arrest an offender beyond his own jurisdiction 
without the cognizance and co*operatioti of llie 
Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Feumnh, llousha, or 
chief village authority of the juriscHctioii to which 
the offender has fted. When an oflciuleris traced 
from one jurisdiction to anotlier, it will be suffi- 
cient to point him out to the Mouzadar, Gaonburali, 
Peumah, Housha, or other competent authority 
of the village to which the oflender has fled, and 
request him to make the arrest. 

J 3. When the Mouzadar, Gaonburah,Pcumah , 
Houslia, or other chief village authorities, feel I 
unjthle to arrest an offender, they must apply to ' 
the Political Agent or any o(fi<!er duly autliorizod 
to grant them the aid of tlie regular police. 

14*. 'i’he Afouzadars, Gaonbnralis, Peurnahs, 
i£nd HousHas, or other chief village authorities, 
arc empowered to arrest or cause to be arrested, 
and to fine all drunkards and other disorderly 
persons found brawling out of their houses, and 
all persons found gambling, the fine not to 
exceed that awardahlc under their powers iu 
criminal matters as hereinafter delincd. 

15. All the inhabitants of the Najra Hills who 
are under the administrative control of the Political 
Agent are bound to nid the regular police and 
village authorities when required to do so for 
the maiutenawee of order or the aj)j>relicusi()u 
of ollbntlers. Any person failing to do so is liable 
to line ; the fine to be adjudged by the Mouzadar, 
Gaonburah, Peumah, or Ilouslia^ or other chud’ 
village authority to .the extent he is empowered 
to award in criminal eases, or by tlie l^ditical 
Agent if fine beyond the amount tliosc olficers 
are authorized to impose is considered necessary. 

»Wheii the particular persons blameuhlc for 
failure to aid in any community cannot he 
ascertained, the MouzadaV, Gaonburah, Peumah, 
Housha, or chief village authority, shall he 
considered responsible ; and if it appears that 
the community is to blame, and that particular 
offenders cannot be discovered, a fine may be 
imposed upon the cojumuuity, but by the Political 
Agent only.^ 

, III. — Criminal J ustice. 

16. Criminal justice shall be ordinarily ad- 
ministered by the Political Agent, bis Assistant, 
and by the Mouzadars, Gaoubu^ahs, Peumahs, 
Housbas, or other chief village authorities of the 
different communities.* 

17. The Political Agent shall be competent 
to pass sentence of death or^imprisonriieiit for 
a term unlimited, or of fine np to any amount. 
Provided that no sentence of death shall be 
carried into effect without the concurrence of the 
Commissioner and the sanction of the Lieutcuaut- 
Oovemor, to whom the proceedings shall be 
submitted by the Commissioner if he concur 


in the sentence ; and no sentence of imprisonment 
for a term of seven years or upwards shall be 
carried into effect without the approval of the 
Commissioner; and pfovided further that fine 
shall iu no rase exceed the value of the offender's 
existing property. The Commissioner may 
enhance any sentence passed by his subordinates; 
but no offence shall be punished liy a sentence 
exceeding that award able nnd(?r thoojjrovisions of 
the Indian Penal Code. The assistant to the 
Political Agent slrall exercise such powers as he 
may be invested with by the Commissioner not 
exceeding those of a Magistrate of the first class 
as defined iu Act X of lS7i. 

IS. Any Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, or 
Houslia, or (^lier chirf village authority, may 
be empowered by the Political Agent to dispose 
of cases of persons charged with any of the follow- 
ing oflcnccs : — 

Injury to projicrty not exfcc(;ding Rs. 60. 

Injury to person not endangering life or limb. 

House trespass. 

Affronts of whatever kind. 

They may impose a fine for any offence they arc 
competent to try to the extent of Hs, 50. They 
may award restitution or compensation to the 
extent of the injury sustained, and enforce it by 
distraint of the property of the offender. 
Ill cases ill whieli the fine is not paid or realised 
either iu whole or iu part, they shall reprcisent 
the facts and semi in the offcnddl* to the Politi- 
cal Agent, who may re-try the case and impose 
such other punishment as he is competent to 
iuliict. All Mouzadars, Gaonbnrahs, Peumahs, 
Houshas, or other child’ village authorities who 
may he oinpowered as above, shall receive a 
siiuuud of recognition under the signature of the 
Political Agent. 

19. Mouzadars, Gaoiiburahs, Peumahs, and 
Houshas, or other duly recognized village author- 
ities, may carry out their decision, or order 
attachincut of property, as soon as judgment is 
pronounced; bnt in no easi', is property so attached 
to be sold, if tlic party convicted claim to appeal 
williin eight days, without the orders of the 
Political Agent. 

(u) —Mouzadars, Gaonbnrahs, Peumahs, or 
Houshas, or other duly recognized village author- 
ities, may not decide iu eases where their father, 
mother, sou, daughter, wife, or the children, 
husbands, or wives, of any of these are concerned ; 
or 

(b) — When the defeudaut is not a native of 
the Naga Hills, or is not resident within their 
jurisdiction; or 

(c) — When the oflcnce is one against the state, 
or has caused death or danger of life, or amounts 
to robbery, or concerns counterfeiting of coin or 
the making of fraudulent documents, or flie like. 

20. The Mouzadars, Gaoiiburahs, Peumahs, 
and Houshas, or other duly recognized village 
autlioriti(.‘s, shall not decide any cases save iri 
open durbar, iu presence of at least three witnesses 
and the coiu[)laiuuut and accused, whose attend* 
ance they arc empowered to compel. Either 
party may appeal from the decision at the time 
decision is pronounced, or within eight da^s 
^hereof to the Political Agent or his Assistant, in 
which case the Mouzadar, Gaonburah, Peumah, 
or Uousha, or other duly recognized authority,' 
will take the parties or cause them to be sent 
before the Political Agent or his Assistant, with 
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one of the persons required to attend as a court 
witness. The case shall then be tried de novo. 

21. An appeal lies to the Political Agent from 
the decisions of hiS Assistant if preferred within 
sixteen days. 

22. No appeal shall lie as a matter of right 
from the sentence of the Political Agent in- 
volving sentence of less than three ycars^ im- 
prisonment ; Jbut it is competent to the ("ommis- 
sicner to call for the record of any case whatever, 
and to modify or reverse the decision passed. 
All sentences of over three years’ imprisonment 
are appealable to the Commissioner. Appeals to 
the Commissioner must be preferred within thirty- 
two "days. *A11 sentences above seven years must 
be confirmed by Commissioner, whpse decision is 
final; but the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor 
resexves to himself the prerogative of reviewing 
the proceedings of the Commissioner and liis 
subordinates, and passing such orders on them as 
he may deem fit. 

23. The procedure of the Political Agent and 
his Assistant shall be in the spirit of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure as i'ar as it is applicable 
to the circumstances of the district and consistent 
with these rules ; the chief exceptions are — 

(a) — Only verbal order or notice shall be 
requisite except when the regular police arc 
employed, or the person concerned is not resident 
or in the district at the time ; or if in the district, 
but resident beyond it, where his place of abode 
is not known. But orders of summons shall 
be for a fixed day not exceeding sixteen days 
from that upon which the order is issued, and 
the order shall be made known to the person 
affected or to some adult member of his family, 
or proclaimed at the place he was last known to 
be at, in sufficient time to allow him, if he sec fit, 
to appear. 

(b) — A note of the substance of all the proceed- 
ings in cases tried before them must be kept by 
the Political Agent and his Assistant in the form 
prescribed by section 228, Act X of 1 H72. In 
cases requiring a sentence exceeding three years, 
a full note of the evidence and proceedings must 
bo kept. Examinations and proceedings shall 
generally be recorded in English only. 

(c) — The proceedings of the Mouzadars, Qaon- 
burahs, Peumahs, and Houshas, or other duly 
recognized village authorities, need not be in 
writing; but if at the trial before the village 
authorities any person who can write can be 
found, a brief note of the proceedings is to 
be made. 

(rf) — All fines levied by the Mouzadars, Gaon- 
burahs, Peumahs, and Iloushas, or other duly 
recognized village authorities, shall be paid to 
the Political Agent or his Assistant or other 
officer ffinpowered to receive them within eight 
days from the date of realization. 

(^)— It shall be discretionary to examine wit- 
neises on oath iu any form, or to warn them 
that they are liable to the punishment of perjury 
if they state that which they know to be false. 

24. The Political Agent and his Assistant 
•hall keep the registers hereafter specified, and 
make returns of co])ies of entries therein 
monthly to the Commissioner • 

Begister of crimes committed. 

Begister of criminal cases decided by the 
felitical Agent and his Assistant. 


Register of fines levied by the Political Agent 
and his Assistant and Mouzadars, Gaonburafas, 
Peumahs, and Houshas, or other duly recognized 
village authorities. ^ 

Begister of licences to carry fire-arms. 

IV.»— Civil Rules. 

25. The administration of civil justice in the 
Naga Hills is entrusted to the Commissioner, the 
Political Agent, his Assistant, and by the Mouza- 
dars, Gabuburahs, J?curaahs, and Houshas and 
other chief village authorities. 

20. Mouzadars, Gaonburabs, Peumahs, and 
Houshas and other chief village authorities, 
may be recognized by the Political Agent by 
Runnud under his signature as empowered to 
try cases without limit as to amount, but with 
the following reservations : — 

{^/)— They may not try suits iu which their 
failiers, mothers, sons, daughters, uncles, aunts, 
sisters, brothers, the chihlrcn of the foregoing, 
their wives or persons iu the above relation to a 
wife, or any nc^ar relative, are parties, nor suits iu 
which a native of the plains or native of another 
village not resident in their jurisdiction are 
parties. 

(h ) — All suits must be decided in open durbar, 
in the presence of the parties and at least three 
respectable witnesses. * 

27. Mouzadars, Gaonburah’&j' Peuiiiahs, or 
Houshas, and ^oilier duly recognized village 
authorities, have power to compel attcndaqce of 
parties to any suit and their witnesses, — all such 
persons being resident witliin their own jurisdic- 
tion, and to fine, within the limit of Rs. 60, persons 
wdlfully failing to attend. They have power to 
award all costs, also compensation to defendants 
for unfounded or vexatious suits brought against 
them. 

2S. All proceedings shall he viva voce, and the 
Mouzadars, Gaoiiburahs, Peumahs, or Houshas, 
or other duly recognized village authorities, shall 
not be called upon to make either record or 
registry of their decisiou. After hearing both 
parties and their witnesses, if any, they shall, 
wulh or without '‘the opinion of assessors, as they 
think fit, pronounce a decision forthwith. If at 
the trial any person who can write can be found, 
a brief note of tlie proceedings is to be made. 

2U. Mouzadars, Gaonhurahs, Peumahs, and^ 
Houshas, aud other duly recognized village 
authorities, may carry out their, decision at once 
and order attachment of property to be made ; but 
iu no case is property so attached to be sold if the 
party cast claim to appeal within eight days. On 
such appeal being mane, they shall send the parties 
and their witnesses to the Political Agent or 
his Assistant forthwith, or as soon as may be, 
and cither aeconinany them or send'one respect- 
able ])crson who has been present at the trial 
with them. 

30. All notices given by Mouzadars, Oaon- 
burahs, Peumahs, or Iloushas, aud other duly 
recognized village authorities to parties or wit* 
nesses, shall be verbal, and for a fixed day not 
exceeding eight d|iys from the day it is given. 
If a case be postponed, it shall be fixed for a day 
not exceeding eight days from the order, and the 
case may bo subsequently adjourned for periods 
not exceeding eight days on good cause shown. 

31. ^Tbe Political Agent and his Assistant 
shall not ordinarily hear suits triable by Mousa« 
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dftts, Gaonbnrahs^ Peumahs, or Houshaa, or other i 
duly recognised village authonitiea, but they have 
a discretion to do so when they think right, and 
suits which under these rules the village autlior- 
iti^s cannot try must be tried by the Political 
A^ent or his Assistant. A register of all suits 
tried by the Political Agent and his Assistant shall 
be kept in such fdrm as the Commissioner aJiall 
direct. • 

S2.«ri.Jhe Political Agent* and liis "Assistant 
shall, in all eases in which the parties arc indi- 
genous inbabitants of the hills, endcavotir to 
induce thenr to siibmi* their case to puiichayct. 
If they agree to this, each party shall name an 
equal number of arbitrators, and shrtil choose, 
or leave the arbitrators to choose, an umpire. 
The name and residence of arbitrators and umpire, 
and the matter dispute, must he recorded 
before the proceedings commence, and the court 
will direct the Mouzadar, Gaoiibnrah, Peumah, or 
Housha, or some other recognized authority, to 
assemble the puncliayet and witnesses within eight 
days. When the case has been, decided, the 
umpire shall appear with the parties before the 
court, which shall proceed to record the decision 
and enforce it as its own. From such decision 
tbbre shall be no appeal. 

* 33. An a])()eal shall lie from the decision of the 
Mouza&r, OaoifBiirah, Pciimah, JHousha, or other 
Huly recognized village authority to the Political 
Agent or his Assistant. A record shall be made 
of the matter in dispute and the decision of the 
village authority. If necessary the court shall 
examine the parties, and if the decision appears 
to be just, shall affirm and enforce it as one of its 
own. If the court sees reason to doubt the justice 
of the decision, it will try the case da noro, or 
refer it to a punchayct us above. 

34-. Houses, needful clothing, cooking ntcii- 

• sils or implements whereby the owner subsists, 
may not be ifttached, sold, or transferred, in exc- 
cutfon of decree, unless themselves the subject 
of the suit. 

35. There ahall be no imprisonmctit for debt 
excepting in casos where the Political Agent 
is satisfied that the fraudulent disposal or 
concealment of property has taken* place : in such 
case the debtor may be detained for a period not 

• exceeding six months. 

36. No appeal shall lie as of right to the 
Political Agent from decisions of Ids Assistant 
or from the Political Agent except as hereinafter 
provided; but the Political Agent, if he see 
Jit, may call for the proceedings of any case 
decided by his Assistant, and the (lommis- 
sioner may, upon Application made, or otherwise, 
call for tjie proceedings of either of the lower 
courts, and revise them, provided tliat persons 
resident fieyondthc Naga Hills may appc.il to the 
Commissioner within thirty- two days from the date 

. fo a decision. The appeal sliall be accotnpanied by 
a copy of the judgment appealed against and u 
cl^ar statement of the grounds of appeal. The 
appeal may be presented to the Political Agent, 
who shall, if it be in order, and presented 
in due time, endorse upon it the date ot receipt 
and transmit it, with the proceedings in the 
suit, to the r ommissioncr, who, after perusal oil 
the petition of appeal and judgment, and after 
hearing the agent of the appellant, if any, jnay 
dismiss the ap^ieal, or may remit the; case to the 
lower eourt for the record of further evidence, o( 


for re-trial of fresh issues, or reserve the case for 
hearing before his own court, and shall confirm, 
modify, or reverse, the decisioi\ of the lower court, 
passing such orders as to costs as may appear 
just. The decree of the appellate court shall be 
transferred to the court of the Political Agent 
for execution as a decree of its own. 

37. The courts of the Coinnojssioner, the 
Political Agent, and his Assistant, shall be guided 
by the spirit, but not hound by the fetter, of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

38. No professional pleader or mooktear shall 

be allowed to appear in any case, except in cases 
before the Political Agent or his Assistant 
with the special permission of *the Judge 
trying the ^se, or if the idefendant reside 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court; hut relatives 
may appear for persons incapacitated by age, sex, 
or sickness. , 

39. It shall be discretionary to examine wit- 
nesses on oath in any form, or to warn them that 
they arc liable to tbe punishment of perjury if 
they state that which they know to be false.

• The following Report of the Select Committee on the Hill to amend the law relating*’ to* 
EmhankmentH and Water-courses, toj^f ther with the Hill as amended by the •Committee, is, By 
order of the President, hereby published for f^eiieral information: — 

We the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill to amend the law relating to 

embankments and water-courses,” as amended 
by the I'orrner eommitlec and suV^mitted with 
their report of the iiSth Auj^nst 1871, have the 
honor to submit the followings report 

We have received and considered the papers 
noted on the margin. 

We have introduced ti definition of the word 
tenure” and altered that of ** proprietor” in 
accordance therewith. 

We have pi-ovided by a separate section for 
power to the engineer to alter railways on the 
previous sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and also for the recovery of the cost of such 
alterations. 

We have introduced a section defining cer- 
tain emhankments, us shown in a schedule 
annexed to the Act, and have made the Govern- 
lucut atone resfionsiblo for the cost and repairs of those embankments. 

We have altered the Chapter relating to the apjmrtionment of the cost of the works, 
proceedings, &c., in view to empower the Ccdlt-ctor to determine such apportionment between 
the proprietors as well as between the zemindars of the estates protected and benefited by such 
works, so as to avoid the necessity for recourse to the Civil Courts in cases of dispute arising in 
regard to* that apportionment; and have provided for such apportionment being made in 
certain ciises in respect to estates, with the sanction of the Licutenunt-Govornor, in proportion 
to the amount of revenue respectively paid for Bu®h estates. • 

We have ifijule the recovery of contributions of zemindars and proprietors from their 
subordinate proprietors recoverable as arrears of rent due from patni-talookdars. 

We have omitted the section of the firmer Bill giving power to zemindars and proprietors 
to recover a proportion of ihcir payments from ryots having rights of oceiip incy. 

Forms for certain notices, &c., prescribed by the Bill, have been prepared in the schedules. 
Verbal and other olteratiotis have been made which require no special mention. 

We rccomnicnd that the Bill as now submitted be passed.

In continuation of this ofllcc No. 3(»7, dated the (5th ultimo, 1 have the 
honor to forward in original a letter. No. 23(51*, dated the 27th idem, from the 
IMagistrate of Burdw’au, sultmitting a narrative report on the lover relief oper- 
• ations of that dtstrict for the moutli of J une last. 

2. This report may he described Vniclly as more favorable than that of 
the previous months. Whilst the large imiiiher of dispeu.saries and food 
depC'iS established in the district were fully rcsorh^d to, the fever was nowhere 
actually on* the increase by the occurrence of new cases, and generally the 
public heajth was said to bo improving. 'Plic average daily number attending 
h)r»nicdical relief was nearly l.^uO. Food was given to a daily average df 227 
people at twelvfi depots, showing a decrease compared with ilay, when 288 
were fed daily. 

3. The state of health at the beginning of the present month of August 
has been repbrted to me as not so good in the town of Jiurdwan itself, though 
every means of relief arc freely offered, and the Magistrate specially mentioned 
to me that the tincture of cinehonu was sncecoding where quinine failed. 
In the rest of liwdwan circle there has been no unfavorable change as regards 
the local fever, hut dengue fever has Spread. 
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4. In the Johanabad circle further improvement is reported, though in the 
extreme south there is still much sickness, and specially to the south and 
lower side of the Dalkissore river. Bood-Bood and Munglecote circles show 
improvement. 

5. The state of the district in regard to measures of relief for the sick 
has been fully entered into hy me at Burdwan during the past week. I find 
that one tract to the west of the district is entirely free from all fever. From 
JKlalkapere, on the Adjai, to the north, through the police station of Kaks^, 
down to the southern limit of porgunnah Sonamookhco, a line separates the 
healthy and unhealthy tracts. As far as 1 can ascertain at present, this is 
coincident with a gradual rise in level of the soil from this line westwards up to 
the level of Raneegungo. The tract thus free from fever is rather less than 600 
square miles. The remainder of the district is more or less afflicted with the 
fever. 

6. For relief purposes the district has boon now divided into foitr circles, 
superintended generally by the Civil Surgeon, Br. H. Purves. 

1«^. — Biirdiqan Circle, under the charge of Dr. Robinson, which includes 
also a part of the tract lately called Roynah circle. 

— Jehanahad Circle, under the charge of Dr. Ghose, including the 
tract lately transferred from Ilooghly district, the rest of the Roynah circle, 
and the late Ooclialun circle. 

Zrd. — Bood-Bood Circle, in charge of Dr. Goopto, who has his head- 
quarters at Burdwan, including the old Khondghose circle. 

7. These three circles comprise the whole portion of the district south of 
n lino drawn through Burdwan station ; and a few dispensaries to the north, 
•which are easily reached froni the st-.ition, are also supervised from thence. 
The rest of the district to the north and east is assigned to the — 

4:th. — Munglecolc Circle, with head-quarters at a place called Gooshkara, 
under charge of the Svih- Assistant Surgeon Chunder Nath Biswas. 

8. '1 he eastern side of this tract is however less distressed wdth fever 
now, having unhappily been severely ravaged in 18G8, and much depopulated. 
Its present stale has been carefully examined and tested ; a dispensary was 
opened first at Dewaugunge to its north, but tho attendance fell to 28 persons, 
and it was closed. AncUher was subsequently opened at Bamunpara in the 
centre of this tract, and tliis again was elo.sed about the beginning of July, as 
but few made use of it. Tho Munglecote circle is really higher and drier than 
tho rest of the district, but the type of fever was said to be worse there, and 
tbougb the means of communication wore better, quite as many dispensaries 
were at one time required as in the Burdwan circle. 

9. Over the southern tract in the three other circles tho country is very 
low, and communication in many places very difilcult.

11 . In addition to the medical men above named, a Sub-Assistant Surgeon 
or a selected Hospital Assistant is placed in chai’go of each dispensary, with 
one or tw’o compounders and a ho.sfUtal coolie. 

12. So far hack as DecornH/or 1871, an attempt was made to organize a 
body of assistants froiii^tho retired compounders, or other men who had at one 
time received some medical instruction, and who were to bo found in almost 
every village. One of these was to bo placed at each dispensary for further 
instruction, with a view to his being ultimately placed in charge. There was 
a great want of co-operation, liowcvcr, on tho part of the dispensary officers, 
and the scheme fell through. 

13. I discussed much the practicability of using these retired com- 
pounders as distributors of nicdicino from house to house amongst the poorer 
class, who arc too ill or too proud to go to the dispensaries. I am afraid that 
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this class is namerous and su£Fens much for want of medicine and, sometimes 
food. Bat I ^as told that it would be useless to entrust modibine to these men, 
who would either keep it, or endeavour to sell it, but would not properly dis- * 
tribute it. Except on this one point, the relief measures appear to me complete, 
and most admirably worked under Mr. Metcalfe and Dr. Purves. The town 
dispensaries ‘which 1 visited gave evidence of great care and attention \q the 
sick and needy. ... * * • 

14. I need only further mention the existing arrangements for distribu> 
tion of food and clothing. These are separately supervised by a Deputy 
Collector. Purchases of stores are made in Calcutta, and sent out to the 
depots specially selected in ^very case by himself after personal inqini% and* 
.placed in charge of tl^e chief village residents. The tjliccks on impo^on were 
fully described by the Magistrate in his long report, submitted to Government 

with this oilice No. 367, dated the 6th ultimo.

7. The Civil Surgeon forwards reports from tlie inspecting officers ot \.the various circles 
attached to this district. The reports embrace the period^ from 1st to the 22ucr of the 
month. 


8. Biirefumi Citric — Dr. Robinson, inspecting officer of the Burdwan Circle, finishes his 
report by stating that there is a general and very considerable improvement in the physical 
condition of the people. The death-rate throughout the district is very low. The poor 
reci|)ients of food ndief at the depots highly appi’ove of the measures. There is a general 
subsidence of the fever, though it cannot be said that the fever has left any one village yet. 

9. Munghcoie Cltrk. — Dr. K. P. Ooopta, inspecting officer of the Munglecote Circle, 
visited almost all the dispensaries of his circle, and observes that there is a gradual decrease 
in the number of patients attending the following dispensaries, — Ausgrarn, Bhalkee, Jamtore, 
Dignuggur, Bagar, Sliondah, Dr. K. P. Goopta found there is an increase in the number of 
patients in the Adra dispensary. This increase is not to be attributed to on account cf tlm increase 
of fever, but the dispensary is now well known to the people, which was established in May 
last. Dr. K. P. Goopta recommends that u dispensary may bo opened at Bhoorhec, si village 
about four miles from Rhuuduh. Dr. K. P. Gooiita passed through many villages and found the 
health of the people improving. From the registers examined by the aforesaid officer, he 
suspects that the registers kept by the Native Doctor of Dignuggm: and Bagar are incorrect. 
1 have therefore requested the Civil Surgeon to make inquiries regarding the particular points 
in which the registers arc to be found incorrect, and to report to me the result of his inquiry. 
I have also requested the Civil Surgeon to institute inquiry regarding the unfavorable men- 
tion made by Dr. Goopta in his report against the Native Doctor of Shondah for his asking 
remuneration from a poor Brahmin of Backta when the Native Doctor visited the village on his 
inspection duty. 

10. Oochalun^ Roynah, and Kkotidghose Dr. F. C. Ghosc visited the following 

dispensaries; Bkloky, Kendoor, Gopalberah, Degulgram, Karore, Joobleah, lioynnh, Arore, 
Meerpore, Poitah, Uotan, Sreekishtopore, Bamneah, Bcllshur, Gobindpoor, Kurshundab, Khond- 
ghoso, Sungsbur, and Sonduh. The inspecting officer finds that there has been an increase in 
the attendance of tim patients in the Ekioky dispensary. Tliis increase, as has been explained 
by him, is principally under the <iead of admissions, owing to those patients who, by the 
existence of the Tattetpore dispensary, which has been since abolished, formed rather a class 
of moving patients, taking medicines and advices from either of the dispensaries, .according to 
their whim or caprice. The inspecting officer found here imperfect arrangements existed 
regarding the removal of the dead bodies, which have been since remedied. Dr. Ghose concludes 
his report by stating that the general health of the people is gradually improving. The fever 
is still at abeyance, and the chronic casci; are generally doing well in almost all the dispensaries. 
The rate of mortality is still on the decrease. The opinion of the people as to the relief 
measures still continue favorable, and only in two instances complaints are received against tho 
Native Doctors. In many villages where j;he dispensary is in existence the attendance is small 
from the village itself, the greater portion being from the distant villages, as in the cases of 
Sreekishtopore, Bellshur, and Ekioky. 
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11. Munglecote Circle, — The inspcctinj? ofBcer of this circlo, Sub- Assistant Surgeon Baboo 

Chiinder Nath Biswas, r(?ports tluit the health of the people in his circle is iniprovinir. Ilo 
foQtid that the Mahomedcaiis of the villai^e Org^ram are in the habit buryfUi; dead bodies 
close to their houses at Iluttola. 1 have requested the Deputy Mag^istrat<‘ of Bood-Bood, 114 
whose jnriifdiction the village lies, personally to inspect the village; and if ho finds that tho 
practice is still existiiiir, to arrest its continuance under the Criminal Procedure (?ode. I’liis 
.officer recommends to open 11 food depot at Shur. Arrangernenls have been already made to 
open a food 'depot at that village. • • 

12. In the lijtter end of Juii^ information was received ihat there was gr oaf •distress, 

in tlio viiliige of Deuonathpore and Pfiw^rrarn near the Bluulia railway station, and 
in {he villages of Shur, Bhorii, Knh^kole, and Khanoo, ni^ar the junction railway 
station.

^ district, apf reheiisi(m is gravely entertained how far tlic health of the people will continue to 
improve. Tlie fe^er cannot he said to have left any one village yet, and*althoiii:h tlu; mortal- 
ity as gathered from the? dispensary roiurns was 101 during the mon of J une, still tluj 
number of patients received under nudieal treatment was great— 5 SJ. 10. The old cases 
require great care, and the slightest iieglcet will ])rove serifois to their lives. Instances of 
new fever are also met here and ihere, and they are eases sometimes proving at oiiec fatal. I 
am glad to mention that very great care is exhibited by the various oUkiers lu connection with 
the relief works in superintending the dispi*nsaries and f<K)d licpots.

I HAVE the honof to submit tho following reports from llie inspecting officers of endemic 
dispensaricB in tbif district : 

Assistant Surgeon K. P. Goopla, Miinglocotc circle, one report, from 15th to 23rd 
June 1872. 

Sub-Assistant Surgeon Chunder Nath Biswas, Munglecotc oirch*, two reports, from 8th to 
21st June 1872. 

Assistant Surgeon T. Robinson, Burdwan circle, one report, from Stb to 14<th June 1872. 

Assistant Surgeon F. C, Ghose, Oochalmi, Uoynah, and Kiiondghoae circles, one report^ 
from 8th to 15bh June 1872. 

Dr. Goopta reported himself for special duty here on the 13th instnrt. lie received 
orders to proceed to Munglecotc to inspect a number of the disfieiiharics in that circle. He 
visited eight, viz., Bheddca, Aorgram, Bluilkce, Jamtara, Digniig«;ur, Bagar, Shonciah, ai\d 
Adrah. 

I noted in my last report that Dr, Ghose had visited Shondah. 

Bhoddea was established on the 13th instant, and the atteTulanee has m»t been groat. Tfc 
is now discovered that greater sickness prevails in some ncighboui ing villages, so 1 have 
requested Dr. Gooptia to remove this dispensary to the loenlity whore tho groiitost am!)unt of 
good can be done. The establishineut of a food depot in ccumcction with the dispensary has 
also been suggested. 

At Aorgiam sickness is decreasing. The clisponsary w.is m*! in tropd order. 

Tho Blialkoc dispensary was in good order, hut the atr(*ndarn*c small. 

As considcnible sickness is rcfuirtcd at a villairc called Blioorcc, lying befl\vccn (iiilsliee 
and Shondah, 1 have requeated Dr. (xoopta to rcm()ve the Blialkoo dispensary to fhat placp. 

The Jamtarah dispensary is favorably noticed. 

At Disriiuggur the gciUM-al state of the dispensary w:is found satisfactory, but the inspect- 
ing oflicer d(mbt8 the correctness of the returns, especially the new cases admitted. 

At Bagar the attendance is cfuisidcrable. Tiic inspecting ollicer docs not think that 
3rd class hospital assistant 1 Intern Ali vi.sits the neighbouring villugcsf as he ought to do, and 
doubts the veracity of his returns. 

At Shondah the attendance is good. Patients travel long distances to this dispensary, 
Some people belonging to a village called Ha^ckta, near Slioiidah, ae<'use apothecary class Native 
Doctor Gooroo Nath Roy of exacting fees Iriuu them. On the inspecting oflicer making further 
inquiries, many of the poor patients spoke highly in the Native Doctor’s praise, and statfed 
he never asked them for any remuneration whatever. 

At Adrah the attendance is increasing. Dr. Goopta during his inspection tour travelled 
across country as far as possible, in order to learn the state of the villages lying between the o 
various dispensaries. 

As a rule he found the water-supply bad, and the simplest sanitary* measures totally 
unsttended to. . . • ^ • 

Although increased sickness is reported in the vicinity of Ulieddea and Shondah, necessi- 
tating the establishments of dispensaries, still as a rule the general hoalth was found compa- 
ratively good in most of the villages he \isited. 

MunghooU C/rWe.— Inspecting oflicer Sub- Assistant Surgeon ('bunder Nath Biswas 
inspected Kaichur, Munglecote, Ghanoke, Shiir, Digunggur, Mahatab, Aorgram, and Atorc. 
Several of these dispensaries were inspected twice. » 

As noted in my lust report, the Kaichur dispensary was removed to Bheddea on the 
13th instant. 

Several fresh cases of fever are reported at Shur, Mahatab, Aorgr.’im. and Arore. 

Tho Magistrate has been requested to pqps orders for the proper disposal of the dead at a 
village named Kattolah near Aorgram. 
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As the inspecting officer reported considerable eieknees at villages called Pattea and 
Bamoonarah^ orders have boen passed to establish dispensaries there. 

Second class, hospital assistant Shaik Fnkeer Mahomed has rcceived«instructiotis to close 
the Munglecote dispensary and proceed to Pattea. 

Vernaoufar licentiate class Native Doctor Nobin Clmndcr Sen, lately officiating at the 
jail hospital nnd Painroh endemic dispensary, has received orders to proceed to Bamoonarah to 
establish a dispensary there. . J 


, Burdwan During the weeks under report Dr. Robinson was on special flaty for . 

several days at Assensole investigating a reported outbreak of cholera. A separate commu- 
nication has been forwarded to you on the subject. 

The following dispensaries were visited, — Seraitikkur, Jiccurhaut, Katrapotah, Gulslicc, 

Itchlabazar, Baldangah, Juggutbacr, and Kanchuuiiuggur. 

• • • 

• ' No complaints are made regarding the general management. The attendance at most 
of the dispensaries continues much the same. * ^ 

OocAaltm, Roynah, and Ghose visited all the dispensaries in tlie above 

circles with the e::^ception of Nundah, which was lately established at the suggestion of the 
Sanitary Commissioner. « 

Vernacular licentiate class Native Doctor Noshu Ram Ghosal reports that there is very 
little sickness at Nundah ; Dr. Gliose will inspect the place as soon as practicable, and if 
necessary, order its removal to a Jocality where greater sickness prevails. 


In these three circles the dispensaries are very close together, so th&t several can be visited 
in one day. This accounts for the number of dispensaries the inspecting oflicer has been 
^ble to visit in the period under notice. 

Jehanabad, which lies to the south of Burdwan, has just been transferred from the 
Hoog^ly to the ^urdwan district. Dr. Ghose has proceeded to Jehanabad to inspect ibat^ 
new pari of the district, and ^ill report on the state of heakh, and whether or not there is any 
ijeceesiliy for the establishment of dispensaries. 

The attendance at Ekloky has not materially increased since tlie Tatarpore dispensary 
was removed. There is no doubt that many patients attended both clispeTisarics and thus 
vitiated the statistics considerably. An extra coolie bus been sanctioned, and the Magistrate 
has passed orders regarding the disposal of the dead. 

If the average at Koyur continues as low ns it is at present, I think the dispet^savy should 
be removed to another part of the circle. Since vernacular licentiate class Native Doctor 
Modhoo Sudlione Chilckorbutty, late of Kanebunnugger new dispensary, took over charge at 
Boynab, there has been a considerable increase in attendance. 

When the inspecting officer visited Srikishtopore, Sub-Assistant Surgeon Ainirto Lall 
^ozoomdtir was preparing to remove the dispensary to Jamal pore. 


Regarding the other dispensaries there is nothing worthy of partitnilar notice. 

I am glad to state that most of4,he dispensaries were inspected during the pa'^t fortnights 
and some of them were visited twice and thiice. All the dispensaries in the Muii jlceole circle 
were visited, and it is so far satisfactory that many of those that had not hecu inspected for a 
long time were found in such fair order. 

Munglecote is a very extensive circle, and the dispensaries in many instances at gnsit 
distances apart. 

I am endeavouring, in communication with the Magistrate, to re-arrange tlic dispensaries 
Bt> as to distribute them as equally as possible among the four inspecting o{li(‘evs. \Vh(-n the 
rains fairly set in and the country gets flooded, inspection duly will not be easily carried mu. 
If there be much sickness in and around Jehanabad, I fear Dr. (ihosc will not he able to 
manage the work there in addition to his present share. This will ncccssUatc snn\e of the 
dispensaries south of the Damoodah being thrown into the Munglecote and Burdwan circles. 

Many of the Native Doctors are not visiting the villages in the vicinily of their dis- 
pensaries as tb^y should do; and several complaints have been received 1o the effect ttial tlie 
inontlvly allowance of Bs. TO is insufiTicient to meet the expenditure incurred in travelling. • 

During the rainy. season 1 fear very little tiavelliug will bo done by the majority of flio 
medical officers. 

The Sub-Assistant Surgeons and some of the Native Doctors bnvo received a ‘^upidy of 
the Darjeeling bark and tinoture, and in a short time I hope to be aide to furniph you with 
information regarding the efiicacy or otherwise of thcbo drugs in fever capes. The (h crc:iso )f 
sickness in one part of the district, and an increase in another, necessitates the frequent cliaiig- 
ing of the dispensaries. 

On. the whole, however, I think the general health continues much the same as stated iu 
my last report. •

1,. Tho Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice that there was a great 
improvement in the public health in the month of June last, which continued 
ill most places up to August. The state of things in the town of Burdwan 
itself is now said to he. looking a little worse, hut the relief measures are in full 
operation. Ciueat cn‘(lit i'^ due to the Commissioner and the other local oflFicers 
for tlio compU'tc organization c.slahlished in tho district for affordihg both 
medical and food relief to tho sufferei's. 

2.* It is a comfort to know that some part of the district which was 
formerly, atf 'cted is ceasing ti> sutfer from the fever, and that there is one tract 
whicli is entirely fia.-e from it. The Commissioner will bo good enough to report 
Avhoihor tin; diseaso appears to bo jirogrossive in other dircctrons at all, or 
if the limits alvoa'dy attained arc stationary. It should be stated whether tho 
tract to the west, now entirely free, ever suffered from the fever ; and if so,

.'t. II is Honor attributes very groat importance to a thorough trial of the 
tincture of hark, as Government can re.adi1y produce it in large fj[uantities from 
tho cinchona jdautations. 

4. Tho Lieuteuaiit-Govcrnor has just learned with great pleasure that' 

the GoA'crnmcnt of India has given a grant of one lakh of rupees towards the 
fever relief operations. ^ 

5. The aekiiowledgrnents of Government are dhe to Mr. T. B. Lape, tho 
Offioiatiug Commissioner of Burdwan, for the clear report now submitted 
by him.

2. 'Pho measunvs adopted by the local n/liccrs have boon sncec.s.sfnl, and 
the disease which was contined to a fowmouzahs only has now disapjioarod.

submit the following report on the outbreak of cattle diseaso in this district. 

2. The disease ajuieai’ed in tbo sub-divisions of Golagliat and Jore- 
baiit in tlio month of March. In tho luHer siib-divisioii it was confined entirely 
t.o one niouzah in the Majuli, and in Golagliat to a few mouzahs only.’ At no 
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time did tlio disease appear in that virulent form wliich distinguished it in 
1869, and the measures adopted appeared to be able to control the disease 
from spreading. * 

3. In April the disease appeared in the sudder sub-district in thre*e 
mouzahs, '"where 87 head of cattle died in a very short time, and it tlum ajjpcuired 
to stop. I inspected some of the eases mj'self, and although the symptoms 
seemed to* be tlioso of the cattle-plague or rinderpest, they appeared to mo to be 
in a very mild form. • • * * • 

• 4. As soon as the disease appeared in the district, I issued strict 
orders to segregate the disease»l and iniected herds as mucdi as j)osHil.)le, at the 
same^time put a atop to cattle^ crossing over to or from the Majuli where the 
disease appeared to bo worse. TJic disease has not at any time assumed .a 
formidable aspect as on its last visitation, Itliereforo did not establish hospitals 
or issue medicine. * * . 

5. ,I am quite convinced that the disease was imported from Bengal 
by the drovcsi of buftiilocs which were brought uj) for sale.. In a namzah near 
this it appeared simultaneously with a drove of im])ortcd cutth*. 

6. I am happy to be able to say the disease has now stojqx'd, and 

I bog to append rejiorts, in original, received from the sub-divisional oflicers on 
the same subject. •

died out, T have now the honor to submit the report 
luiM 87^^ " ^ 431, regarding tin? measures taken to meet the outbreak 

of cattle-] )higue in this sub-division, calh'd for in 
your memorandmh No. 723, dated 26th Juno last, foiwarding copies of the 
correspondence noted in the margin. 

2. The outbreak commenced about the central portion of the Majuli. On 
Jiearing of it I visited the place, and in my letter No. 110 of the 30th Mandi 
last informed you of the state of attairs, expressing a hope that the disease might 
be confined to the area then iafected, and such I am glad to say has been the 
case. The sfeps taketi to ensure this were, as I then stated, to impress 
upon the villagers jwy^nd the infected area that if they let cattle diseased 
or not come to their ’\'lllag<is fi-om. the infected ones, or let their own 
cattle go near them to graze, then they woidd to a certainty lo.se all their cows 
and buffaloes, and have only themsclve.s to thaidc fijr it. The ])coi)lo of the 
.villages wjiere the plague was raging were also warned, that if they tf)ok their 
cattle to other jdaces and spread disca.se, they would Im; prosecuted crimimilly, 
at the same time steps were taken to effectually close the foi*rioson the Brahma- 
putra and Loohit against cuttle. One ferry man, who was detected in assist- 
ing to cross some buffaloes, was fined Ks. 50, and this had a good effect on the 
others. Stringimt orders were passed about tlu! bur’ying of deceased cart^asses, 
andtiio moiwahdars aijd munduls made resjionslblc for having it done. , 

. *3. I found when in the Majuli that;th(i ryots had no belief in medicine 

for their sick catfle, and therefore made no attempt to sfipply them with any, 
but contentcxl myself with trying, tlii'ough the measures above noticed, to con- 
fine the disease within limited area of its outbreak, and there lot it wear itself 
• out. The pe*>ple themselves, with the effects of the gi’cat plague of 1869-70 
before them, were less apathetic than usual, and really tried to keep disease 
away from their own herds. The situation of Majuli, too, was in favor of 
isolation, as with the ferries shut catth^ could not be taken out of it to the main 
land, and after tlio first rise of the BraliTna]>ufra it was even impossible for them 
to be driven across country from one village to another.

In reply to your memorandum No. 837, dated 17th July, I have the honor 
to report as follows : , 

2. 'Early in March last cattle disease appeared in mouzah Kajeerunga, 
brought "tliere I believe by ono of the many droves of buffaloes wliich were 
about that time travelling up through the province of Assam ; for at the end of 
the month, while in camp in the Majuli, I learnt from the villagers of Kokeola 
Cliaporreo mouzah that a drove of buffaloes had passed up a few days previeusly, 
and that several of them had died from what appeared to bo the regular 
crattlo dfsease. 

8. Thg disease subsequently made its appearance in tho mouzahs of 
Namdyang, Nahoronee, Jailamonce, Nikkoroe, ilohnigea, Deorgaon, Atgaun, 
and the Nuggur Mohal, but up to the present time the total number of deaths 
reported is only; .'>’22, and this number includes a good many gOats. During 
the whole month of Juno only 14 deaths were reported, and I think that the 
disease may now be considered as having ceased. 

4. In this sub-division there canuot be less than a hundred thousand 
head of cattle, and supposing that tho average duration of life among them ' 
was ten years (and I don’t think it is more), ten thousand head of cattle 
would perish annually from natural causes. The statistics of the mortality ^ 
among cattle are furnished by the mouzahdars, and they compile them from 
iho reports of the villagers, and there is consequently a very strong probabi- 
lity that if in ono village ten cattle die of rinderpeSc and ten of old age, 
accidents, sickness of an ordinary nature, &c., the whole twenty will ajipear iaK, 
tho mouzahdar’s report as having perished by the former scourge. 

5. But even supposing that every death reported was what it professed 
to bo, still tho cattle disease this year has been a mere flea-bite to what it was 
on the last occasion when tho deaths were twenty times as numerous as now. 

0. Tho precautions taken by me were — \st, I directed all mouzahdars 
to use their utmost endeavours to prevent cattle being taken from villages 
where the disease had shown itself to other villages which wore free of it ; 
2nd, I gave positive injunctions to fho lessees of the ferries on the Brahma- 
putra not to take over any droves of buffaloes until they had remained for 
several days at tho gh&t in a kind of quarantine without any sig»i8 of sick- 
ness being apparent ; and whenever a drove of buffaloes or other cattle passed

although on six or seven occasions I detained cattle in the above manner, in no 
instance was any disease shown to bo among them.

, Arua^noements have lately been made to render the boundaries of districts oontermmooB 
in respect of, revenue and judicial jurisdictions, and to adjust district boundaries to the beeCt advantage. 

• In doing this, it has been necessary tc re-arrange some suh-divisions which were divided between two 
districts, it being deemed desirable that a sub^ divisional oflicer should always be under one Magistrate* 
Collector only, and should not serve two masters. But as regards all other sub-divisions £lie Lieutenant* 
fiovernor, while fe|Hng that in some districts new sub-divisions are required, and that in others it may 
be desirable to revise snb-divisional jurisdictions and stiitious with reference to the experience which 
has*now been secured, has thought that it would be better to complete the district^boundaries, organize 
the. subordinate establishment s,,and obtain the full results of the census before undertaking any review 

the sub-divisional ^e-arrangemeiits generally. 

2. It appears, however, that 1 he High Court are engngeef in a re-arrangeftftnt of moonsiffees^ 

which it is sought to render conterminous with Kub-divisions, and so many questions regarding sub- 
di visional lock-ffps (vvliich it is certainly necessary to render more efficient), sub-divisional buildings^ 
and such like matters, constantly come before Government, that the Licutenant-Cjovernor does not^ 
think he can longer delay calling the attention of Commissioners and district officers to the 
subject, lie would not at present undertake to supply sub-divisional establishments for districts, 
or portions of districts, when^.-sub-divisions have not vet been at ajl established. But wherever the 
Rub-/^ visional i^vstcm has been in ‘operation, he would like it to be considered once for all whether the 
number and position of the sub-divisional stations are wluit they eliould be, and whether the jurisdictiohs 
aw arranged in tlie most advantageous manner. It may not be necessary to hurry a decision in 
epe^feially doubtful or difficult eases. But tiic Lieute»iant-(iovernor would like to have as soon ns 
possible a report in all cases in which it is clear tha^ the Pub-divisii>nal station and jurisdiction are 
rightly plncedtand arrange(^, and wiiore therefore all subsidiary arrangements for luck-ups, &c., may 
he proceeded vkith without misgiving. • • 

3. On the other hand, he would equally like to have a report of all cases in which there is reason 

to think that alteration is desirable, with proposals for re-arraugeinent as soon as such proposals can be 
made witli confidence. ^ 

4. The censu's returns, thannah by tliaiinah, urill very soon be available for almost all districts, 
and are already supplied to many. 

. 5. The Lieutenant-Governor accordingly direct** that ns anon ns the census return is received, a 

return may be submillt d lor eacli district with a map showing sub-divisional and thannah jnrisdic* 
tioniA, and a statement regarding each sub-division sli<m'ing population, number of eriniiruil and other 

* cases for astch of the last two ycais, and other particulurs. An opinion siiould then be expressed in 
regard t^n each, either that it should be retained as at present, the Magistrate and Commissioner being 
HKofu^s^ky satisfied on that yjoiiit, or that it should be altered or re-arranged, for reasons given, in 
manyer specified, or that for any reason the decision liad better bo postponed. 

6. The Licntenant-Govcnior would wish that in coming to a conclusion on these points the 
'/following considcnit.ions should be borne in mind. 

7. The Lieuteimnt-( Governor considers that the Mib-divisions should, if possible, be of such a size 
that one officer, and no more* of tlie Covenanted or Subordiiuit.t Executive Service grades, should be 
fully occupied, and should be able to do all the duties laUly prescribed with the assistance of a subor- 
dinate establishment of the 1st, 2nd, or 3rd clans, such as is coiiiemplatcd in the llesolution of the 
20th March last. Jle prefers full-Kized sub-divisions giving employment to an officer and eslablish- 
)iient of this Ifmd to a smaller sub-division wltere the case work is so light that aasi<(tance is not required, 
because now that treasury and much other office work must always be done by some one at head-quar- 
ters, a single officer who can with difficulty leave his heAd-quarters (even when not very fully occupied) 
is much less efficient than a sub-divisiomii officer who haasuch assistance that he can any day visit any 
part of his sub-division. Probably a fair average sub-division, as at present existing, will nearly 
satisfy^^ese requiretneuts, the additional work recently required being met by the additional establish- 
ments which it is hoped shortly to give. Hut a sub-division wliere there is now insufficient work 
shomd not bn retained on the giound that enough wirk may be found for one officer. 

8. At present *tlrore arc a few su’h-divisions with more thaa one officer. Probably with a first 
class subordinate establishment one officer may do the work; if not, a plau should, if possible, be de- 
vised for reducing the size of the sub-division. 

9. This afeo the Lieuten int-Goveriior wishes to be particularly borne in mind that the district 
should not.be e^uaUy divided, the smldcr division being tnuited on the siuue footing as the outlying 
sub-divisions. The sudder division always has more officers and should be larger. WTienever any 
place is equidistant from the sudder station and a sub-tiivisional station, it should go to the sudder 
Til preference; that course has many advantages, and should be followed whenever it can be so arranged 
by any contrivance. Sub-divisious are cstu&lisheU not lo divide the 'work, but to bring the protec- 
tion and aid of Government, and the admunstratiou of justice, nearer to the people. They should, 
tbepffore, only be established where liicy decidedly attain that object, and portions of the district 
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should be attached to them only so far as the object ^ attained. A district should be sub-dividtd 
somewhat in this fashion—* 



10. In districts where the Rub-diviaions have been marked off, but have not been^ officered and 

^stablishedi the Lieutenant-Governor begs that the proposed sub-divisionat boundaries may be revised ^ 
l^ith reference to the above considerations, and a report made. * 

11. In some distances the sub-divisional stations seem to have been badly chosen, and much 
loss and inconvenience have been caused by the necessity for changing them. In some other cases, 
though no complaints have been made, and the sub-divisional officers seem to be coinfortable, the 
stations appear very far from central, and arc too much on the borders of oilier districts. It is most 
desirable that they should now be lixcd and permanent, and wherever a station, being unobjectionable 
in other respects, is not central, it should be st ated what buildings there are, whether the place has local 
importance, &c., and it should be well weighed whether the permanent advantages of a change are 
worth the iuiuiediate sacrifice.

ViZIANAGliAM SCHOLARSllXPS. 

The., following Resolution is published for 
general information • 

(RESOLUTION.) 

. GENERAL DEPAIItMENT-EOUCATION. 

Calcutta, the Ind August 1872. 

• 1. In April 1872 His Ilighucss the Maha- 

• rajah of Viziun^gram offered to place at the 
disposal of this Government a sum of Rs. 150 p«^r 
mensem, to be spent in scholarships for the 
encouragement of engineering and surveying 
amongst the natives of these proviiavs. ^His 
Highness at thonsamc time expressed a wish that 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor should fix 
the number and amount of the schalarbhips as 

‘ seemed to be expedient and proper. 


2. The Lieutenant-Governor, in thanking His 
Highness for his very liberal ofier, stated that he 
then pronosed to establish, the scholarships to be 
called Vizianngram scholarships, tenable for two 
years by boys wlio*sliould attend some recognized 
survey and engineering class at a Govewiment 
zillab school or at any aided school of corre- 
spondimr calibre, but that he would consult the 
educiitional antliorities on the« best mode of 

‘ administering the endowment. , 

3. The Officiating Director of Public Instruc- 
tion on being consulted, suggested that the 
sebohirsliips should be open^ to all boys qualified 
for either the minor or vernacular scholarships ; 
that the candidates who showed the greatest 
knowiedL^e of surveying should be chosen, pro- 
vided the/ were pliiced in* Either the first or 
second divisions of the general list ; and that the 
scholarships should be equally divided among the 
Comrnissionersbips of tlic Lower Provinces. 

4. The Tiicutenant-Governor, after carefully 

considering the arguments urged in favor of 
making these •scliolarsbips open to candidates 
ignorant of English, has decided that as the 
object of the endowment is to bring forward 
boys capable of being ultimately educated as 
engineers, at least a knowledge of English should 
be tequired in Bengal, and His Honor has been 
pleased to sanction the following rules./or thq, 
regulation of the scholarships : — ^ 

I. — Ten scholarships in surveying and engineer- 
ing of the value of Rs. 7-8 per mensem will be 
granted yearly. 

II. — These scholarships will be called the 
Vizianagram scholarships. 

III. — One scholarship will be allotted yearly 
to each of the following divisions Burdwan, 
the Presidency, Rajshahye, Dacca, Chittagong, 
Patna, Bhaugiilpore, Orissa, Chota Nagpore, and 
Assam (iuclnding Goalpara). 

IV. — Jn Burdwan, the Presidency, Rajshahye, 
Dacca, and Chittagong divisions, boys eligible 
for minor seliolurships ; and in Patna, Hhaugul- 
pore, Orissa, ( hota Nagpore, and Assam divi- 
sions, boys eligible for either minor or vernacular 
schularships, will be eligible to cbmpete for the 
Vizianagram scholarships. 

V. — Tlie scholarship f(»r each division will be 
given to the candidate who shows the greatest 
knowledge of drawing and surveying, provided he 
also be ]>laeed in the 1st or 2nd division of the 
general list, and provided in ihc five divisions of 
Bengal that he has a sufficient knowledge of 
English to enable him to continue his studies in 
that language in the higher classes of the zillah 
schools. The papers for surveying and drawing 
will be set in the vernacular. 

VI. — The Vizianagram scholarship may be 
ifcld with any other scholarsliip. 

VII. — The 'Scholarships may be held in any 
Government school where advanced instruction 
is given in drawing, surveying, &c. 

VIII. — The Vizianagram scholars shall be sub- 
ject to the same rule concerning good conduct 
and adequate progress as (fovernrnent scholars. 

IX — Should no candidate be found competent 
to hold the bcliolaiship allotted to a division for 
any y< ar, it may bc'accortlcd at the discretion of 
the Director of Public Instruction to the unsuc- 
cessful candidate, who in the examinations in the 
•remaining divisions has shown the greatest know- 
ledge of drawing and surveying, and who has at

the same time fulfilled the other conditioos 
required in the holders of these scholarships. 

5. The object ol the Vizianagram scholarship 
is so useful, the studies which they are meant to 
eQCOurai;e arc so im])ortant,*atid the liberality of 
the Maharajah so suj^gestive, that the Lieutenaut- 
Governor contemplates adding some Government 
technical scholarships for the cncouragcmeut of 
the above and other arts as soon as a scheme has 
been prepared fqr their allottnent. He requests 
the Director, in com mu nitration with the Secretary 
to Government in this department, to prepare a 
scheme. 

Okdisk. — O rdered that the above Resolution 
be published in the Gazette, and copies sent to 
His Highness the Maharajah of Vizianagram, the 
Director of Public Jftstruction, and tlM^ Commis- 
sioners of the llurdwnn, Presidency, Rajshahye, 
Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, Uhaugulpore, Orissa, 
J^hota Nagpore, and A^am -divisions, lor iufur- 
niatiun.

The Lieuicnant-Ciovornor understands that 
more than one oili.-er, following an exeellent 
and smtecsslul cxaniple, has oecujned hinisell in 
compiling a history of the district in wbieh he 
is employed, including legends of the old families, 
the early British connection with the district, 
&e., &e, ^ , 

2. His Honor cannot sufficiently commend 
iuch efforts, c.sp. cially when these writers enter 
into the social history of the last hundred years, 
and show the progress of the. people ami the 
pliases of rural life i*i successive generations. 
And seeing the existence of this meritorious in- 
clination to go beyond the scope of hare duty, 
he is anxious to suggest that, to any officer who 
has a turn that way, there would be an am])lc 
field in an attempt to draw^ a full picture of the 
present agricultural state of any di8tri(!t ; or say the 
condition and occupations of the people generally, 
including agriculture, as directly or indirectly 
the source of livelihood to the great mass of the 
population, who arc either cultivators, or agri- 
cultural laborers uud small artizans and trades- 
men supplying the needs of cultivators. It 
would be most inj:crefiting to know thorough^ 
for any district the ordinary nua^fis and eotidi- 
tioiis of agriculture, the usual size of fm rns, and 
the sort of farm on whicdi a family can be. decently 
supported ; how far the farms are compact, or 
how the fields are scattered about— > and in the. 
latter case, how the boundaries are recognised 
and maintained ; how far the farmer is gener- 
ally a laborer with his own hands; how far he 
eiuploys hired labor, and how^ he pays for 
it; what arc the respective poaiiions and eon- 
ditions of ryots and sub-tenants of various 
kinds, of laborers, of rural artizans; which 
castes or classes of holders are the best and which* 
the worst cultivators ; how money is lent and 


borrowed ; what crops are cultivated, and liow, 
and what is the produce ; what stock is kept, and 
how it is fed ; whether stock is ever kept for the 
sake of manure; whether manure is made on 
system, or whether mauUre w£ioh accumulates 
without system is used or wasted ; how harvest- 
ing is managed ; who takes the produce to mar- 
ket, w'ho sells it, and where, and who buys it : 
by what hands it eventually reaches- the great 
marts ; who prepares -the jute for the market, who 
grows the mulberry, who rears* the cocoons, and 
who makes the silk, and how they all go about it ^ 
what is the indigo system of the district ; who 
keep the cattle, who poison them, who take thfir 
skins, prepare them and bring them to market ; 
what the cattle feccf on ; what are the breeds, 
what attention is paid to them ; in what shape 
rents are paid, how often and through whom ; 
what is the practical religion (if anji) of the 
cultivators, and who announces Mie lucky days 
for plougliing and sowing ; what artj their social 
habits ; what they rat, and how they are clothed ; 
how far they are thrifty or unthrifty; how they’ 
keep their account^ ; whether they have large 
families ; how soon boys work ; whether eirls 
and women work, or what they do ; how Tong 
agricultural laborers live, and from what disea^s 
they suffer ; &c., &e., &c. 

•S. In fact, wc might have a complete agricul- 
tural picture of the viyiou.s parts of the district, 
distiiignisliing high lands from low, large zeUfin- 
duries from small tenures, and so on. Thftn we* 
might have au account of such manufacturers 
as there are; what they manufacture. and how, 
and how they live ; of the trade and the traders; 
of the proprietary classes and their modes of 
life ; of the relations of all to the Government. 

4. If any olHcers will compile good district 
pictures of this kind, the Government will 
gladly print and circulate them.

Thb Lieutenant-Governor has asked and is 
asking much of district olfieers in the way of 
statistical information and other matters, and has 
required local officers to perform their duties iu 
an active manner, and iu a way involvingi^Wations 
which had somewhat fallen into disuse. has 
hoped to make up fot utiy excess bf work thus 
caused by the creation of*tlie proposed subordi- 
nate establishiuents, but as some delay may occur 
before the inferior services can be organized, and 
meantime the money designed for them ts ^ 
available, he wishes to intimate to district oncers 
that he is quite prepared to sanction any 
temporary establishments which can be usefully , 
(;mgloycd in obtaining the statistical information 
called for, or assisting in any special duties 
which have been or may Im; thrcMru on district or 
sub-divisional officers. Commissioners of divi- 
sions are *autborised to sanction against* the. 
provincial reserve '^ueb demands when ^tsally 
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.necessary to an amount not exceeding in the 
ft^grregate Rs. 200 to 400 per mensem hr ^acb 
distri^j according as the district is large or smalls 
and as regards temporal^, appoiptments, not 
exceeding Ks. lOOjper mensem^ reporting all cases 
in which such sanction is' accorded^ with detail of 
the temporary establishment, and the reason 
for it. Separate application may be made ibr any 
larger sum required in special cases. 

2. It will be very desiri^ble. that the persons 
employed should be as much^^as possible those 
who are possessed of the qualifications which 
will fit them for admissions to the junior grades 
of the Native Civil Service, as si^t forth in tho 
noTification of the 2nd July 1872, published 
iivthe Calcutta Qazf‘tle of tlie*»3rd idem, in case 
•by good service tlmy show themselves deserving 
of that position. Men who, in addition to a fair 
knowledge of English and an active physique, 
can survey, wh^ understand agricultural tenures 
and accounts^ who l^now something of police 
and criminal laws, who can make themselves 
•generally useful in looking alter petty public 
works, should be preferred. ,lt was before sug- 
gested that good civil court aiu(iens might be 
usefsl men. 

^3. The Lieuteuaut-Goveruor also feels that 
the districts have a fair claim to tlie replacement 
of the officers of the Subordinate Executive Ser- 
vice, who arf specially employed on road cess 
and other works. He is, however, unwilling to 
burdefti the road ecss funds, and he has not at 
present on his list many qualified candidates for 
such apppintments. lie would prefer that they 
should hereafter bo supplied in due course under 
the system which it is proposed to establish, and 
that present necessities should be met by the 
temporary establishments for wliieh provision has 
been made above. Rut in case of emergent neces- 
sity^ if a really competent man can be found, the 
• LicutenanJ- Governor may grant the funds neces- 
sary for an Acting Deputy Magistrate and Col- 
^ Ic'^t^'Vitfi^supply the place of one specially employed. 

4#. With respect to the distribution of Cove- | 
nanted Civil Servants, thp Lieuteuaut-Goveruor 
wishes to arrange matters so that the most 
efficient assistance may be given to district offi- 
cers, and the public service ’'be best served. Tt 
seems to be both the established practice and for 
the public interest, and advantageous for the 
training of young^officers, that a certain number 
of junior Civil Servants should be in charge of 
certain sub-divisions, but the propriety and ad- 
vantage of the arrangement should be well con- 
sidered in each case, it being borne in mind that 
the supply of Civil Servants to Hengal for the 
past and present year is very limited. 

With respect to the charge of the sudder 
divisiod of the district, ft has always been the I 
Lieutenant-(jovernor1s opinion that when the j 
Magistrate of the district is at head-quarters, it is i 
most proper that the general executive control 
should rest witji him, and His Honor has been 
somewhat unwilling to put any other Magistrate 
in charge as a regular sub-divisional ollicer. Rut 
it by no means follows that the Magistrate of the 
district need try many ca8e.s or do much w^rk of 
detail. In fact, the mere circumstance of being 
in superior chalrgp of the sudder division does not 
necessary involve the trying of a single case, and 
in l^avy districts the Licutenant-dovernor will' 


not, under present circumstances, expect the Dis- 
trict Magistrates to try many cases. The prac- 
tice of talcing all petitions, which seems to be 
frequently assumed as part of the duty of the 
Magistrate when in charge* of the division, is a 
purely self-imposed Jaboiii* undertaken by many 
District Magistrates, They arc at perfect liberty 
to entrust any part of their criminal duties, inSlud- 
ing tho receiving of petitions, to any Magistrate 
under them ; and any other duties, except 
the general control over the pcilica and the 
functions of gemral superintendence in ^ exe- 
cutive matters, may be similarly disposed of. 
While, therefore, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
very willing that it should, if possible, bo 
arranged that the ]\ragistratc of a large and 
heavy distriet slniuld have at head^quarters 
the assistance of a cornpi'hmj ollieer who may 
relieve him of most jndieiaf and much other 
work when he is present, and takc^ his place in 
the sudder diNisiou, wlien be is absent, he does 
not think a regular sub-diTisional ofliecr of tho^' 
head-quarters divisi(jn at all a necessity. Rathe 
invites any proposrds for stationing Civil Ser- 
vants to tli(^ Lu'st advantage wiiieli Magistrates 
and (.\)mrnis'sioii(‘rs m:iy wi^li to submit, and in 
special cases may evem rneoguise a sub-di vision 
at head-quarters if real neeesi-ity for it is shown.

Bebolution.-aTLo Cliiof Commissioner of British 
Bnrmah ^ropovs that an Art he passed to onahle him to 
prohibit inoculation in \ho principal towns of the pro- 
vince, whenever he is satisfiod that there cxisl proper and 
suiBcient arrangements for tho vaccination of tlic people. 

2. As there scorns reason fear that tlie principles 
are being lost night of by which, after much discussion 
and 'Consideration, the Government of India has for 
several years past been guided in regard to the prohi- 
Ijltion of inoculation, and as tho Governor-General m 
Council believes the matter to he one of great impor- 
tance, His Excellency in CJonneil thinks tlial Ibis oppor- 
tunity may nj^efully be taken for re-aflirmmg the con- 
clusions at which the G^veru9ient has arrived. 

3. •Inoculation is commonly practised in many parts 
of India, and is confidently believed by the people to 
possoss the highest value in aflurdmg protection against 
small-poxt It would he diffienU to name a subject on 
which there has been greater difference of opirion in 
India than the iiuestion of the merits and dements of the 
practice of inoculation; hut on tho whole the highest 
authorities have agreed that, while inoculation is in all 
respects incomparably inferior to vaccination, it is never- | 
thcloss better than no prophylactic at all Accepting, 
this view, the Government of India has been of opinion 
that the prohibition of inoenlatioii is only justifiable 
when complete means of protection by vaceina’''on hare 
been siippliod to the pt'ople, 

4. ''k good ilJust ration of the circumstances under 
whiph alone tho prohibition of inoculujLion is. aeeordiiig 
to we above conelnsion, a proper measure to adopt, is 
the cose of the Hill Districts 8cif Kumaon and Gurliwal, 
atd this case atfords a full exposition of (lie views enter- I 
tained by tho Government of India on tlie subjeot. 
About twenty years ago the rflvages of small -pox in 
these districts were frigiitful ; not a year ])assed in wlueli 
the Government did not hear of the population of large 
villages being more than decimated. I1ie practice of 
inoomation was at .the time common among the iieople, 
^apeoially among tho higher classes. A thorouglily effi- 

• cient system of vaccination was, however, commenced 
under Dr. F. Pearson, now Superintendent-General of 
Vaocination, North-Western Provineos. The result of 
the admirable measures adopted by that oBiccr, and pur- 
Ruod with tho ^eatesi judgment and peTseviu'aneo 
through a course of years, haa been that small-pox has 
alufocb* ceased to exist in Gurhwal and Kumaon. Tho 
pr^udices against vaoemation have for the most part , 
vanished, anil the people are •generally not only willing 
but eager to have receufse to it. 

6. It was under those circumstances that in Fobruarj 
1868 Dr. Pearson advised that inoculation should bo 
prohibited by law. He wrote as follows 

Aa regards mooted point, ought inoculation to be 
prohibited, I am decidedly of opinion that we 
ought not thus to take away tho right of people to 
protect themselves when wo are not in exposition 
to confer the protective power of vacciuatipn But 
as in the case of KumaOn and Gurhwal, where 
there are a sufficiency of vaccinators to thoroughly 

S roteei the whole population, then it becomes a 
uty to suppress inoculation, which undoubtedly 
•*t ii •great source of infection t<f others, and h&s | 
piany evils attending* it, yet is much better than

In reply to Dr. Pearson's representation tho Gtpren- 
ment or the Nortli- Wes torn Provinces wrote to him as 
follows: 

” Tlie Lioutenant-Goyernor flllly oonimrs in the opinion 
expressed in me I Mb paragraph of your report. 
Now tlial tho vaccination establislnupiits in 
Kumaon and Gurhw»al are sufficient for the require* 
nienis of the whole iiopulation, inoculation may he 
very properly proliibited in lliot Province ; but it 
will be tiiiio enough to enforce similar measure 
elscwriicro when Goicrnineiil hnsnoi^only provided 
an elfieienl substilnto, but niaffe it easily jivailable 
for all. and has sliowm the people ho thoroughly the 
superiority of ^aeiMiiatioii, ns to induce them volun- 
tarily to adopt if in pn lerenee to inoiuilation. 
TliiH has been the resijt of p,iticnt, persevering 
effort in the Kunuioii DiM‘'ion. and there is every 
reason to hope that similar exertions wdl eventually 
produce simdnr etleets elscn here.”

certain cases in respect to estates, with the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, in proportion 
t(f the amount of revenue respectively paid tor such estates, ^ 

. Wo have made the recovery of contributions of zemindars and proprietors from their 
Bubordinafe proprietors recoverable as arrears of rent due from patni-talookdars. 

We have omitted the section of the former Bill giving power to zemindars and proprietors 
to recover !i proportion of their payments from ryots having rights of occupancy. 

* Forms for certain notices, &c., prescribed by tho Bill, have been prepared in the schedules. 


Verbal and other alterations have been made which require no special mention. 
We recommend that the Bill as noV submitted be passed.

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

I 

The primary object of this Bill is to con*'* 
tinue certain rules which it is believed have been 
inadvertently repealed by the Indian Evidence Act^ 


• [Papt VI. 
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1872. At th« same time oppoTtunity is taken 
to correct some clerical and other accidental 
errors to which attention has been called. 

Section thirty -two of^^he Act, danse (5) 
renders admissible certain statements as to the 
existence of ‘^relationship/^ As there arc many 
relations other than those intended by the Act, 
the Bill makes the clause precise tiy adding 
the words “hJ^ blood, marriage or adoption/' 

In se<^tioiM9 forty-one and forty-live, some 
words which should have been repeated have 
been accidentally omitted. The Bill supplies these 
omissions. Ilic same thing is done iii ^sections 
one hundred and tweuty>six and one hundred and 
twenty -eight. And slight alterations arc made 
in sections ninety-two to clear up some amid* 
guitics of language and to correct a typographical 
error. ^ 

Section fifty-seven, clans** 13, decl.nrcs that the i 
Court shall take judicial notice of “ the rule of 
^ the road/' It must have been intended to include 
the rules of navigation. Tiic lUll therefore adds 
the words “ on land or iit sea/' 
r Section sixty-six contains riili/s .as to notice to 
produce documents. It only mentions notice to 
the partif in whose ]iossessioii or power a document 
is. To prevent a doubt vvliieii might arise in the 
Mofiissil, the Bill inserts the words ‘‘or to his 
attorney or pleader/' ^ 

; Seetiju ninety-one of the Evidence Act, excep- 
' tiou 2, provides tliat wills under tlie Indian Sue- 
cCBsion Act may l5c proved by the probate. Hut 
other wills are admitted to probate, and the same 
mode of proof is made applicable to all such, as 
doubtless was iutended. 

Of sections one Imndrcd and seven and one 
hundred and eight, the latter was clearly intend- 
ed to be a qualification of the former. The lan- 
guage is altered so as to produce this effect. 


Section one hundred and twenty-six relates 
.to professional communications, and provides that 
when made ^‘in fustherance of any criminal pur- 
pose," they shall not be protected from tlisdlnsure. 
As every fraud, though “illegal" is not “criminal," 
the Bill amends this provision by substituting the 
former word for the latter, thus expressing^ the 
! present rule of law and cstablishiug the same 
principle ferr the fir^t and second provisos of thiji 
section. , ,, 

, Bcction one hundred and fifty-five, paragra(j)h * 
(2), provides that tlic credit of a witness may 
be impeached by proof that he “has l)a(h the 
/>//<-?• of a bribe." The Bill, for obvious reasons, 
•for ‘had* substitutes ‘accepted.' In liuiia, ^till 
more than in EngLmd, the mere offer of a bribe, 
if unaccepted, shruild not prejudice the oteiractcr 
of the ])crsoiL to w^hom it is made. • 

Act W of section twelve, provides that 

Her iMajesty's Court sand Judges, and all Officers 
Couimissioners, Arlutrators, ifec., authorised V) 
receive evidence with respect to proceedings in 
such Courts, may administer oaths to 
The Evidence Act repiails this section, and puts 
notliing ill its places Nor is the matter sufficiently 
provided for by the Oaths Act (VI of lS7if, or 
any other enactment. The Charters of the late 
Suprome Courts empower those Courts to admi- 
nister oaths. Hut lufthing is said as to Conaiui.s- 
siouers to examine witiies>rs. The BilUiccord- 
lugly saves Act XV of 1^52, section twelve.
